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JN issuing the concluding volume of this work, the completion of which has 

been unavoidably delayed, I would emphasize one sentence in the preface 

to the former volume, to which I desire to draw attention and which I 

now repeat in substance : Anyone who may propose to make use of this work 

for purposes of reference or research is requested to be careful to supplement and correct 

the text where necessary by the aid of the Addenda and Corrigenda. (See vol. I., 

pp. 225-234, 409-422: vol 11., pp. 217-235.; 

I have already acknowledged my indebtedness to the many gentlemen who have 
given me valuable information and co-operation, to whom I must add the present Clerks 
of the Drapers' and Haberdashers' Companies respectively, Mr. E. H. Pooley and 
Mr. J. Eagletou, who have very kindly, when applied to, afforded similar aid to that 
which I received from their predecessors. 

Dr. Reginald Sharpe, Records Clerk at Guildhall, and Mr. Bernard Kettle, the 
City Librarian, have continued their generous help in making notes and looking up 
references for me in response to requests which, I fear, have been preferred with 
unconscionable frequency and have often entailed heavier demands on their time and 
attention than the mere fact of being engaged in work for the Corporation of London, 
which they represent in their several departments, justified me in making. 

Without the consciousness that I could never — ' well, hardly ever ' — wear out 
the patience and disturb the equanimity which are marked characteristics of the long- 
suffering and learned Editor of the Husting Wills and Calendars of Letter Books A to L, 
to whose labours every future student of the civic history of London will necessarily be 
indebted in a pre-eminent degree, I could neither have undertaken nor continued to 
carry on the researches of which these volumes are the outcome. 

Mr. Kettle, as Librarian, has displayed, if it be possible, even more readiness to 
facilitate my labours by sharing them, than when he was the lieutenant successively of his 
two predecessors, to whom I tendered my grateful acknowledgments in the preceding 
volume. His interest in the progress of the work and his eagerness to render it as 
comprehensive and as accurate as possible could hardly have been exceeded, had he been 
himself the author. 

In now offering this inadequate expression of my sense of the Librarian's 
unfailing courtesy and unstinted help, I must not forget to associate with him his 
colleagues in the department, Mr. H. C. Welch and Mr. J. L. Douthwaite, the latter of 
whom, in particular, has given me much valuable personal attention on occasions 
when the Librarian has been absent on holiday or pre-ocoupied with Committee work 
or other business. 

My researches have also been much facilitated from time to time by the officials at 
the Public Record Office, the British Museum and the Principal Probate Registry, and I 
feel bound to record my special indebtedness to the late Mr. G. K. Fortescue, Keeper of 
the Printed Books and to Mr. I. H. Jeayes, Assistant Keeper of MSS. at the British 
Museum for their assistance on many occasions ; also my thanks are due to the 
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Rev. Claud Jenkins, Librarian at Lambetli Palace, Eev. W. P. Besley, Librarian of 
St. Paul's Cathedral, and to the Eev. Canon Pearoe. 

In the Historical Introduction, which I reserved for this volume instead of its 
more naturally appropriate position, I have endeavoured to put together various notes 
and comments on points of interest, which the general subject of the work suggested. I am 
conscious that they may justly incur the criticism of being in some measure disjointed and 
' scrappy,' and they are very far indeed from being exhaustive. But to summarise the 
history of the Aldermen of London in all its aspects would require a separate treatise. 
I am conscious of many defects in the execution of the work which I, perhaps, too 
rashly undertook : competent critics may well detect others, for parental eyes are not 
the quickest to discover the blemishes in the ofispring. I am conscious, too, how little 
claim so strict a censor of the writings of others can put forward for a lenient judgment 
of his own defects. I can only plead in extenuation of any errors that I have overlooked 
that I have taken some pains to detect them, and have bestowed more care on the 
verification of my facts and dates than is apparent on the part of writers of greater 
pretensions and in works of more serious importance than mine can claim to be. 
Wherever I have discovered errors too late for correction in the original text 
I have supplied emendations at the pages indicated above. My thanks are due to 
Mr. Kemp (of the firm of Messrs. Eden Fisher & Co., Ltd.), who has superintended the 
printing of these volumes, for his valuable co-operation in the work of correction and 
for the patience and careful consideration with which he has dealt with, I fear, some 
very troublesome and irritating ' copy.' ' 

This work would, perhaps, to other eyes as well as to my own, have appeared more 
complete had it contained lists of Mayors, Lord Mayors and Sheriifs of the City. But 
inasmuch as for ordinary practical purposes these are obtainable from many (in the 
main) trustworthy sources, I have thought it hardly worth while to make this addition, 
unless on such a scale as would admit of including details, such as a record of occasions 
on which persons elected to those offices, — which in the case of the Sheriffs are very 
numerous,— did not consent to serve, the numbers polled at contested elections, the 
names of Aldermen returned by the Livery at the Annual Mayoral elections but not 
chosen by the Court, and other interesting addenda which have never been printed in a 
collected form. For these the space at my disposal would have been inadequate. I hope, 
however, in the near future to include these matters, together with extensively annotated 
lists of the holders of other civic offices and positions, both existent and obsolete, for 
which my collections are now practically complete, in a third but quite independent 
volume. 

I have in various places in the course of these volumes called attention to errors 
in the works of writers who have preceded me. I have done so in no captious spirit, 
but purely from the point of view of one who regards accuracy of fact and statement 
as the first requisite of a writer on historical and biographical subjects, especially in 
standard books of reference. That I have not been actuated by any motives of a personal 
character should be apparent from the fact that I have written in commendatory terms 
of some portions of the work of authors in whom I have found much to criticise 
adversely, and that I have not hesitated to indicate (e.g.) some indubitable lapses of the 
pen or of memory, as well as occasional inferences in which I am-unable to concur with 
him, occurring in the works of our greatest living authority on the subjects of which they 
treat, whom, though 'NuUius addictus jurare in verba magistri,' I regard as my 
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' guide, philosopher and friend ' throughout my studies of London civic history. 
The higher the authority of any writer, whatever be his subject, the greater the 
necessity for correcting his errors, which others are sure to copy — as I have shown by 
a striking example on page liv. of this volume. 

It is only right that I should add that, although this work is printed for and is 
the property of the Corporation of London, I have had an entirely free hand in its 
composition, and while I am, of course, responsible alike for the accuracy or inaccuracy 
of its statements of fact and date, I am also solely responsible for any comments and 
obiter dicta with which I have endeavoured here and there to lighten what are 
necessarily, as is the case with all works of this class, somewhat dull pages. It may 
be that the views I hold on various matters of historical, political or social interest may 
not be in accordance with those of some of my readers, and the expression of them 
may be out of harmony with their reasoned opinions or inherited prejudices. I can, 
however, affirm with confidence that in neither text nor comment have I consciously 
misstated or distorted any historical fact, and my opinions, whatever be their value, on 
matters relating to English history and kindred subjects are at least the results of more 
than half a century's continuous and careful study, involving a not very limited range 
of reading. 

I am only surprised that the special subject of this book has not been dealt with 
before, except in a fragmentary manner and on a limited scale. If the result of my 
labours in its compilation is to afiord some little assistance to any historical researchers 
in the future, I shall be amply rewarded. It may be that the presence of the material 
herein supplied may stimulate some present or future Aldermen to follow with regard to 
their own Wards the excellent example which Sir John Baddeley has set in the case of 
his municipal 'first love.' That is a 'consummation devoutly to be wished.'

THE CORPORATION OF LONDON

' It was the only corporation in England, the members of which were elected by 
popular sufirage. It was the most dignified, the most powerful, the wealthiest of all 
the municipal bodies. Its origin, like that of many other corporations, was lost in 
prescription, but its privileges were recognized or extended by no less than one hundred 

and twenty charters, beginning with the reign of William the Conqueror 

The oonstitution and privileges of this famous body are, indeed, a remarkable proof of 
what the bold and independent spirit of the people could effect even in the earliest 
times. They erected a Government side by side with that of the Sovereign in his 
capital City ; imitating, if not emulating, the great institutions of the realm. This 
government had its Chief Magistrate, its Court of Aldermen, its Common Council, 
analagous to King, Lords, and Commons. It was in some respects an imperium in 
imperio affecting independent rights, and almost equal degree. The City of London 
to this day closes its gates on certain occasions at the approach of royalty, or the 
representatives of the Crown. By a particular exception in the annual Mutiny Act 
soldiers are not to be biUeted within its domain. In all acts of Parliament touching 
municipal rights, the privilege of the City is expressly excepted. When the Corporation 
address the down, the Lord Mayor and principal officers insist upon being received 
in state by the King on the throne. If they approach the House of Commons, their 
petition is not presented in the ordinary way by one of their representatives but is 
delivered at the bar by their Sheriffs in full dress. 

' On the 9th of November in every year, the new Lord Mayor is presented to the 
judges of the land sitting in banco in their respective courts. On that occasion their 
lordships appear in their robes of state, but the great Magistrate stands covered, while 
the Becorder claims respect for the ancient rights and privileges of the City of London. 
Every event of great national importance, the demise of the Crown or a declaration of 
war, is immediately communicated to the Lord Mayor by one of the principal 
Secretaries of State. But it would be tedious to enumerate in all its particulars the 
grandeur of this mighty corporation ; which, if it has sometimes assumed the air of 
sovereignty, equals many sovereign states in the extent of its revenue and the value 

of its domains The Corporation of London will claim a more prominent 

plate in history than many petty states whose existence has not been illustrated by 
any great or useful actions. The liberties of England are indebted to the City of 
London. Many a time it has been a safe refuge from tyranny, and at all times the 
steady and potent ally of national freedom.' 



Introduction. 



Of the origin of the of&ce of Alderman in general and in connexion with the 
Wards of the City of London in particular, and of the date at which, and the evolutionary 
process by which, the Aldermen of Loudon became associated with the Mayor in the 
government of the City, much has been written from time to time, the equipment of the 
writers for the task which they essayed being of varied degrees of efficiency, whether in 
regard to the extent and character of material at their command, or to their own 
aptitude for dealing with it. 

The present writer, the bent of whose mind and the nature of whose studies and 
researches tend to make him more at home in the region of established fact than in the 
wider field of tentative speculation, shrinks from the uncongenial occupation of 
darkening counsel by words without knowledge, and thinks it best to admit at once 
that he has nothing original to contribute to the determination of problems as 
to which, notwithstanding the pontifical tone which some experts are wont to 
assume, he believes it to be, at any rate in the present stage of historical investigation, 
impossible to deliver an ex, cathedra judgment with that degree of certitude which alone 
would justify such a pronouncement. His humbler undertaking, which in these 
volumes he has endeavoured to carry out with some fulness of detail, has been that of 
collecting in chronological sequence the names of those City Worthies who have 
served or been elected to the office of Alderman of London daring the 640 years since 
the beginning of the reign of Edward I., from which period the continuous official 
records of the Corporation now extant are dated, illustrating them with such biographical 
details as the results of somewhat wide reading enable him to contribute, and with 
notes on some special points more or less closely connected with the main subject, 
including — though such was no part of his original plan — some account of Aldermen of 
still earlier date, which is necessarily less exhaustive and of a more tentative 
character through the greater lack of authoritative material.^ 

In the excursus on 'The Aldermen of the City of London,' which forms not the 
least valuable portion of his monograph on The A Idermen of Cripplegate Ward, (and to 
which, as it would be contrary to the laws of literary propriety to convey it en bloc or in 
substantial excerpts to these pages, I would refer those who desire fuller extracts from 
the Corporation records than the limits of this Introduction admit). Sir John Baddeley 
writes thus:^ 'It is probable that no definite account of the origin of the office of 
Alderman, or of the body known as the Court of Aldermen can ever be written for , . . 
the office of the Aldermen of the City of London came into existence by a process of 
natural growth and development created by the necessities of the times.' A fairly 
prolonged study of and intimate acquaintance with such material as is easily available 
for forming an opinion convinces me that, (to adopt a phrase which, though almost 
certainly mythical in its origin, has become historic), I am not wrong if I content 
myself on this point with ' saying ditto to ' Sir John Baddeley. 



It is, of course, a matter of common knowledge that the name ' Alderman ' is a 
survival from Anglo-Saxon times — a designation of the period which I use as being generally 
' understanded of the people,' with every apology to the manes of the late Professor 
Freeman — and its etymological signification is too transparent to need explanation. 
When, however, we get beyond this elementary stage, unanimity of opinion ceases, and Sir 
John Baddeley's theory (which he propounds on the same page as the passage quoted above 
and repeats in his work on The Ouildhall of the City of London) to the efiect that the ' five- 
and-twenty of the more discreet men of the City ' who are stated^ to have been chosen in

the year 1200, and ' sworn to take counsel on behalf of the City together with the Mayor ' 
formed the first Court of Aldermen of which mention is made, is one which has not 
found unc[ue3tioned acceptance. It has, indeed, the powerful support of so eminent an 
authority on the origin of municipal institutions as the late Miss Mary Bateson, as well 
as that of Dr. Reginald Sharpe, the weight of whose opinion on any point of London civic 
history is admitted by all who are cognisant of his life's work, but on the other hand it is 
rejected, with characteristic confidence in the unassailability of his position, by 
Mr. Horace Bound, whose well-established reputation for accuracy in facts and whose 
aouteness of reasoning in the application of them to the solution of historic problems 
render second (and even third) thoughts desirable before venturing to challenge his 
conclusions. 

Mr. Round sees in the Council of the year 1200 — whatever was the exact number of 
the persons composing it — not a Court of Aldermen but the germ of the Common Council 
of later times. ^ As an initial objection tq the identification of this Council of 25 with the 
Court of Aldermen he lays stress on the point, already urged by the late Mr. Loftie," that 
the number 25 does not coincide with that of the Wards at that date, there being then 
only 24 in all, the Aldermen of which included the Mayor with whom the 25 were to take 
counsel. This discrepancy was overlooked by Bishop Stubbs,* who accepted the assump- 
tion that the 25 Councillors of King John's time gradually became identified with the 
Aldermen. 

But Mr. Round rests his case not on negative but on positive considerations. He 
relies on two important documents preserved in British Museum Additional MS. 14252, 
ff. 110, 112d. The latter of these, the Oath of the Commune (' Sacramentum commune 
tempore regis Ricardi quando detentus erat Alemaniam ' — to quote the original, which is 
not a model of correct Latin prose), — refers to the governing body of the City at the period 
of Richard I.'s detention in Germany (1193) as. the Mayor and Skivini (' obedieutes erunt 
maiori oivitatis Lond [onie] etskivin [is]' [MS. skiuiu]), this hideous vocable serving as the 
Latin equivalent of the Norman-French 6chevins. The document preserved at the former 
reference gives the oath of a body of ' twenty-four ', who were connected with the 
government of London in the 7th year of John (1205-6) [' Sacramentum xxiiij"' factum 
anno regni regis Johannis vijo '] . These twenty-four persons, if the Aldermen are ruled 
out, would appear to have been either identical with or inclusive of the ' alii probi 
homines ' who are named with the skivini of the earlier document (' sequentur et tenebunt 
considerationem maioris et skivinorum et aliorum proborum hominum qui cum illis 
erunt '). Mr. Round leaves no doubt as to his opinion. He points out the resemblance 
of the oath of the 24 to the oath of the ' vingt quatre ' annually elected to form the 
Council of the Mayor of Rouen, who were divided into ' duodecini esohevini ' and ' alii 
duodeoimconsultores,' and proceeds to assert, on continental analogy, that the 24 members 
of the London Council ' comprised twelve skevini [sic] and an equal number of councillors.' 
Mr. Round holds that the Aldermen were altogether ignored in the formation of this 
Council. It is, however, by no means impossible, and, as will be seen later. Miss Bateson 
inclines to that view, that the skivini may have been Aldermen. In any case, the skivini 
or echevihs are, so far as our present knowledge goes, only found in connexion with the 
municipal officers of the City of London in the Oath of the Commune, and their existence 
(at least under that name) must have been of brief duration.'

Miss Mary Bateson, iu a very able review of the manuscript from which Mr. Round's 
documents are taken,^ arrives at conclusions c[uite contrary to those of Mr. Round, 
conclusions which, whatever degree of validity they may possess, lose nothing in weight 
from the entire absence of a dogmatic tone in their pronouncement. She agrees so far with 
Mr. Round as to the probability that the oath of the 24 was modelled on that of Rouen, 
but she adds that ' as there is no evidence that the London Council of twenty-four consisted, 
like that of Rouen, of twelve consultores and twelve scabini ' [another variant of this 
outlandish designation] ' the likelihood that to Londoners their sMvini were the 
twenty-four Aldermen is great. '^ Iu support of that view she points out that ' the 
Aldermen's oath preserved in the Liber Albus^" is more like the oath of the twenty-four 
taken in 1205-6 than is the oath of the Common Councillor, for it is the Alderman who 
takes part with the Mayor in assizes, pleas and judgments of the Hustings, and gives 
likewise good and loyal counsel in matters which touch the common profit of the City.' 
For in the oath of the twenty-four which Mr. Round prints, each Councillor swears to 
take no bribe in any matter of justice (' nullum modum premii acoipient . . pro injuria 
allevanda vel pro jure sternendo') whereas in the later oath of the Common Council 
(quoted by Mr. Round from the Liber Albusy^ ' no mention ' as Miss Bateson very shrewdly 
remarks, 'is made of any judicial function, for the Common Councillor as such had 
none,' whence she infers that ' if we are to deny ' (as Mr. Round does) ' the possibility of 
an identity between these four-and-twenty and the Aldermen, . . it presents a difficulty.' 
Mr. Round emphasises the distinction between the Alderman, a local officer in charge 
of a Ward, and a Councillor who represents the City as a whole in virtue of his election. 
To this Miss Bateson replies that the evidence of such election is unconvincing, resting 
only on ' the later and far less trustworthy Liber de Antiquis Legibus which records an 
election of twenty-five Councillors in 1200-1. '^^a 

Mr. Round agrees with Miss Bateson in his estimate of the value of this authority 
as regards the number twenty-five, which authority, he says, ' is not first rate,''*'> and if it 
is inconclusive as to the number, it is equally so as to the fact of election. Miss Bateson, 
after a careful examination of Mr. Round's arguments, comes to the conclusion that ' the 
fact so clearly proved by the Additional Manuscript'^ that the Aldermen were not isolated 
officers, but co-operated as givers of judgment in the Husting deserves further 
consideration as an argument in favour of the belief that the twenty-four Councillors in 
judgment were the twenty-four Aldermen of Wards, twenty-four men who in 11 Henry 
III. rendered the account of the tallage of their Wards.'i^c Mr. Round and Miss Bateson 
being agreed as to the virtual abandonment of the council of twenty-jftw, (as resting on no 
older authority than fitz-Thedmar's Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs preserved in the Liber 
de Antiquis Legibus and written more than half a century later than the date to which 
such council is assigned), there remains only the point that ' if the Mayor held his Ward 
during office, twenty-five Wards would have to be accounted for.' Miss Bateson asks 
' is it necessary to assume that this was so at an early date ?''' I am not sure whether 
by ' this ' Miss Bateson means the retention of the Ward in conjunction with the 
Mayoralty or that the number would in that case be twenty-five. I see no reason to 
doubt, though there is no evidence either way, that fitz-Ailwyu who was then Mayor 
retained his Aldermanry in accordance with the practice that prevailed later; it is 
possible that the number of Wards at that time was not more than twenty-three, though 
I know of nothing to suggest its probability, and we have evidence of twenty-four Wards 
some thirty years later ; the only detailed list which we have of earlier date, (going back 
as far as about 1130 and not professing to be exhaustive), takes aocoimt of twenty, and we 
do not know whether any or all of the remaining four were then in existence or, if not, at

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what date or dates they were added during the subsequent hundred years. But I do not 
see any insuperable obstacle to the aooeptanoe of Miss Bateson's identification of the 
Aldermen with the twenty-four in the fact that the Mayor is included in the number, 
nor should I regard as inaccurate at the present day the statement that the government 
of the City is in the hands of the Lord Mayor, twenty-six Aldermen and the Common 
Council, although the Lord Mayor is himself one of the twenty-six. 

With regard to the question of identifying the ' probi homines ' who were associated 
with the Mayor and skivini in the Oath of the Commune, while Mr. Bound holds that 
they were twelve in number forming one half of the whole body of twenty-four, on the 
analogy of the Vingt Quatre of Rouen comprising ' duodeoim oonsultores ' and ' duodecim 
escheviui,' Miss Bateson suggests that ' though only twenty-four were sworn to act as 
Councillors, it does not thence follow that only twenty-four took part in council. There 
might be present also such other probi as the Mayor chose to summon, who in the 
indefinite medieval way would represent the opinion of the whole community.' 

Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom preceded by some years Mr. Eound's 
Commune of London, and at the date of its publication the question raised by the latter 
based on the documents in the Additional Manuscript had not arisen. In the text of his 
work Dr. Sharpe identifies the Council of twenty-five with the Court of Aldermen ; so far 
as I know, he has not had occasion to touch on this point in his later publications, but, 
having had the advantage of personally ascertaining his views on this as on most other 
questions of civic history, I think I am right in saying that he adheres to his original 
opinion that the Council of that period was composed of the Aldermen. 

Mr. H. B. Wheatley in The Story of London (Mediceval Toiuns series) remarks that 
the whole question is at present one of great difiioulty, but though he refrains from 
' venturing to express any confident opinion until more evidence is forthcoming,' he holds 
that ' Mr. Bound's discovery of the Oath of the Commune in which Aldermen are not 
mentioned has made it difficult to conjecture when it was that they took their natural 
place as the advisers of the Mayor,' and he appears not to have been acquainted with 
Miss Bateson's examination of Mr. Round's arguments. 

Who shall decide when doctors disagree ? I have endeavoured to set out impartially 
the arguments on both sides : my independent knowledge is not sufficient to entitle me 
to pronounce with any aSeotation of authority on the rival theories of such learned 
writers as Mr. Bound and Miss Bateson, and while it may be possible for the reader to 
detect a leaning to one side of the controversy in the foregoing summary, I think it wiser 
to assume a purely agnostic attitude and, if called on for a verdict, to take refuge in the 
Caledonian via media of ' not proven.' 



Whatever be the date at which the Court of Aldermen came into existence as a 
leading factor in the government of the City, there can be no doubt that Aldermen presided 
over Wards from a much earlier period than that of the establishment of the Commune 
in Richard I.'s reign. The earliest mention of an Alderman in connexion with a Ward 
is that of Tursten, under date 14 Kal. Aug. (July 19) 1111.'^ Prom the same authority 
we get a record of twenty Wards in which the Church of St. Paul's held lands, 
three of which bear local names, one is the Bishop's Ward and the remaining sixteen are 
distinguished by personal designations, which may with confidence be assumed to denote 
their Aldermen. Whether these twenty formed the total number of Wards at that date or 
whether there were others in which there were no capitular estates, we have no data for 
determining. In Vol. I. of this work (p. 363) I have followed Mr. Loftie in ascribing this 
document to circa 1115, but Mr. Eoundi^ has shown conclusively that this is too early a 
date, and has fixed the true one at circa 1130 and certainly later than 1121-2. The total 
number of Wards appears to have been fixed in the first years of the 18th century (and

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probably from a much earlier period) at twenty-four, of which eleven were situated to the 
West and thirteen to the East of the course of the Walbrook. The former were Vintry, 
Cordwainer, Cheap, Coleman Street, Bassishaw, Cripplegate, Aldersgate, Farringdon 
(whose earlier name was Ludgate and Neugate), Bread Street, Queenhithe, Castle Baynard : 
the latter were Portsokeu, Aldgate, Tower, Lime Street, Bishopsgate, Broad Street, 
Billingsgate, Coruhill, Langbourn, Bridge, Candlewick, Walbrook, Dowgate. The only 
additions to this total have been caused by the division of Farringdon into two Wards 
(Within and Without) in 1394,i6 and the creation of the Ward of Bridge Without in 1550, 
when the City purchased the rights of the Crown in Southwark. Since 1550 the number 
has stood, as it stands at present, at 26. 

What was the exact connexion of the early Aldermen with their Wards is still 
perhaps an open question. The theory most generally adopted is that they were originally 
hereditary territorial proprietors, having leet jurisdiction over their districts then called 
Sokes, which became the basis of the later division into Wards. Besaut puts this 
succinctly thus : ' the City consisted originally of a certain number of private manors : 
the proprietors of these estates were the so-called Barons of the City. Some of the 
estates remained in the hands of their proprietors for many generations: these 
proprietors constituted themselves without any law other than immemorial custom, the 
ruling Council of the City.'" In the Charter of Henry I. (which is undated and was formerly 
assigned to the first year of that reign, but which Mr. Round adduces good reason for 
conjecturing to have been granted not earlier than 1130,i8 a view which Dr. Sharpe 
appears to adopt),!^ it is ordered that ' the churches and barons and citizens shall and 
may peaceably and quietly have and hold their sokes with all their customs ; so that the 
strangers that shall be lodged in the sokes shall give custom to none but to him to whom 
the soke appertains, or to his officer whom he shall there put. 'i^" By ' the barons ' here are 
clearly meant, says Norton, ' the Aldermen, so styled in virtue of their Ward or leet 
jurisdictions when such jurisdictions were expressly alluded to, although they never 
permanently changed their ancient title of Aldermen.'^o Norton, in another portion of 
his work, holds that ' the proprietary title of the Alderman to his soke in Loudon was 
certainly of short duration, and perhaps never universal throughout the City.'^oa The 
recurrence of particular patronymics among the early Aldermen, e.g. HaverhuU, Bukerell, 
Bat, Sperling, Hardel, Basing, lends some countenance to the assumption that the territorial 
connexion of Aldermen with their Wards was more continuous and lasting, but that it is 
hardly sufficient to bear the weight of the inference which some would draw therefrom is 
shown by the fact that as late as the present year (1912) there were three members of the 
Court of Aldermen who in the ordinary course of election had succeeded their fathers (Sir 
G. Faudel-Phillips, Sir G. Truscott, Sir J. Knill) and who certainly had no proprietary 
interest, whether by inheritance or otherwise, in their respective Wards. 

Stress is frequently laid both by early and modern writers, from the compiler 
of the Liber Albus (with which the name of John Carpenter is usually associated) to 
tha late Mr. Loftie, on the f a^t that whereas ' the Alderman in modern times has his title 
from the Ward over which he presides ... in ancient times the Ward was styled after the 
name of its Alderman,^! and it is assumed by Loftie that the influence of the passing 
of the Statute Quia Emptores in 1290 ' is at onoe apparent when we note that about the 
same time the list of Wards became substantially what it remains to the present day. '2'" It 
may, perhaps, be evidence of defective powers of apprehension on the part of the present

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writer in regard to those portions of hia subject in -wliioh he does not profess to take an 
overmastering interest, that he ia unable to see, and does not hesitate to say so, any 
closer connexion between the passing of the Statute Quia Emptorea and the permanent 
nomenclature of the Wards than between Goodwin Sands and Tenterden Steeple. At any 
rate the whole of the 2i Wards are designated by their local appellations in the list of 
Aldermen printed by Dr. Sharpe in his Calendar of Busting Wills (vol. i., p. 702), and 
Calendar of Letter Book A (p. 209), the date of which is from four to five years earlier 
than the passing of that Statute. Whatever may have been the case in the earlier years 
of Ward organisation, it is difficult to believe that the territorial relationship between the 
Alderman and hia Ward — at least in the great majority of the Wards — continued 
30 late as until the substitution of local for personal names. Norton says of the 
proprietary title of the Alderman to his Soke that ' it probably arose with the introduction 
of the feudal system, and expired with the grant of thoae exemptiona from it secured to 
the citizens by their earlier charters, the establishment of a community, and the election 
of their own m,agi3trates.'^2 For my part I see no reason to hold that the substitution, 
e.g., of the designation ' Ward of Walbrook ' in the year 1285 for ' Ward of John Adrien ' 
has any deeper historical significance than the parallel case in much later days (1751) 
when the general numbering of the regiments of the British army converted ' Cope's 
Dragoons ' into the 7th Dragoons and ' Barrell's Regiment ' into the 4th Foot. 

Two Wards, those of Portsoken and of Ludgate and Neugate (later known as 
Parringdon), should be specially noticed. The Aldermanry of the former waa, from the 
reign of Henry I. until that of Henry VIII. when the religious houaea were dissolved, held 
iure officii by the Prior of Holy Trinity (or Ohristchurch), Aldgate, as a consequence of 
the surrender to the Canons of that Church of the Soke which had previously been in 
the posaession of the Cuihtengild. It is unnecesaary to go into the hiatory of that 
fraternity, which has been very fully dealt with by Mr. H. C. Coote in his paper on ' the 
English Gild of Knights and their Soon,' printed in the Transactioiis of the London and 
Middlesex Archceological Society, vol. V., pp. 477-493, and by Dr. Sharpe in his admirable 
introduction to the Calendar of Letter Book C. Loftie, in treating of the Cnihtengild, 
got somewhat out of his depth, and his inference, which he propounds as one on which 
' there can now be no doubt,' ^ that the gild had been ' the governing body of London,' 
haa been shown by Mr. Round to be based on complete misunderstanding of the original 
authorities, and it is clear that in Mr. Round's words, its position as a governing body 
has been far too rashly assumed and rests upon no f oundation.^'' 

With regard to the Ward subsequently known as Parringdon, so named from the 
two members of the Parudone family who successively presided over it, it appears 
that as late as the closing years of the 13th century its Aldermanry waa a kind of 
incorporeal hereditament, transmiasible by deed, inasmuch aa (probably about 1269) 
Thomas de Arderne granted it to Anketin d'Auvergne for his life and again in 1277 after 
the latter'a death, to Ralph le Pevre, the latter paying a fine of 20 marks and a yearly 
ofiering of one clove of gilliflowera.^ The deed concerning this grant was witnessed by 
G. de Rokesley (Mayor), R. Arraz (Sheriff) and H. le Waleys, P. le Taillour, T. de Basing, 
J. Horn and J. Blaketho'rn (Aldermen). How Arderne became possessed of proprietary 
rights over the Aldermanry does not appear ; there is no trace of his having exercised the 
office of Alderman himself, nor is there any indication how any of the predecessors of 
A. de Auvergne, whose identity can be established from various Ancient Deeds (see vol. I. , 
pp. 367-374), acquired the position. R. le Pevre's son demised the Aldermanry to 
W. de Parndone,26 from whom it passed to the latter's son-in-law Nicholas le Pevre (son of 
R. le Pevre) who took, or was generally known by, the name Parndone. Nicholas de 
Parndone apparently possessed (or imagined himself to possess) the power of devising his 
Aldermanry, and accordingly he bequeathed it at his death, which occurred as late as

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1334 (after more than 40 years' tenure of it) to John de Pulteney.'*'' Pulteney, however, 
did not act as Alderman of that Ward, and within three weeks of the enrolment of 
Farndone's Will Richard Laoer is found in possession of the Aldermanry, there being no 
evidence to show whether he obtained it by devise from Pulteney or by election : he 
retained office for 23 years and his successor was elected in the ordinary way by ' the good 
men of the Ward of Parudone.' 27" 

Perhaps, also, a word should be said about the Ward of Oornhill, inasmuch as the 
late Mr. Loftie has deduced from its omission from the list of Wards whose Aldermen 
between 1285 and 1320 are given (very incompletely and inaccurately) in Lansdowne 
MS. 558, the conclusion that, inasmuch as it had formerly comprised a soke belonging to 
the Bishop of London, though ' there was still au Alderman of Oornhill in 1312, in the 
later and less orderly years of the reign of Edward II., the Bishop may have been able 
to recover his claim so far as to prevent the appointment of an Alderman. '27b This is a 
mere mare's nest. There is abundant evidence in the Letter Books and Husting Rolls 
to prove that Richard de Gloucester was Alderman of Oornhill continuously for the 
twenty years preceding his death in 1823, and both the Alderman and his Ward are 
explicitly named in conjunction in the early part of 1320.27'' The absence of Oornhill 
from the Lansdowne MS., the value of which authority I have examined in detail at 
pp. 238, 239 of vol. I., may probably be accounted for by the very simple explanation that 
the writer accidentally overlooked it, and in any case the omission has obviously no 
historical signification. 

Notwithstanding the evidence for the existence of Aldermen and Wards at least 
as far back as the reign of Henry I., that large section of the British public which is 
content to take its history from Whitaker' s~ Almanack will learn from this year's issue of 
that publication that ' Aldermen were first appointed by a Oharter of Henry III. in 1242.' 
The authority for this statement appears to be Fabyan's Chronicle (1st Ed. 1516) part vii. 
Henry III., fo. xxiii., where, under date 1242 (25 Hen. III.), we read that ' this yere also 
were Aldermen first chosyn within the Oytie of London, whiche then had the rule of the 
Cytie and of the wardis of the same, and were tha yerely chaiigyd as nowe the Shryuys 
be chauagyd.'28 If the natural interpretation of these words be adopted, viz. , that Aldermen 
were first introduced in that year, the statement is grotesquely contrary to fact, as there are 
continuous indications of the existence of Aldermen of Wards for more than a century 
preceding that date. The only other interpretation that suggests itself is that Aldermen 
were ' first chosyn ' (i.e. elected) in that year, they or their predecessors having previously 
acquired their Aldermanries by inheritance or purchase or nomination or some other 
non-elective process. But if what would be ■ tantamount to a revolution in the civic 
constitution really did occur at this time, it is very difficult to account for the silence 
of the contemporary chronicler fitz-Thedmar and for the absence of any mention of so 
important an event in other early authorities for the history of London : if there be any 
such confirmation of Fabyan's statement, I have unfortunately failed to observe it, and iu 
the absence of such confirmation, I do not attach importance to his unsupported assertion 
some two centuries and a half after the event. The examination of the succession of 
Aldermen between 1285 and 1320 as given in Lansdowne MS. 558 which will be found 
at pp. 298, 299 of the first volume of this work, will aSord proof of the little reliance that 
can safely be placed even upon practically contemporary authorities in an uncritical age. 
Except for this isolated statement of Pabyan, I know of no indication of annual elections 
of Aldermen during the 13th century. The earliest recorded instance of the election of 
an Alderman by ' the men of the Ward ' is that of Alexander le Perrun who was chosen 
Alderman of Walbrook on the removal of S. fitz-Mary in March 1249.28*

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The first list of Aldermen printed in the Letter Books is undated, but may be safely 
assigned to 1285 or 1286, and probably, for the reason I have stated in vol. I. (p. 370), to 
about July, 1285. In June, 1293, there appears to have been a general election of Aldermen, 
but it is clear that those already in office were in almost all cases re-elected. It seems 
not improbable that the list of 1285,™ which is headed ' Proper Names of the Wards of the 
City of London and the Names of the Aldermen,' also indicates a general election, and that 
such elections took place when, as in those years, either the City was taken into the King's 
hands and a Gustos appointed in place of the Mayor, or an existing Gustos was replaced 
by a successor. 

Except under such circumstances, there is no evidence other than the words of 
Fahyan quoted above of any annual or periodical election afiecting the whole body of 
Aldermen before the reign of Edward II. In June, 1319, that King granted a Charter, 
ratifying certain articles upon which the citizens had agreed, one clause of which 
provided that the Aldermen ' de anno in annum et prscipue die sancti Gregorii Pape*) sint 
amobiles et amofi anno sequenti non reeligantur.' It is not clear, and apparently was 
not at the time, or at any rate shortly after, whait the precise meaning of the Latin was, 
the word ' amobiles ' ( = removable) being open to two interpretations, viz., either that the 
contemplated removal of an Alderman was prescribed or that it was merely permissive : 
in the latter case ' amoti ' means no more than ' if removed ' or ' when removed,' or 
' those (Aldermen) removed,' a rendering which according to the ordinary usage of the 
language is quite legitimate. This appears to have been the interpretation adopted when 
the new provision was first acted upon, for on the Feast of St. Gregory, 1321, it is 
recorded^! that four Aldermen (J. de Gisors, S. Corp, W. de Caustone, S. de Abyndone,)''' 
were removed and successors elected,^'''' but there is no evidence that any of the other twenty 
Aldermen were disturbed in their seats, even to the extent of having to submit to re-election. 

In the preceding year, 1320, the first after the grant of the Charter of 1819, there is 
no record of any elections on St. Gregory's Day, but four vacancies had been filled in 
January (two on the 16th and two on the 18th), there being no evidence to show whether or 
not these vacancies were created by the operation of the new law. It is noticeable, 
however, that W. de Caustone was chosen to succeed H. Nasard as Alderman of Broad 
Street at some date between February 1 and August 7, 1320,^ and inasmuch as when 
Caustone was ejected in 1321, Nasard returned to the Court as his successor, it is at least a 
not improbable inference that the substitution of Caustone for Nasard in 1320 took place 
on St. Gregory's Day in accordance with the newly introduced system.s^ 

The Letter Books contain no record of later removals on St. Gregory's Day, and the 
apparently unbroken continuity of tenure by the Aldermen of the Wards in the great 
majority of cases during more than half a century after 1321 renders it almost certain that 
the law became practically a dead-letter. In a few instances {e.g. that of Hamo Godohep who 
ceased to be Alderman of Bread Street between January 15 and March 20, 1324, and in 
1326 returned to the Court as Alderman of Langbourn,^^ and that of John de Caustone, 
whose successor in Cordwainer Ward was elected before May 1, 1325, though he himself did 
not return as Alderman of Lime Street till after July 26 in that year ^) it is not improbable, 
though there is no clear evidence, that Aldermanries were compulsorily vacated, their 
holders regaining a seat for another Ward after a short interval.

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Stow, under date 28 Edw. III. (1354) .^^ writes : ' Aldermen of London were used to be 
changed yearely, but now it was ordayned that they should not be removed without some 
speciall cause.' This is copied by Bohun^' and by Howel^ who (or probably his printer) 
alters the date to 1356. Norton/^ who gives no other authority than these,^" expands the 
statement into ' the Aldermen continued to be annually elected until the 28th year of 
Edward III,, when an ordinance was passed by the King in council to render them 
irremovable without cause.' It is not easy to prove a negative, and it is possible that such 
an ' ordinance ' was passed by the King in council, but Stow merely says ' it was ordained ' 
without speolfyijig by whom or by what body, and I have met with no confirmation of the 
assertion. Edward III. granted a charter in that year, which, however, was confined solely 
to the conferring of the right of having maces of gold and silver borne before the Mayor and 
Sheriffs, and the next charter, (that of 1376, the first official document now extant after 1319 
which deals with the election of Aldermen), makes no mention whatever of any modification 
of the law of 1319 having been n^iade by authority in the interim. Moreover, we meet with 
no reference to this ' ordinance ' in the Letter Books, and Dr. Sharpe does not notice it either 
in his Calendar of Letter Book G or elsewhere. 

On November 12, 1376, a Charter was issued by Edward III., setting forth that the 
provision as to the removal of Aldermen in the Charter of 1319 had been wrongly 
interpreted, the Aldermen maintaining that the phrase ' sint amobiles ' only implied that 
they might be removed for sufficient reason or some notorious offence, and ordaining that 
in future all the Aldermea should be removed on St. Gregory's Day and not re-elected.^"" On 
March 6, 1377, an ordinance of the Mayor, Aldermen and various representatives of the 
misteries''! provided that Aldermen removed for reasonable cause should be incapable of 
re-election, but that those retiring under the operation of the new law should be re-eligible 
after a year's interval. 

In February, 1384, the Mayor (Sir N. Brembre) of his own motion disregarded the 
existing law and issued his precept for the election of Aldermen for that year, allowing 
immediate re-election without the year's interval, and eight retiring Aldermen were 
accordingly so eleoted,^^ five (T. Coruwaleys, W. Staundon, J. Fraunceys, W. Anecroft, 
G. Cremylford) being returned by the Wards for which they had served in the preceding 
year, and three (R. Warbulton, J. Chircheman and H. Vanner) transferring their services to 
other Wards. The King by letters patent of March 6 in that year condoned the Mayor's 
irregular proceeding and granted that this innovation should be made permanent subject 
to the consent of Parliament,^^'' which was granted later in the year. 

In March, 1394, an Act of Parliament sanctioned a reversion to the old custom 
whereby an Aldermanry was tenable for life, subject to removal for jnst and reasonable 
cause, and this law has remained in force for more than .500 years and is still 
operative.^3 On August 1, 1397, the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty passed a new 
ordinance by which, in order ' to avoid damages, dissensions and perils which had 
oftentimes happened in divers Wards by reason of headstrong, partial and imprudent 
elections of Aldermen,' it was enacted that in all future elections the Wards should 
' peacefully and quietly ' choose at least two ' reputable and discreet men, either of whom

final choice between the two resting with the Mayor and Aldermen .« On September 20, 
1402, it was agreed by the Mayor and Aldermen that the number of names to be submitted 
to the Court should be increased to four^s ' of the more honest and sufBcient citizens of whom 
the one most fit to support the honour and charge of the City, according to the discretion 
and sound consciences of the Mayor and Aldermen for the time being,' was to be admitted 
and sworn : this ordinance, which was approved by the Common Council on November 23 
following, was repeated in October, 1420,^s and remained in force (except in the interval 
between the suspension of the Charter in 1683 and its restoration, in 1688) until 
September 20, 1711, when by an Act of Common Council the number was reduced to two (one 
Alderman and one Commoner), ■"!» On April 5, 1714, the old system of direct election by the 
Wards was restored, and has continued till the present timc^si" 

Throughout the period when four names were returned by the Wards, the Court of 
Aldermen claimed and frequently exercised the right of rejecting any - nomination 
containing the name of any one person who appeared to be unsuitable, and in cases where 
a Ward made three successive nominations which were not approved, the Court itself 
proceeded to fill the vacancy. There were as many as twelve instances of the exercise of 
this prerogative by the Court in less than twenty-seven years (October, 1463 to February, 
1490) : four more cases occurred between 1503 and 1536 ; in the 17th century there 
were only two (in 1633 and 1669). After the reversion to the old practice of direct election 
by the Wards, the Court still claimed the right of veto, though it was not exercised for 
more than a century (1714 to 1831). In 1831 the test case of Scales occurred: after his 
third rejection in 1833, legal proceedings were taken on his behalf which lasted till,1839, 
when the final judgment of the House of Lords unanimously upheld the claim of the 
Court. Hence when in 1877 the Court elected Mr. Breffit after thrice rejecting Sir John 
Bennett, that worthy did not attempt to carry the matter further, and in the only later 
instance, that of Sir T. Brooke-Hitching in 1912, the candidate did not offer himself to 
the electors after his return had once been vetoed. The whole question of the Aldermanic 
Veto is treated fully in vol. I. of this work (pp. 242-249), where an exhaustive list is given 
of the occasions when the Court exercised its rights of rejection and of election after 
three successive rejections, so far as they are recorded in the Letter Books and Repertories. 



During the three centuries in which four names were required to be submitted to 
the Court for its choice to fill each vacancy, it gradually became the custom (which, 
however, was by no means invariably observed), to include at least one Alderman of 
another Ward : this, however, was not the case at first, for in the majority of instances — 
there being only four to ths contrary — in which, during the first half of the fifteenth 
century the nominations are recorded in the Letter Books or Journals, four Commoners 
were returned : there are, however, several instances of translation of Aldermen during 
that period, the names of those returned with them not having been preserved. 

On November 7, 1480, it was specifically enacted that not more than two Aldermen 
should be nominated for any one vacancy.''^ Later it beoam.e usual to nominate two 
Aldermen and two Commoners. When an Alderman was returned for another Ward it 
was his prerogative (or that of the senior, if more than one was named) to elect whether 
to accept translation or remain where he was.^^ 

On January 19, 1479, it had been ordered that no Alderman should be translated

It is worthy of note that when Colet was translated, three successive nominations 
to fill the vacancy in Parringdon Without were rejected by the Court, which proceeded 
then to appoint its own nominee, and it can hardly be doubted that it was in consequence 
of the difficulty of finding a suitable person for that Aldermanry, coupled with the haste 
which such a person, when found, usually displayed to transfer his services to a smaller and 
less exacting constituency, that the ordinance of 1479 was passed. Seventy years later 
(September, 1550) the close time for Aldermen of Parringdon Without was specially 
extended to three years, the same restriction being also applied in the case of the newly 
constituted Ward of Bridge Without." Between 1451 and 1481 fifteen successive Aldermen 
of the former Ward vacated their Aldermanry by translation, and a death in office was as 
unknown an event as that of a Vicar of Lieeds is to ' the oldest inhabitant ' to-day ."» During 
the whole period from the division of the old Parringdon Ward in 1394, while no less 
than 47 of the Aldermen of the outer division removed to- other Wards,- only two 
(N. Nynes in 1503 and Sir B. Hanson in 1680) migrated to it. Next in apparent 
uucongeniality was the Ward of Castle Baynard, of whose Aldermanry 35 incumbents 
divested themselves in order to transfer their services elsewhere, while the number 
migrating to it was only 10. Bassishaw was apparently the most attractive Ward, 
30 Aldermen having been translated to it while 11 left it for other Wards. Cornhill 
retained its Aldermen better than any other Ward, the only three who deserted it being 
J. de Grantham (1325), S. Eyre (1451) and Sir J. Harte (1590). Portsoken, which did not 
come into lay hands until 1538, only received two immigrants, Sir S. Starling (1664) and 
Sir J. Parsons (1687) : Aldgate and Parringdon Within each received 7 from other Wards, 
while "28 and 27 were translated to Cheap and Cornhill respectively, 25 each to Lime 
Street and Walbrook and 24 to Langbourn. 

The regulation against translating an Alderman before he had remained two years 
in his Ward, though generally, was not universally observed. In some cases it is specially 
noted in the Repertories that the rule was dispensed with, in others no notice is taken of 
its breach. In Parringdon Without itself we have five instances between 1479 and 1550 
of the Alderman leaving for another Ward before the expiration of two years from his 
election, viz. : J. Milborne (1512), W. Bayley (1515), J. Brown (1524), S. Pecocke (1526),"'' 
A. Hyude (1547), and after 1550, when the period was extended to three years, 
J. Harte (1582) and A. Bateman (1659) were translated before the limited time had 
expired. In Bridge Without, where three years was the limit, G. Barne (1576) and

The custom of translating Aldermen from one Ward to another, which was very 
common from the 15th till the end of the third quarter of the 17th century then practically 
ceased, the only transfers after 1675, except to Bridge Without under the Act of 1711, being 
those of Sir R. Clayton from Cordwainer to Cheap in 1676, of Sir T. Alleyn from Aldgate 
to Bridge Without in 1679, of Sir B. Hanson from Bassishaw to Farringdon Within in 
1680, and of Sir H. Edwin from Cheap to Tower in 1689. (I take no account ot 
the translations during the suspension of the Charters, which were the acts of the King 
and not of the Court of Aldermen.)<"= 

By an Act of Common Council in September, 1711, as stated above, the Act of 1402 was 
repealed, and it was provided that for future vacancies one Alderman and one Commoner 
should be nominated and returned to the Court of Aldermen for the final choice. Only six 
elections took place under this Act, those of T. Scawen, P. 'DelmS, G. Merttins, 
J. Lawrence, F. Forbes and E. Child, and in each case the Commoner returned was 
selected. The Act of 1714, which restored the ancient custom of direct election, specially 
provided that only a person ' not an Alderman ' should be nominated, and translation, 
therefore, became impossible. Bridge Ward Without was, however, an exception, as the 
Act of 1711, which is still in force as regards this provision, gave the Aldermanry of the 
Ward to the senior Alderman at the time of each future vacancy who should have passed 
the Chair and be willing to accept translation. Before 1711 that Ward had received 7 
Aldermen by translation and 14 had migrated from it.^™ 

The numbers polled at all the elections of Aldermen since the passing of the Act of 
1714 will be found in the Ward Lists in these volumes. The present writer contributed a 
Summary of the number of contests in each Ward to Sir John Baddeley's Aldermen of 
Cripplegate Ward (p. 204). It is an evidence of the increasing interest taken in these 
elections, or at least of the increase in the number of citizens willing to place their services 
at the disposal of the Ward electors, that whereas at the date of that work (1900) the number 
of contests for a period of 186 years was only 90, it now (1912) amounts to 103 in 198 years. 
Aldersgate is the only Ward in which there has been no contest during that period, 
Cripplegate and Dowgate have provided only one each and Candlewiok two. 



The Mayor, (who for nearly four centuries has been styled ' Lord Mayor,' though the 
designation rests on prescriptive use and not on any specific grant), presides over the Court 
of Aldermen in virtue of his office. The date of the institution of the Mayoralty has not

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been definitely fixed. It is certain that Henry fitz-Ailwyn was the first Mayor and that he 
retained his post till his death in September, 1212. The date which until recent years 
was generally accepted as that of his appointment (1189, 1 Eichard I.) rests on the 
authority of the Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs, and is now practically abandoned by 
writers of repute. The office, if not actually contemporaneous with the grant of the 
Commune in October, 1191, must have been created shortly after, but the earliest certain 
mention of fitz-Ailwyn as Mayor is in the year 1193.<'^ I do not propose here to deal with the 
general question of the grant of the Commune. Mr. Bound's articles on ' The struggle of 
John and Lougohamp ' and ' the Commune of London,' which form a portion (pp. 207-260) 
of the work to which he has given the title of the latter as a collective name, must be read 
by every careful student of the origins of City government, and with them Miss Bateson's 
papers on ' A Municipal Collection of the reign of John '*^ and Professor G. B. Adams' 
article on ' London and the Commune ' in the English Historical Review.^ So far as the 
identity or connexion (or non-connexion) of the Mayor's advising Council with the Aldermen 
at the beginning of the 13th century is involved, I have already^i summarised Mr. Round's 
and Miss Bateson's arguments : that particular issue lies outside the more general subject of 
Professor Adams' very able and informing essay. 

That the Mayor was almost invariably himself an Alderman of a Ward from the first 
may be assumed with confidence ; in the case of almost every Mayor elected before the 
accession of Edward I.,^!* (after which date we have the evidence of the Letter Books and 
Husting Rolls), his name appears as an Alderman in the Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs 
or in the St. Paul's MSS.,52or in the Ancient Deeds preserved at the Becord Office. I think 
that there was an exception in the case of Henry le Waleys' (or Galeys') last period of 
Mayoralty (1293-1299), though the point has escaped the notice of all previous writers, 
including Dr. Sharpe in his Calendars of Letter Books. Le Waleys had been Alderman of 
Dowgate up to 1294, and while holding that Aldermanry had been Mayor for the year 1273-4 
and again from 1280 to 1284, but with one exception I can find no trace of authority for his 
having been an Alderman (otherwise than in virtue of his Mayoral office) after 1294. That 
exception is an entry in Letter Book C, fo. 49, under date August, 1300, where it is recorded 
that one Simon le Coteler appeared before W. de Leyre and W. de Finchingfeud, the 
Mayor's deputies, H. le Waleys and five other persons named, 'Aldermen.' A careful 
examination of all the attendances of Aldermen recorded in the Letter Books in the years 
1298, 1299, 1300, and of the entries in the Husting Bolls of Aldermen acting for particular 
Wards in those years, shows almost conclusively that there was no vacancy among the 
Aldermen of Wards in those years that he could have filled. I am of opinion, therefore, 
that Waleys, who, having occupied the Mayoral Chair for five years and presided over a 
Ward for a quarter of a century, held a unique position among the citizens, was permitted 
by courtesy, or perhaps specially invited, to attend meetings of the Court of Aldermen after 
ceasing to be Mayor.^ As will be seen later, it was not till 1435 that the present tenure 
of an Aldermanry was made a necessary qualification for the Mayoralty. 

During the period of annual elections of Aldermen (1377-1394), inasmuch as the 
Aldermen were elected in March and the Mayor in October, it necessarily followed that 
while the provision forbidding re-election of an Alderman till after a year's interval was in

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force, the Cbair must be filled, and after the repeal of that provision might be filled, during 
the earlier or later portion of his year of office by one who was not himself an Alderman of 
a Ward. This occurred in the cases of 

Adam Stable, from March 12 to March 26, 1377. 

Nicholas Brembre, from March, 1377, to March, 1378, and from October, 1383, 
to March, 1384, 

John Philipot,.from March to October, 1379. 

John Hadle, from October, 1379, to March, 1380, and from October, 1393, to 
March, 1394. 

William Walworth, from March to October, 1381. 

John de Northampton, from October, 1381, to March, 1383, and from March 
to October, 1383. 

There is one later case, that of John Heende, elected Mayor in October, 1404, who 
shortly after, (probably before the close of the year and certainly before June, 1405), became 
Alderman of Walbrook again.^'" 

The limits of this Introduction precluding me from setting out in full detail the 
various changes in the constituency by which the Mayor and Sheriffs were elected from 
time to time, the following summary must suffice. The Charter of John (May, 1215) granted 
the right of annually electing the Mayor to ' the Barons of London.' ^' In the earlier Letter 
Books elections are recorded by 'the Mayor and Aldermen and the whole commonalty,'=« 
'the good men of the whole commonalty,'^ 'all the Aldermen in conjunction with 
twelve men of each Ward.'*' In 1315 the King (Edward II.) forbade the attendance at 
elections of Mayors and Sheriffs or any not specially summoned^: on October 28, 1346, it 
was agreed at a congregation of ' the Mayor, Aldermen, and an immense commonalty ' that 
in future there should be summoned to these elections ' twelve, eight or six, according as the 
Ward is large or small, of the wealthier and wiser of each Ward,'^^ and on October 11, 1350, 
the number was specifically limited to ' four of the best men of each Ward.'™* On September 
28, 1467, the right of election was given to ' the Common Council, Masters and Wardens 
of each Mistery coming in their livery with other good men specially summoned,'^" (the 
'good men' not being expressly limited to the misteries), and on September 13, 1475, it 
was ordained that the Master and Wardens of the Misteries, together with ' good men of 
the same ' and no other except ' good men of the Common Council ' should be present at 
the elections of Mayors and Sheriffs.™* From that date, excepting for a brief interval 
during the Commonwealth^! and again during the suspension of the Charter (1683-1688), 
the election has been in the hands of the Livery. This was recognized by the Act of 
Parliament passed in 1725 (11 George I. c 18) ' for regulating elections within the City 
of London ' which provided that an elector must have been a Freeman of the City and a 
Liveryman of one of the companies for twelve months.^^

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By an Ordinance of Common Council passed on December 13, 1385, it was agreed 
that every future Mayor should ' have previously been Sheriff, so that he may be tried as to 
his governance and bounty before he attains to the estate of Mayoralty.'^ In the majority 
of instances before this time the Mayor had already served as Sheriff : the following, however, 
had not passed through that form of apprenticeship in the mystery of civic administration, 
viz. ; Henry fitz-Ailwyn,'Peter fitz-Alan(M. 1246-7), Roger fitz-Roger (M. 1249-50), John le 
Blund (M. 1301-8), Nicholas de Farndone (M. 1308-9, 1313-4, 1320-1, 1323), John de Gisors 
(M. 1311-3, 1314-5), John de Wengrave (M. 1316-9), Richard de Betoyne (M. 1326-7), 
Simon Swanlond (M. 1329-38), Sir John de Pulteney (M. 1380-2, 1338-4, 1336-7), Adam 
Fraunceys (M. 1352-4). The only case after the passing of the ordinance of 1384 occurred 
during the suspension of the Charter, when Sir John Eyles was appointed Lord Mayor by 
the King (James II.) on September 7, 1688, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Sir John Shorter, although he had not served the Shrievalty. Eyles' tenure of the Mayoralty 
was brief, as he was displaced on October 5 following, when the Charter was restored. 

On October 18, 1406, a new custom, similar to that which had been adopted in 1397 
with regard to the election of Aldermen, was introduced into the proceedings at election of 
the Mayor, which custom (except during the suspension of the Charter from 1683 to 1688) 
has continued in force to the present time, viz. : that the ' reputable Commoners of the 
City ' present in Common Hall should ' nominate unto the Mayor and Aldermen two such 
able and proper persons as had before filled the office of Sheriff in the City : it being for the 
said Commoners to take no care which one of the persons' so to be nominated should be 
chosen by the Mayor and Aldermen to be Mayor for the ensuing year.'^* The names 
of both the Aldermen returned at subsequent elections have been preserved for the years 
1406, 1408, and with considerable lacuncB from 1439 lo the suspension of the Charter in 1683. 
From the restoration of the Charter the records are complete either at Guildhall or in 
contemporary newspapers. The modern custom of returning the two senior Aldermen, 
being ex-Sherifis, below the Chair, of whom the Aldermen chose the first, was not at first 
observed: the only cases I have noticed during the remaining 94 years of the 15th 
century of the election to the Mayoralty of the senior Alderman who had not already 
served the office are not more than 22 in number, those of T. Fauooner (1414), N. Wotton 
(1415), H. Barton (1416), J. Michell (1424), T. Chalton (1449), W. Gregory (1451), J. Norman 
(1453), T. Scott (1458), M. Philip (1463), E. Josselyn (1464), E. Verney (1465), W. Taillour 
(1468), R. Bassett (1475), H. Hayford (1477), Sir B. Jamys (1479), Sir W. Stokker (1485), 
H. Bryce (1485), H. Colet (I486), E. Tate (1188)-, E. Chawry (1494), J. Tate [ii.] (1496), 
W. Remyngton (1500). 

From the end of the first decade of the 16th century the custom gradually became 
established, though with frequent breaches, in some cases certainly with the consent, if not 
at the instance, of the senior Alderman, who wished to evade the Mayoralty expenses altogether 
or to postpone his year of office. From the accession of Elizabeth such cases were 
increasingly rare, and from 1596 till 1640 there wasno interruption to the ordinary course 
of seniority. In 1640 the Royalist Sir William Acton was rejected in Common Hall ; 
in the following year the next senior Alderman to Acton, although a Royalist (Richard 
Gurney), was elected, but from that time tiU 1652 the seniors were not returned, J. Cordell 
being passed over at seven and T. Soame at ten successive elections. From 1652 to the 
Restoration the normal order of election was observed, the Royalist senior Aldermen being 
now removed, and with the exception of the passing over with his own consent of 
Sir T. Soame during the seven years in which he remained an Alderman after the King's 
return and his own re-admission to the Aldermanic body and the postponement of 
Sir R. Ford from 1669 to 1670, there was no further departure from it till the period of the 
Revolution, the senior Aldermen being elected in turn during the period of the suspension 
of the Charter, except for the few weeks in which the Mayoral Chair was occupied by 
Sir John Eyles in September and October, 1688.

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Prom 1689 to 1702 inclusive, throughout the whole reign of William III., the rule of 
seniority was broken in order to keep out the Tory Aldermen Sir J. Baymond, Sir P. Daniel 
and Sir S. Dashwood, the last named of whom was at last elected in 1702. s^^ From thence to 
1782 there was a succession of senior eligible Aldermen below the Chair : then followed 
the passing over of B. Levett from 1732 to 1740 (apparently at his own desire) and the 
rejection at the poll of Sir G. Champion in 1739, owing to his support of Walpole's Excise 
Scheme : the latter, though he remained an Alderman till his death in 1754, made no 
further attempt to attain to the Mayoralty. Apparently in retaliation for Champion's 
rejection, the Court of Aldermen in which there was a small Walpolean majority, rejected 
Sir Bobert Godschall, a strong Tory, though returned at four successive elections in 1740 and 
1741, but at the annual election in October of the latter year they accepted him. The 
next Alderman passed over was Sir P. Gosling (at his own wish) in 1766, 1767 and 1768. 
From 1768 to 1776 the Wilkes agitation, which had the support of the majority of the 
livery, caused the passing over of Sir Henry Bankes in five successive years until his death, 
aud the election out of their turns of Wilkes himself and of the Opposition Aldermen Beckford 
(who had already passed the chair), Trecothick, Crosby, Townsend, Bull and Sawbridge. 
From 1776 the ordinary rota of succession was observed until 1797, except that Brook 
Watson, being engaged on the King's service as Commissary General in Flanders, was 
passed over in 1793, 1794 and 1795, accepting office in 1796. The two senior Aldermen 
below the Chair (W. Newman and G. M. Macauley) were not returned in the years from 
1797 to 1801. Newman, who was defeated at a poll in 1800, and was one of the two 
returned in 1801, when the Tory majority in the Court of Aldermen ebose Sir John Eamer, 
diei in 1802, and Macauley, who also was a Whig, was again passed over in that 
year, dying early in 1808. Harvey Combe, the leader of the civic '^higs, though junior to 
these, had been returned to the Court at six successive elections between 1795 and 1799, aud 
was chosen at the second election of the latter year. From 1811 to 1820 Sir Matthew 
Bloxam, who was the senior Alderman who had not served as Mayor, stood aside, his 
financial position not admitting of his undertaking the office : in 1816 Matthew Wood, 
whose pronounced Radicalism had made him a popular favourite when Toryism under the 
Regency had become odious ' to the general,' was re-elected for a second year ; in 1820 
J. T. Thorp, another leader of the civic Liberals, was preferred to four Aldermen senior to 
himself, one of whom, C. Magnay, had been passed over in the preceding year, and 
another, R. A, Cox, was similarly overlooked at the five subsequent elections 
during his life. From that date till the present time the only interferences with 
the natural order have been the re-elections of Sir J. Key during the Reform Bill 
agitation in 1831, the rejection of James Harmer at the poll in 1840 in consequence 
of his proprietorship of the Weekly Dispatch, and that of Thomas Wood by the 
Court in 1841, 1842, 1844 and 1845, and at the poll in 1843, owing to his transactions in 
connexion with the Talacre Coal and Iron Company, the re-election of William Cubitt in 
1861, the voluntary postponement for a year of T. Dakin in 1869, and of T. S. Owden in 
1876, and the passing over of S. C. Hadley in 1883, when R. N. Fowler was returned with 
him, two other senior Aldermen being passed over. 

In the eighteenth century there were a few cases of Aldermen attaining to the 
senior place below the Chair without serving as Sheriifs : hence they were not eligible for 
the Mayoralty. Sir Thomas Soawen, who was Aldermen of Cornhill from 1712 till his 
death in 1730, had been elected Sheriff and paid his fine instead of serving in 1704. Sir 
Joseph Hankey, Alderman of Langbourn from 1737 till his death in 1769 was also 
never Sheriff, having been rejected at the poll of the Ijivery in 1742 on account of his 
Walpolean politics, when a Jacobite, William Benn, was elected, and as Sir Henry 
Hankey, who preceded him and served as Sheriff in 1732-3, died before reaching the Chair, 
that Ward had no Lord Mayor for over 50 years, from the close of Sir P. Delm^'s Mayoralty 
in 1724 to the election of J. Sawbridge in 1775. Sir William Baker, who was Alderman of 
Bassishaw from 1739 till his death in 1770, was also never Sheriff : at the time of his death

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he was senior to all the Aldermen who had passed the Chair. G-eorge Arnold also, who was 
Alderman of Cheap from 1740 till his death in 1751, failed to reach the Mayoralty for 
the same reason. Sir Harcourt Master, Alderman of Coleman Street 1718 till his 
death in 1745, who lived to see eighteen of his juniors in the Chair, was disqualified by 
Act of Parliament from election to any public office on account of having been one of the 
Directors of the South Sea Company at the time of the celebrated ' Bubble ' (1721) .«•> 

In the early years of the Mayoralty it was rather the rule than the exception for a 
Mayor to be re-elected either continuously or after a short interval. In the 13th century 
only 30 persons filled the office : in the first 40 years of the 14th century only 16 fresh 
names were added, and between 1340 and 1424, twenty-three Mayors served for more than 
one term and two others, who had filled the Chair before the latter date, were re-elected 
afterwards. On October 13, 1424, the Common Council enacted that in consideration of 
the great and increasing expenses of the Mayoralty in comparison with former days, no 
one should be elected a second time till after the lapse of full seven years from his last 
term of office^ ; a previous ordiuauoe'of January 12, 1389, had imposed a close time of 
five years, which was now extended.^s 

On April 8, 1435, a further ordinance enacted that no one who had served twice as 
Mayor should be called on to fiU the office a third time, and added as a specific provision, 
though there had been but one case to the contrary since the abandonment of annual 
elections of Aldermen, that whosoever should be elected Mayor must be an Alderman at 
the time as well as an ex-Sheriff.^' 



On October 6, 154S, it was enacted that a Mayor who had served one whole year 
should not be eligible to that office for another whole year or be compelled ' eftsones to 
assume, exeroyse or take upon hym the said office for any other tyme or seasoun.'^^ 

The re-elections of Pilkington in 1690 and of Barnard in 1741 were in contravention 
of the words of the Acts of 1424 and 1545 and were held, when the question of Beokford's 
eligibility was raised in 1770, to have established precedents which rendered those Acts 
obsolete.

The death of a Lord Mayor while in office is of comparatively rare occurrence. 
There have been 28 such cases in the course of six centuries, with regard to which it is 
worthy of notice that two died in one week (1485) of the ' Sweating Sickness,' four 
within a little more than six years (1508 to 1514), five others within eight years 
(1589 to 1596), and five in less than thirteen years (1741 to 1753). There has been only 
one instance in the last century and a half. The following is the complete list : —

In the 13th century and early part of the 14th the date of the Mayoral election 
was the Feast of SS. Simon and Jude (October 28).™ At the meeting for election on 
that day in 1346 only ten Aldermen being present, others absenting themselves so as to 
avoid being called on to serve as Mayor, it was then and there agreed that in future the 
election should take place on the Feast of St. Edward the King (October 13) , and that the 
Mayor elect should assume office on Oct. 28. 'i On September 28, 1365, it was ordered 
that the old election day (St. Simon and St. Jude's Day) should be restored ' as of ancient 
time it was accustomed to be done'™ and in 1365 and 1367 this ordinance was observed'* 

there is no record of the annual election m 1366— but in 1368 St. Edward's Day was 

a^ain adopted''* and no further change was made till on August 1 , 1546, the annual election 
was finally fixed for Michaelmas Day (September 29).'-5 The day for assuming office was 
altered from October 28 to November 9, at the Reformation of the Calendar in 1751. On 
two occasions only, except when Michaelmas Day has fallen on a Sunday, has any 
alteration been made in the election day since 1546. In 1683 it was postponed by a 
resolution of the Common Council (September 27) till October 6, and in 1690 by the 
Statute 2 William and Mary, <j. 8 (repealing the judgments in the Quo Warranto pro- 
ceedings), it was provided (sec. 10) that in this year the election of both Mayor and 
Sheriffs should take place on May 26, those elected to hold office till the close of the 
Mayoral and Shrieval year respectively in 1691. ■'*» 



With regard to the title of ' Lord Mayor a, few words may here be said. Until 
recently the accepted tradition has been that it was implicitly or explicitly conferred by 
the ' Charter of Maces,' granted by Edward III. in 1354. It is to be regretted that this

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foolish legend, which has no higher authority than a suggestion of Maitland that ' no 
time bids so fair for it' (i.e. the conferring of the title Lord Mayor) 'as the occasion of 
this Charter of Maces being granted '™ should have received the imprimatur of the 
Corporation in the valuable Official Statement presented to the Eoyal Commission in 
1893. Upon the original assumption other writers have engrafted the additional fiction 
that the first Lord Mayor was Thomas Legge, (or as he is called in the Letter Books 
' Leggy '), which has found very general acceptance through being incorporated in popular 
works of reference, such as Dr. Brewer's Handbook of Phrase and Fable, Haydn's 
Dictionary of Dates, and Whitaker's Almanack. As has been pointed out by Dr. Sharpe" 
and repeated by myself in the earlier volume of this work,™ Leggy was not Mayor at the 
date of the Charter (June 10, 1354) : he did not succeed Adam Fraunceys till October of 
that year. That either Fraunceys or Leggy was styled 'Lord Mayor' or that the 
designation was in use during the next hundred years, there is not a scintilla of evidence 
to show, but overwhelming evidence to disprove. The whole assumption is sheer 
nonsense. Bishop Stubbs' theory that the King (Richard II.) in 1389 presented his own 
sword to the Mayor who thenceforward was known as the ' Lord Mayor "'^ is so entirely 
wanting in support, contemporary or other, that, despite the Bishop's great authority, it 
may be regarded as negligible. 

That the designation of ' Lord Mayor ' was not in general use before the second 
quarter of the 16th century is beyond question, though there are traces of its gradual 
evolution during the preceding sixty years. It does not occur in the Chronicle of 
William Gregory (himself a Chief Magistrate), which is continued after his death to the 
year 1467, and in which up to the latest year recorded ' Mayre ' appears without a prefix. 
In the Short English Chronicle (Lambeth MS. 306) which ends with 1464, there is a 
similar absence of the modern designation, the title 'Maire' (with the orthographical 
variants ' Mayr ' ' Meir ' ' Meyr ') being the only one used. 

The germ of the title is seen at a much earlier date than that of the Charter of 
Maces, for there is a record of proceedings taken, ' coram domino Maiore ' on October 12, 
1283.™'' So far as I have observed this form of expression does not occur again until 
September 14, 1440, when ' dominus Maior ' is recorded to have received letters from 
the King regarding the interference of the Sheriffs with the rights of sanctuary of the 
Church of St. Martin le Grand.™ This may be translated ' the lord the Mayor,' though 
probably it meant no more originally than ' Sir Mayor ' on the analogy of ' Sir Knight.' 
In a later minute we have an account of a meeting between the Bishop (Kemp) of 
London and the Mayor (John Norman) at St. Paul's on March 12, 1454, when the former 
is represented as addressing the latter as 'domine Maior'.™ On February 24, 1455, the 
Wardens and ' good men ' of the Mistery of Horners presented a petition to ' the honour- 
able and good lord the Mair, worshipfull soveraignes the Aldermen,' &c.8i A similarly 
worded petition is recorded in April, 1467.^'* On September 2, 1469, we have a proclama- 
tion by ' my lord the Maire ' against breaches of the peace. On October 2, 1469, another 
petition is addressed to ' the full honourable lord the Maior ' ;*2 in June, 1471, we have 
' the full honourables lords the Maire and Aldermen '^ and ' my lord the Mayor ' appears 
in a proclamation against vagabonds under date November 22, 1475.^" In two orders 
for the destruction of unlawful nets and sacks of coal of deficient capacity, which are 
undated, but from their place in the records may be assigned with certainty to the

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early months of 1486, we have 'my Lord Maire'.^* On October 10, 1504, there is a 
petition to ' the Right honourable Lord the Mayor ' and an order for the payment 
of the Swordbearer's bill for the ' ordering of my Lord Mayor's house '.*> 

[In the compilation of the foregoing details I have been enabled to verify and 
supplement my original notes by comparison with the proof-sheets of Dr. Sharpe's 
Calendar of Letter Book L, now passing through the press.] 

The question of the date of the designation was discussed in The Times in 
November and December, 1901, when Mr. St. John Hope asserted that ' down to about 
1540 ' the Chief Magistrate was invariably styled ' Mayor ', giving examples from the 
Kspertories and Journals under dates 1512, 1518, 1522, 1535, 1537, admitting however, 
(somewhat inconsistently with his use of the word ' invariably ') , that ' there are instances 
as early as 1519 ' where he is referred to as ' my lord the Mayr '. 

I have examined carefully the minutes in the Repertories recording the 
nominations of the Chief Magistrate as one of the four persons returned to the Court of 
Aldermen for selection to fill a vacancy in their number. These minutes are sometirnes 
entered in English, sometimes in Latin. There is no nomination of a ' Lord Mayor' as 
Alderman in the 15th century : the earliest is of Sir William Capel, ' M. Lorde Maire ', when 
named for Cripplegate on April 24, 1504,80 though ho is styled ' Maior ' simply when 
nominated for Bread Street on February 6 preceding,*' as is Sir B. Rede in connexion 
with the Cheap vacancy in December, 1502.88 Then we have nominations in 150S, 1506, 
1508, 1509, 1511, in all of which the Chief Magistrate is described as ' Maior ' or ' Mayre '-.^ 
then follows an isolated case of ' my lorde Maier ', applied to R. Acheley when nominated 
f or Parringdon Without on April 20, 1512.* After this we have six successive nominations, 
one in 1513, two in 1514, one in 1517, three in 1523, in which the simple ' Mayor ' is again 
used.91 On May 30, 1525, Sir W. Bayley (Queenhithe),^^ and on June 9, 1528, Sir James 
Spencer (Parringdon Within)^^ appear respectively as ' Ds. {i.e. domlnus) Maior ' and ' my 
lord mayre'. The older and simpler title is again used in 1530, 1532 and 1534,^* after 
which ' Lord Mayor ' or its Latin equivalent is the invariable rule, instances occurring on 
March 11, 1535 (Sir J. Champneys)85 ; December 13, 1535,9" January 10, 1536,97 
May 22, 1536,98 September 20, 153699 (Sir John Aleyn) ; October g™ and 21, 1539i»i 
(Sir W. Forman), May 31, 1541 (Sir W. Eoche).™ 

Sir J. Aleyn, in his Will (August 13, 1545) uses both the older and the later styles: 
he bequeaths his collar of SS. to ' the Lord Mayre of London for the tyme being . . . and 
his successors May res '.i"* 

If we extend our researches beyond official documents to contemporary chroniclers, 
we have the evidence of Wriothesley's Chronicle in which the Chief Magistrate is 
uniformly referred to as ' Maire ' or ' Mayor ' up to May 30, 1545 and ' my Lord Mayor '

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from and after June 8, 15i5. Thus the death of Sir William Bowyer, Mayor, is recorded on 
April 13, 1544, and the election of Sir Balph Warren as ' Mayor ' four days later :1m 
'Mr. William Laxton, Mayor,' is named on February 8, 1545i<« and referred to as 'the 
Mayor of London ' on May 30 foUowing.KK but as ' my lord Mayor ' on June 8,w which 
designation is accorded to Sir Martin Bowes in April and in August, 1546.™ I do not 
suggest that the title was explicitly or implicitly conferred between May 30 and June 8, 
1545 ; I am convinced that it is not definite but evolutionary in its origin, and these 
dates seem to imply that whereas the prefix had been more or less regularly adopted in 
the official minutes from about 1535, it did not come into general use in the outer world 
until some ten years later. 



By letters patent of October 26, 1444, confirmed by Charters of Edward VI. (April 23, 
1550) , and James I. (September 20, 1608), the Mayor, Recorder and all ex- Mayors who 
retained their seats in the Court of Aldermen were made Justices of the Peace for the 
City.i's On October 18, 1638, this was extended so as to include also the three senior 
Aldermen below the Chair:"" on July 28, 1692, six senior Aldermen below those three who 
had served the office of Sheriff were added,"* and finally by Charter of August 25, 1741, all 
the Aldermen were constituted Justices whether above or below the Chair. "2 

Aldermen who had passed the Chair were formerly distinguished by wearing a grey 
cloak, those below it wearing ' calaber ' cloaks."^ In January, 1642, it was ordered by the 
Court of Aldermen that Sir William Acton the Royalist Alderman who, having been passed 
over for the Chair at the preceding Mayoral election, wished to retain his seniority 
over the Alderman who had supplanted him (Sir E. Wright) should ' take his place 
and ranke within this Cittie and elsewhere when he attends upon any occasion as an 
Aldran .... next after the youngest Aldr4n of the Gray Cloakes and before any of the 
Calaber Cloakes.'"* The Aldermen were also required (November 28, 1560) to wear 
' skarlyt gownes ' when attending their parish churches on Easter Day, Christmas Day, 
and other principal Church festivals :"5 on other public occasions they were to wear 
' violett gownes ' for ' the distinction and dignitie of their place and office ' 
(November 10, 1657) ."^ 

There is a curious entry in the records to the effect that when John Derby 
(Alderman of Candlewick, Sheriff 1445-6) was discharged from his Aldermanry (October 19, 
1454), the Court passed a special resolution authorizing him to continue to wear his gown 
' not as a judge nor as an Alderman, but for the purpose of keeping him warm in severe 
weather.'"''' 

On May 23, 1704, it is recorded that Sir William Gore (who had been Lord 
Mayor in 1701-2) was fined five shillings for sitting in the Court of Common Council 
without his gown, which sum he promptly paid into the poor box."''

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We find the ballot box in early use in the Court of Aldermen. On September 19, 
1525, it was agreed that at the election of Mayors and Aldermen and ' in all other 
matters which afore this tyme have been used to be wrytten & tryed by the way of 
scrutynye ' [they] ' shall nowe from hensforth be tryed &■ used by the newe Gylte box 
brought in to this Court by Mr. Chambleyn.' This rule was, however, to be in force ' for 
this yere only' as an experiment. On December 3, 1532, a similar order was madS to 
the effect that ' in every matter of gravitie ' the box shall be brought in and the decision 
made by ' puttyng of the white pese or black.'"'* 



The two Sherifis, who are annually elected on Midsummer Day (June 24) and 
sworn on Michaelmas Eve, are not necessarily Aldermen, though not unfrequently both 
have been chosen from the Aldermauic body. At each annual election every Alderman who 
has not already served the ofifice is put in nomination at Common Hall, and generally the 
senior of these, unless he desires to be excused for that year, is one of the two elected. 
Moreover in many cases a Commoner who has been chosen Sherifi has been elected 
Alderman before assuming office or before the expiration of his year of service. 

There is a curious incident recorded with regard to the election of Sheriffs in 1324. 
John de Caustone (Alderman of Oordwainer) was elected one of the Sheriffs for the ensuing 
year, but did not appear on Michaelmas Day to be sworn, and he was accordingly promptly 
' deposed from the freedom of the City and from his Aldermanry,' and one Alan Gille 
chosen in his place. Caustone, on second thoughts, prayed to be restored ' to the estate 
he formerly held,' and promised to ' assume the burden of the Shrievalty ' ; accordingly, 
on October 29 the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty, ' having regard to the inability 
of the said Alan,' admitted Caustone ' to the estate in which he formerly was ' and he 
was duly sworn into office. "^ 

From the reign of Henry I. until the passing of the Local Government Act of 
1888 (51 and 52 Vict. i>. 41), the SberiHs of London were also Sheriffs of the County of 
Middlesex : the last to hold the double office being Aldermen Newton and Gray. The 
Charter of Henry I. (undated) granted to the citizens of London ' to hold Middlesex to 
farm for three hundred pounds,' and to ' place as Sheriff whom they will of themselves.'"' 
' London and Middlesex ' are referred to as forming one ' Sheriffwick ' in the Charters of 
John (July 5, 1199)i2o and Henry III. (February 18, 1227).i2i These latter Charters restored 
and confirmed the Sheriffwick to the citizens, of which they had been deprived during the 
reigns of Stephen, Henry II. and Richard I., who ignored the grant of Henry I. 

[In Letter Book A, fo. 85, under date September 10, 1283, 'Gerin, Sheriff of 
Middlesex,' is named in connexion with and in addition to ' Anketin de Bettevile and 
Walter le Blound, Sheriffs of London' for that year (1282-3), and in Letter Book C, 
fo. 94, under date May 20, 1308, there is a writ from the King (Edward II.) to ' the Sheriff 
of Middlesex ' (unnamed). With regard to the latter Dr. Sharpe in his Calendar (p. 161) 
says that the writ was ' presumably addressed to and the return made by the Sheriffs of 
London acting as Sheriff of Middlesex, according to custom.' The return, which is 
unsigned, is in the first person singular, and I know of no authority, nor does Dr. Sharpe 
supply me with any, for the two Sheriffs (or any other joint officials) adopting that form. 
We have, however, a third reference which lends some support to, though I cannot 
regard it as establishing satisfactorily. Dr. Sharpe's assumption, and at the same time 
suggests a probable explanation of the case of Gerin, for which Dr. Sharpe has not pro- 
pounded any solution. In Letter Book E, fo. 137, ' Hamo de Chigwell, the Mayor, and 
good folk of the City of London ' are recorded to have sent a letter to King Edward II.

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under date March 12, 1322, in which in reply to a royal writ addressed to ' the Sheriff of 
Middlesex,' tUey inform him that ' the said County is joined to the City of London, and 
the Sheriffs of the said City are Sheriff of the said County,' and they add that ' William 
de Norwiz, their deputy in the said County,' had gone to Wales in the King's service. 
Is it not at least a plausihle suggestion that Gerin acted, like William de Norwiz, as 
deputy to the Sheriffs of London in the County of Middlesex ? And may not the writer of 
the unsigned return to the writ addressed to the anonymous Sheriff of Middlesex in 1308 
also have been in a similar position ? The return in question states that the tenement 
with which the writ was concerned ' is not in my bailiwick, but is within the precincts of 
the liberty of the City of London, wherefore I cannot proceed to the execution of this 
writ.' It seems to me, notwithstanding my respect for Dr. Sharpe's opinion on such a 
matter, quite impossible that the Sheriffs of the City would have expressed themselves 
in that way, and I can only suppose that they had given their deputy full authority to 
act within the ' bailiwick ' of Middlesex which was recognised by the King and Courts 
of Law, but that his deputed commission gave him no authority in the City. (We have a 
somewhat parallel case in the administration of the Ward of Portsoken by Thomas 
de Wymbourne, during the Prlorateof Eustace, the ex-officio Alderman. See ante, vol. I., 
pp. 365, note A, 373).] 

The election day in the 13th century appears to have been the Monday before 
Michaelmas : 122 in 1302, 1303, and from 1306 to 1313, Michaelmas Eve, '23 and in 1304 and 
1305, the Feast of St. Matthew (Sept. 21). 12* On Michaelmas Eve, 1313, it was ordained 
that in future the election should be on St. Matthew's Day : 125 this rule was observed in 
1314, and in 1315 (the Feast falling on a Sunday) the election was held on the eve of 
St. Matthew i'^ from 1816 to 1320 there was a return to Michaelmas Eve : 127 from 1325 
the Feast of St. Matthew appears to have become fixed, though there are few records of 
the day of election before 1368, from which time they are practically coutinuous.'^s On 
August 31, 1527, the date was altered to September 2: 129 on August 29, 1538, it was put 
back to Lammas Day or The Feast of St. Peter ad Viucula (August l),i3o and finally 
by an ordinance of Ooinm.on Council on May 27, 1585, Midsummer Day was fixed 
for all future annual elections to the Shrievalty,!^! since which there has been no 
permanent alteration of the rule. In 1683 by a resolution of the Common Council on 
July 17, the election of Sheiriffs for that year was postponed till September 5 : during the 
Suspension of the Charter (1683-1688) the Sheriffs were not chosen by popular election, 
but nominated by the King, and as already stated '^la the election for the Shrieval year 
1690-1 took place on May 26, 1690, in accordance with the provisions of Act. 2, Will. 
and Mary, 0. 8. 

From the earliest years of which we have records, it is clear that the Sheriffs 
were chosen by the same electors as the Mayor, the constituency of each being 
described in practically the same terms. Thus in 1278, 1279, 1280, 1282, the electorate 
consisted of ' the Mayor, Aldermen, and reputable men of the city,' '^2 in 1283, ' the Mayor, 
Aldermen and Citizens,' i^s in 1290, 1291, 1293, ' the Commonalty of the City,' "4 which 
forms of expression probably denote the same persons. In 1292 only the Mayor and 
Aldermen are named as electors, the omission of any mention of the citizens or 
Commonalty being probably a mere clerical error.i^s In 1301 the election is said to have 
been made by the Mayor and Aldermen ' in the presence of twelve men from each Ward 
summoned to receive the Sheriffs ;' '^ in 1303 ' for electing and receiving ' is substituted 
for 'to receive;'!^'' in 1304 'twelve good and lawful men' are summoned from each 
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Ward.™ The electors are not recorded in the years immediately following : from 1309 
to 13 16 the formula is ' the commonalty ; ' or ' the good men of the commonalty :' ^^ from 
1317 to 1320 we have ' the whole commonalty.' "» After this the records cease to specify 
the electors until 1347, when for the first time we have one Sheriff (Alderman Brabazon) 
elected by the Mayor, and the other by the Commonalty M^ There is no evidence to show 
whether this custom, which apparently was observed unbroken for nearly three 
centuries, was an innovation in 1347 or had originated at some intermediate date 
since. 1320. 

In the list of Mayors and Sheriffs appended to Letter Book F and continued by a 
later hand to 1348, there is a note that in 18 Henry VIII. (1526), S. Pecooke, the Sheriff 
elected by the Mayor,- ' had the pre-eminence afore ' his colleague, N. Lamberd, notwith- 
standing the latter's seniority of standing as an Alderman.^''^ 

I need not here repeat the changes introduced in 1345, 1467 and 1475, in the 
constituency by which Mayors and Sheriffs were elected, as they have already been 
noticed in dealing with the Mayoral elections."' 

The right of the Mayor to nominate one Sheriff was exercised unchallenged till 
1640. (Dr. Sharpe is in error in saying"^ that ' neither in 1639 nor in the following year 
was the prerogative exercised,' for in the former year John Langham was nominated 
Sheriff by the Mayor, Sir M. Abbot). "^ A custom had grown up of the Lord Mayor's 
nomination being indicated by drinking to the person thus designated at a public 
banquet before the election day. The first known instance of thus nominating by 
propination is that of Alderman Thomas Massam, to whom the Lord Mayor (Sir T. 
iJlanke) drank as ' Sheriff of London and Middlesex from Michaelmas next coming for 
one whole year,' at a feast in Haberdasher's Hall in July, 1583.1^" Noorthouck misdates 
this feast 1585, and gives Sir E. Osborne as the Lord Mayor, but we know from the records 
that Massam served for the year 1583-84,^^' and that Blanke (who was a Haberdasher) 
was then Lord Mayor, Osborne succeeding him and occupying the chair during the 
greater part of Massam's shrieval year, but not when he was nominated. 

At the election of 1640 neither of the Sheriffs chosen on Midsummer Day appears 
to have been nominated by the Lord Mayor,i^^ but from 1641 to 1651 the Mayor 
exercised his prerogative,"^ and, though it was ohalleziged, his nominee was 
elected, a protest being regularly entered against such confirmation being taken as an 
admission of the right claimed. The custom seems again to have fallen into abeyance from 
1652 to 1660 or 1661, but was revived in 1662,'5i> and continued till the suspension of the 
Charter in 1683, though in 1681 there was great opposition on the part of the Whig majority 
of the liverymen to the acceptance of Dudley North, whom Sir John Moore, the Tory 
Lord Mayor, had named, and whom he succeeded in seating in spite of the refusal of the 
commonalty to confirm the nomination. I'l After the restoration of the Charter in 1688 
Sir T. Pilkington, Lord Mayor, drank to Sir W. Ashhurst in 1691, but although Ashhurst 
was elected, his nomination was not confirmed as a matter of course : he was returned 
after a contest, at the head of the poll. An Act of Common Council, passed on June 6, 
1683, declaring the right of the Lord Mayor's nominee to confirmation at Common 
Hall,i«2 was still in force technically, though ignored until repealed by another Act on 
June 15, 1694, which declared the custom to be ' contrary to reason. '^^s Subsequent Acts 
passed on October 22, 1703, April 7, 1748 and May 2, 1878, gave the Lord Mayor 
the right of nominating candidates whose names should be submitted to the livery for 
acceptance or rejection on the election day ■.''■^ the number so nominated, which under 
the Act of 1748 might be nine, was limited to three by that of 1878.

Inteodtjotion. xxx\ 

It is worthy of notice, though so far as I have observed the fact has been passed 
over by other writers, that the Mayor seems never to have claimed, during the period 
when his right to nominate one Sheriff was unchallenged, to exercise that right more 
than once in each year. When his nominee either declined oface and paid the fine for 
not serving, or, having accepted it, died before the expiration of his year of service, there 
is no recorded instance of any Mayor proposing to nominate a successor. Hence the 
election of the Whig Sheriffs, Cornish and Bethel, in 1680, must not (as Dr. Sharpe's 
account might seem to suggest)i55 be regarded as a successful vindication of the claim of 
the liverymen to override the custom, inasmuch as George Hookenhall, grocer, whom the 
Lord Mayor, Sir Eobert Clayton —himself one of the Whig leaders — had nominated by 
drinking to him, had declined to serve and incurred the fine,i56 and so the right claimed 
for the Chief Magistrate would appear to have been exercised and exhausted for that year. 
It is true that an Act of August 1, 1582, provided that if the Lord Mayor's nominee should 
refuse to take office or die between nomination and the election day, the Lord Mayor might 
nominate another,i''6i» but this does not cover the case of such refusal declared as in this 
case on the election day, or of death after the election. 



In many years much difficulty was experienced in finding persons willing to accept 
the Shrievalty. In 1526 four persons suoessively declined the office, and it was not till 
October 1 that the second Sheriff was secured :157 this doubtless led to the alteration 
of the date of election for the following year, so as to admit of a longer interval in which 
to find a substitute in case of refusals. In 1580 seven persons were elected who 
successively refused to serve ;i57a jn 1591, thirteen ;™ in 1613, twelve ;159 in 1614, eleven i^o 
in 1639, as many as thirty-two ;i^i in 1651, twenty-seven, including thirteen who were 
elected Aldermen on the same days on which they were chosen Sheriffs, and twelve who 
on the day of election were already members of the aldermanic body.i^^ j^ 1666, 
fourteen;i«3 in 1667, eleven ;!«* in 1673, seventeen ;i65 in 1674, twelve ii^" in 1679, fourteen ;16' 
in 1694, fifteen ;i6« in 1698, oleven;i69 in 1777, ten;™ in 1815, fifteen "i were similarly 
chosen but refused to accept office, the city's coffers in those years reaping a rich 
harvest of fines. Besides these, many of those put in nomination by the Lord Mayor 
in the eighteenth century either ' swore off ' as not possessing the amount of property 
below which they were not compellable to serve, or paid the fine before the election day. 
Am-ongst those thus nominated and fined for refusal were some Nonconformists, who, if the 
provisions of the Corporation Act were strictly enforced, were not legally eligible, unless 
(like Sir H. Edwin and other distinguished civic dissenters before them) they were 
willing to suppress for a time their conscientious scruples and take the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper according to the rites of the Established Church, and in the language of 
Cowper, make 

' The symbol of atoning grace 
An office key, a pick-lock to a place. '"^ 

At last a sturdy Dissenter, one Allen Evans, merchant taylor, who was elected 
Sheriff in 1754, resolutely declined (like the Earls in Edward I.'s reign who refused either 
' to go or hang ') either to accept the office or to pay the fine. He was at last proceeded 
against by the Chamberlain in the name of the Corporation for recovery of the fine 
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impoised : a strong court of four judges"2a decided in his favour in 1762, but the case was 
carried on appeal to the Hoase of Lords and the decision of the Court below afarmed 
(February 4, 1767), the judgment being delivered 'in a speech of classic eloquence' by 
Lord Mansfield. A good deal of cheap indignation has been showered on the memory of 
the Corporation of that day by later writers. It is, of course, true that the whole system 
of the Test and Corporation Acts was utterly indefensible according to modern notions ; it 
is equally true that the judgment of Lord Mansfield and the House of Lords that 
Nonconformists were not, while these Acts were in force, legally compellable to serve, was 
in accordance with common sense no less than with law, and one can only wonder that the 
question was fought out by the Corporation. On the other hand it must be remembered 
that the Corporation Act was at this time practically a dead letter, annual Indemnity Acts 
being passed to relieve from penalties those who had not complied with its provisions, 
and during the century preceding its repeal many Dissenters in London and in provincial 
cities and boroughs filled corporate of&ces with distinction to themselves and to' the 
advantage of their respective communities, and Mr. Evans, as well as other wealthy 
Nonconformist citizens who paid their fines, (which, of course, were very much less in 
amount than the ordinary expenses of a Sherifi), might have accepted office, had they been 
so disposed, in spite of the Corporation Act without appreciable risk of incurring any 
penalty ;"2i) hence it is at least open to the historical student, whose business is to weigh 
the facts rather- than to accept without examination a plausible but flimsy theory, to doubt 
whether the objection on the part of some Dissenters to accept civic responsibilities 
proceeded rather from regard for keen conscientious scruples than from contemplation of 
the efieot which a year of office as Sherifi might have upon the balance in their bankers' 
books. 

It is sometimes said that the Mansion House was built with money derived from 
fines imposed by a tyrannical Corporation upon persecuted Nonconformists. It is true 
that for some years fines for non-acceptance of office were devoted to that object, but it is 
a simple travesty of fact to assume that the persons fined were all Nonconformists. 



In 1418 when John Bryan, one of the Sheriffs, died during his Shrievalty as the 
result of a very singular accident,"' the Lords of the Council summoned the Mayor, 
Aldermen and ' more principal commoners ' to appear before them on October 11 to show 
that they had power to elect a Sherifi to fill a chance vacancy. (The right of the citizens 
to choose at the annual election on St. Matthew's Day was not challenged.) Accordingly 
they appeared before the Council in 'le sterred ohaumbre,' the Lord Chancellor and the 
Chief Justices of the King's Bench and of the Common Pleas being among the Privy 
Councillors present, and by reference to their charters and to the precedent of 1312, when 
they elected a new Sheriff to fill a death vacancy,"* they established their right and were 
graciously permitted to ' continue to enjoy the same liberty.' "* 



Among the Letters and Papers of Henry VIII. (vol. 8, p. 78) there has been 
preserved a curious and interesting document, bearing date February 14, 1535, in the 
form of a petition to the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council of the City for 
diminution of the expenses of the Sbrievalty. The petition bears 19 signatures, the first 
three names being those of Kichard Reynolds (Sheriff 1532-3), John Prest (Sheriff 1538), 
Robert Trappys (Alderman 1534) : others who signed were Robert Pakyngton (M.P. for 
the City 1534-6), John Rychemond (elected Alderman and Sheriff later), John Payrey 
(who served as Sheriff later), John Sturgeon (afterwards Chamberlain). It sets forth that 
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' oE late years divers alderman and oommonerg have been reduced to extreme poverty after 
exercising the offices of sheriff and mayor, or even one of them,' and instances ■ Sir 
Lawrence Aylmer™ and Master Roger Acheley,"' Mayors, and Masters Danyell,"8 
Bronde,™ Doget.i*) Nyues.iei Isaaoke,i82 Coote,!** Holderness,™ Keme.ies Worleyise and 
Cauatoa,i87 Sheriffs ' : that ■ divers citizens elected as aldermen and sheriffs have discharged 
themselves of the office on oath by which they have b39n supposed to incur the guilt of 
perjury,' and that others, ' as of aldermen, Masters Inglisshe.i^e Dakers.ieo Symondsi^" and 
Hardyi9i and of commoners. Masters "Tayllor.isa withypoll,™ Traps, i^'' 'Callarde, Hyndei^s 
and Rowlett,i!'i5 who are still alive ; besides, among deceased persons, Aldermen Tyndley.is? 
Welbecke,i98 Pabyan,is>3 Twesylton,2i» *Browne (Haberdasher)20i and Nic. Jenyns^fs and 
Masters Will. Lambard,™ 'Acton and Nychells^oa have made suit to be discharged of these 
offices by patent or letters missive or by payment of fines.' The prayer of the petition was 
that in future the Mayors and Sheriffs should ' keep one house and household, at an 
expense of not less than £1,600 per auu. over and above the charges of their feast on the 
day following SS. Simon and Jude, of which, as heretofore, the Mayor shall sustain one 
half and the two Sheriffs the other.' (It had been ordered by the Oourt of Aldermen on 
October 15, 1521, that the expenses of the annual Mayor's feast should be paid jointly by 
the Mayor and the two Sheriffs.)™' 

Although during three centuries one Sheriff was named by the Mayor and one was 
elected by the Commonalty or by the Liverymen, it was by no means the case that the 
Mayor necessarily named an Alderman, or that the popularly elected Sheriff was always 
a Commoner. Very frequently Aldermen were chosen by both : less often the election 
fell on two Commoners. In the years 1369, 1390 and 1400,206 in 25 years of the 15th 
century and in 1510 and 15342'" the Mayor nominated a Commoner and the Commoners 
elected an Alderman. On July 20, 1631, it was ordained that the Lord Mayor should 
not elect a Commoner so long as there was an Alderman eligible. 207a This rule was 
acted on thereafter so long as the custom of election by the Lord Mayor was retained, 
but in several years, all the existing Aldermen having served as Sheriffs, the election of 
two Commoners became necessary. Many of the Sheriffs who were elected as Commoners 
became Aldermen during their terms of office or after their expiration. A list of those 
Sheriffs who were elected Aldermen either during their Shrievalties or between the 
date of election and that of entering upon office is given later (see Appendix II. pp. Ixii., 
Ixiii.). 

Of the 55 persons who served the office of Sheriff between the accession of 
Edward I. and the close of the IBfch century only 17 are not found in the register of 
Aldermen before or after their Shrieval years. Most of the heriffs of the 14th century 
who were not already Aldermen subsequently secured election, and between 1371 and 1 407 
there is an unbroken series of 74 Sheriffs who all attained Aldermanic rank. Prom 
1408 to 1480, 117 out of a total of 148, and from 1481 to 1552, 103 out of 153, were present 
or future members of the Court of Aldermen.

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From 1552 to 1679 the series of 26i Sherifis contains no name which does not 
also appear as an Alderman, and except in 1680 the line is unbroken up to 1693. From 
that date to the present time there has been a larger proportion of ex-Sheriffs who either 
did not seek or were unsuccessful in their candidatures for admission to the Court 
of Aldermen ; there were six such cases out of a total of 13 in the remaining years 
of the 17th ceutury : in the next 100 years there were 160 actual or future Aldermen out 
of 205 ; in the 19th century as many as 83 out of a total of 202 did not ' go- up higher.' 
Of the 24 Sheriffs elected thus far in the 20th century, 11 were Aldermen at the date of 
election and seven (Sirs H. B. Marshall, G. J", Woodman, T. V. Bowater, W. H. Dunn, 
C. C. Wakefield and J. J. Baddeley) have since been chosen to fill vacancies in the 
Court, 

Since the reversion to direct election of Aldermen by the Wards in 1714, the 
following Sherifis have been unsuccessful candidates for Aldermanries during their 
terms of office : —

We have already seen that in 1397 provision was made that in addition to being 
' reputable and discreet ' and fit in character (' moribus ') to sustain the position of 
Alderman, candidates should be fit also in respect of worldly goods. This was made 
more definite in July, 1469,2™ when it was enacted that an Alderman must be possessed of 
at least £1,000 in goods and ' sperate '2™ debts. Landed property not being specifically 
mentioned, some substantial citizens evaded liability to serve by investing a considerable 
portion of their wealth in land , so that their personal property might be represented as 
below the limit. In order to circumvent this method of escape from civic responsibilities, 
it was further ordained on June 20, 1525, that an Alderman's qualification should be 
2,000 marks in ' goods, cataUs, debts sperate and lands or tenements to his use bought and 
purchased to be solde.'^i" On August 9, 1710, the sum was raised to £15,000, and the fine l 
for refusal to serve, which had previously varied at the discretion of the Court of Aldermen, 
was fixed at £500.^1' On April 17, 1812, the pecuniary qualification was further increased to 
£30,000.212 

At one time, especially in the 17th century, the fines for non-acceptance of, or 
discharge from, the position of Alderman formed a by no means negligible item of 
Corporation finance. In the earlier times almost the only discharges with fines recorded 
are those of Aldermen who had served the office for some considerable time and become 
more or less incapacitated, or at least indisposed, to continue to perform the duties of 
the office through age, deafness or other infirmities of the flesh. During the first quarter 
of the 16th century we find persons elected and declining to serve as Aldermen, and 
instances continued to occur occasionally till the end of the Tudor period, but with 
greater frequency after 1590. The recusants were, unless excused on the ground of 
insufficiency of estate, required to take the oath and be admitted as Aldermen before 
being 'discharged' — ^the technical term still in use in its literal signification of being 
'relieved of the charge.' Hence we often find in the records cases of Aldermen being 
discharged within a few days after, or on the very day of, their admissions. 

Throughout James I.'s reign these immediate discharges occurred with increasing 
frequency : thus in 1604 three Aldermen of Vintry were elected and fined in the months 
of February and May ;2i* in 1605 there were three similar cases in Farringdon Without r^i^ 
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in 1607 seven elections for Aldgate.^is in 1611 seven for Bread Street,^'"' in 1612 six for 
Cordwainer,2" in 1621 there were five returns for Tower^'s in June and four within seven 
weeks for Parringdon Within,^!^ while in 1622 there were as many as 17 new Aldermen 
elected, all but one of whom were returned for the three Wards of Aldgate, Oordwainer, 
and Bishopsgate.220 The three following years were only slightly less prolific of ' transient 
phantoms ' in the Court of Aldermen, but from 1629 to the last mouth of 1640 the 
coffers of the City Chamberlains were not materially replenished by fines paid on 
discharge. Between November, 1640, and May, 1641, there were six successive elections 
for Castle Baynard,^^! but it was not till 1648 that the discharges again became numerous. 
Throughout the Commonwealth period the City's cash was constantly being augmented 
by fines. During the eleven years from the abolition of the monarchy to the Restoration 
the total number of Aldermen elected (not including translations) was no less than 288,^^ 
an average of about one each fortnight, but in the year 1651 there were as many as 76, 
more than a quarter of the whole, 24 being chosen in the month of August alone and 32 
in September.^^ Billingsgate contributed 17 and Walbrook 16 Aldermen to the list in 
1651, whose fines amounted to £8,000 and £5,600 respectively,^^ and as these were less 
than half the total it is evident that, allowing for the reductions occasionally made in 
the amount imposed, the fines which varied from £200 to £800 must have made up in 
the aggregate a very considerable sum. In 1657 the Ward of Gripplegate by itself yielded 
a crop of nine elected Aldermen, the total of whose fines was £.3,740.^25 

In December, 1656, an Act of Common Council provided that in future in addition 
to the ordinary fine discharged Aldermen should pay 20 marks each for the benefit of the 
preachers in prisons.'^'is (In the minutes of such fines imposed after this date, this item 
sometimes appears as 20 marks and often as W li = librae [i.e. £20]). The unwilling- 
ness of citizens at this period to serve as Aldermen was caused undoubtedly by the 
unsettled state of political affairs, and it may have been due to want of confidence in 
the stability of the new regime after the Restoration that the difficulty of securing 
successors to Aldermanic vacancies was hardly less pronounced. The year 1661 witnessed 
the election of 36 new Aldermen, of whom only four were permanent.^^T Bread Street 
contributed eight of these, whose fines, though three of them escaped being mulcted, 
amounted to over £2,600, and Broad Street a like number, whose aggregate fines reached 
over £8,400.^'^ Between December, 1662, and November, 1663, there were 18 
elections,229 of which 12 were in the Ward of Bridge Without, with £3,200 in fines -.^^ 
in 1664 the elections of new Aldermen numbered 23, but in 1665 there were only two, 
followed by 19 in 1666, 32 in 1667, 31 in 1668, and 26 in 1670.231 Of the 63 new Aldermen 
elected in 1667 and 1668, Vintry contributed 11 with over £3,000 in fines,2S2 Bread Street 
10 with £3,980 in fines,^^^ and the two Farringdon Wards seven each with over £2,500 
and £3,000 respectively .^si After 1670 the discharges on election were very few except in 
1687 (during the suspension of the Charter),235 when James II. found it very difficult to 
get men willing to accept the office on the terms on which alone it was possible to hold it. 

In 1710 three persons, successively elected Aldermen of Portsoken by the Whig 
majority of the Court in order to keep out the Jacobite, John Cass (whom they accepted 
in 1711 on a fourth return), were discharged without fine, having sworn that they did not 
possess the requisite amount of property. Since 1689 there have been only three cases of 
an elected Alderman refusing to serve and so incurring the fine, viz., those of J. 
Heywood (1746), Sir P. Warren (1752), J. Martin (1772). In the last of these, the fine 
was not imposed. 
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Introduction. xli. 

Some instances of royal and ministerial interference with the ordinary course of 
election in the City may be noticed. I do not propose to go through in detail the various 
occasions on which the King ' took the City into his own hands,' displacing the Mayor 
and appointing a oustos or warden of his own nomination to act as chief magistrate. 
Henry III., who had more than once before suspended the normal government of the 
City on frivolous pretences, kept it in the hands of a royal warden for nearly five years, 
as a punishment for its sympathies with Montfort, after the overthrow of the Baronial 
leader at Svesham (October, 1265, to July, 1270).™ The most prolonged interval of 
suspension was, however, in the reign of Edward I., who placed the City under the rule 
of a warden from June, 1285 to April, 1298,''S6a in consequence of the Mayor, Gregory 
de Eokesle, having declined to obey the summons to attend the King's justiciars at 
the Tower, which was outside the limits of the City's jurisdiction, in his ofScial capacity. 
The latest instance of the exercise of this power was by Richard II. in 1392, when the 
Mayoralty was only kept in abeyance for less than four months (June-September). 
(The suspension of the Charter from 1683 to 1688 was not a similar case : it was 
based on corporate acts of the whole body of citizens and not, as in the earlier times, 
on individual offences, and moreover, the Mayoralty was retained.) In April, 1823, 
Edward II. summarily removed Hamo de Chigwell from the Mayoralty and appointed 
to succeed him Nicholas de Parndone.^sr'i' whom he had deprived of a previous Mayoralty 
in February, 1321 (at the time of the celebrated Iter of that year), when he temporarily 
took the City into his hands. (Chigwell had been elected Mayor in May, 1321, on the 
restoration of the City's franchises, and had held the office continuously since.)^' 
In the following November (1323) Edward again turned out Parndone and restored 
ChigweU by his own authority without election.^sB In the reign of Edward III. Adam 
de Bury was removed by the King's order in January, 1366,^'' and again in his last year 
(March, 1377), that monarch, acting under the influence of his son, John of Gaunt, 
deposed Adam Stable from the Mayoralty, but permitted the Sheriffs and Commonalty 
to choose his successor in due course .2*° 

In October, 1382, Eichard II. intimated that, while he had no intention of inter- 
fering with the free election of a Mayor by the citizens, it would be agreeable to him if 
they re-elected John de Northampton, and at the same time wrote a letter to that 
turbulent and pragmatical personage praying him to accept the office for a second year 
if it were offered to him, with which suggestion, though he attributed his assent to his 
' reverence for the King ' and ' the instant request of the Alderman, Sheriffs and 
Commonalty,' we may be sure that he complied very willingly .^^i (18 Aldermen, 
including himself, were present at his re-election, the two ex-Mayors, Brembre and 
Walworth, with two other Fishmonger Aldermen, Neuport and Brian, being significantly 
absent.) In June, 1397, Eichard II. nominated Eichard ' Whityngtone ' Mayor by 
letters-patent on the death of Adam Bamme : in the following October he was re-elected 
in the ordinary way by the Aldermen and Commonalty.2^2 

In 1448 Philip Malpas was chosen Alderman of Lime Street in response to the 
recommendation of Henry VI., with the proviso that this was 'to be in no wise held as an 
example to expel the Mayor and Aldermen from liberty to elect.'^" In 1506 Eobert 
Johnson, Alderman of Cheap, who had been elected Sheriff, was discharged a few days 
after his election at the command of Henry VII., and William Pitzwilliam was 
substituted for him.^^^ 

In Henry VIII. 's reign the Court intervened on several occasions in order to 
obtain exemption from election as Alderman, or discharge after election, of particular 
individuals. Thus Cardinal Wolsey sent to the Mayor desiring him to remove Eobert 
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Amadag, who had been chosen Alderman of Farringdon Without in March, 1523, as 
being ' the King's servant.' A committee was appointed to confer with the Cardinal on 
the matter ; the latter, however, carried his point, and Amadas was discharged.*^' Six 
years later Amadas accepted office as Alderman of Broad Street,*^^ but his personal 
attendance was dispensed with for the year ' if he shall continue in the King's business.' 

Ill June, 1534, the King sent letters asking for the discharge of Balph Symonds, 
Alderman of Castle Baynard, and the Common Serjeant was deputed to ' know Mr. 
Cromwell's mind in the matter': the discharge promptly followed, Symonds, however, 
consenting to give £150 'to the use of the Commonalty.'*" Two years later (1536) 
Ealph Aleyn, who had been elected Alderman of Aldersgate, was discharged ' on the con- 
templation of the King's letters. '^''^ Aleyn was elected for Billingsgate later in the same 
year, and again discharged in consequence of letters of the King and Lord Cromwell 
requesting his exemption from service.*'" He subsequently was Alderman of Queenhithe 
for eight years, holding office till his death, and served the office of SheriiJ in 1545-6. In 
1537 Bichard Gresham was elected Lord Mayor at the King's command over the heads 
of twelve seniors who had not passed the cbair.*so In August, 1542, Thomas Blanke was 
discharged from his Aldermanry (Bisbopsgate) at the request of the King's brother-in-law, 
the Earl of Hertford.^^oa. In the following October Sir William Denham, who had been 
for 11 years Alderman of Coleman Street, obtained his discharge at the King's request, 
but, as was the case with Blanke, not without a fine.^^oi) In 1564 Queen Elizabeth 
wrote to beg for the discharge of Edward Gilbert, Alderman of Aldersgate ; her letter was 
read July 27, but he did not obtain his discharge till November 16 following.*** On 
April 15, 1567, a letter was read from Secretary Cecil asking for the discharge 'for the 
present ' of Philip Gunter from liability to election as Sheriff, and he was discharged 
accordingly : a similar request from the Earl of Leicester as well as from Cecil was 
preferred in October, 1569, after Guuter's election to the Aldermanry of Portsoken, and 
he was again discharged, but with a fine of J34O0.*™'' In 1596 Queen Elizabeth made known 
to the Aldermen her wish, which was complied with, that Sir Henry Billingsley, the 
senior Alderman below the chair, should not be elected Lord Mayor for the ensuing 
year. Accordingly Thomas Skinner, the next in order below him, was elected, but he 
died two months after entering on office, and Billingsley was then chosen. The Court of 
Aldermen had protested against the Queen's interference with their 'ancient coustoom' 
of electing of ' him who is next in succession ' ; and endeavoured through the intervention 
of the Lord Treasurer (Burleigh) and the Lord Keeper (Egerton) to induce the Queen to 
allow the ordinary course to be followed, but the imperious monarch was 'greatly 
offended that shee should bee farther importuned hearabout.'*»i 

Jarnes I. also more than once intervened. A few months after his accession (June, 
1603) he directed the Lord Mayor and Aldermen to release Thomas Myddelton from 
Newgate, (to which prison he had been committed for refusing to serve as Alderman of 
Queenhithe), on the ground that he was ' employed in an important service for the State.' 
The Court declined to be coerced and replied that in committing him they were observing 
their oaths and the customs of the City.*** Myddelton then consented to serve, was 
elected Sheriff the same year and afterwards became Lord Mayor. 

The same monarch also in the same year made an inefiectual attempt to get 
exemption from serving as Alderman for Sir Thomas Hayes, who became Myddelton's 
immediate successor both as Sherifi and Lord Mayor.**^ 

In 1611, when Sir Baptist Hicks was chosen Alderman of Bread Street, James 
approached the Court of Aldermen through one of the Gentlemen of his Bedchamber, 
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Roger Aston, with a request for his discharge. The Court replied that they had already 
on a previous occasion, at the King's wish, forborne to elect him, hut now the Ward 
'having a special liking of him,' they were desirous of having him as an Alderman. 
Aston in his letter said that the King ' had not moved them for any in that kind heretofore 
and did not intend to do so again ' thereby displaying as regards the first of those 
statements either considerable ignorance of the facts or an inadequate regard for veracity. 
The King then sent Sir Thomas Lake in person to the Court,^^! and at last the worthy 
knighb, a sUkmercer by trade, who is said to have violated the canons of early 
seventeenth century propriety by continuing to keep a shop after elevation to that 
dignity, was discharged.^^ 

In April, 1626, the Lord Keeper Coventry begged the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
to discharge Francis Pember, recently elected Alderman of Castle Baynard, and so 
liable to serve as Sherifl, he having been Sheriff of Herefordshire in the preceding year, 
or to moderate his fine. He was accordingly discharged with a fine of £200.^^ In 
October, 1626, the King (Charles I.) sent a letter requesting exemption for Robert Myldmay, 
who had been elected Alderman of Vintry, on the ground of his being ' entirely settled in 
the country,' and if that could not be granted that his fine might be so moderated that it 
might appear that the King's request had not been fruitless. The Court, however, 
imposed a, fine of £500, his predecessor having got off with £300.^'' In February, 
1627, Francis Fuller was discharged from the Aldermanry of Queenhithe in accordance 
vrith letters from -the Lord Treasurer and the Chancellor of the Exchequer (the Earl of 
Marlborough and Sir Richard Weston) .^^'^ During the suspension of the Charter from 
1683 to 1688 the Kings Charles II. and James II. appointed to vacancies in the Court of 
Aldermen, accepting in several cases recommendations from that body. In 1687 James 
turned out ten Aldermen in six days, all of whom were strongly attached to the 
Established Church and opposed to the suspension of the Test and Corporation Acts, and 
filled their places mainly with Whigs and Nonconformists.^^ 

There has been no overt interference with the course of civic elections on the part 
of the Crown or its ministers since the Revolution, but George III., as is shown in his 
correspondence with Lord North, watched the Mayoral and Shrieval contests with keen 
interest and used such infiuenoe as he was able, directly or indirectly, to exert on behalf 
of candidates who favoured his policy. 



In the first volume of this work^^ I have dealt at length with the knighthoods, actual 
and mythical, which have been attributed to the Mayors and other Aldermen. It is, I 
suppose, as dif&cult to kill ' Sir Richard Whittington ' as the less inaccurate ' Lord Bacon ' 
or ' Lord Coke.' Bacon was, at any rate, a peer though his title is invariably mis- 
quoted, but Coke certainly was not, and Whittington's knighthood is at least as 
legendary as (perhaps more so than) his far-famed cat. It is, however, satisfactory 
to find that the writer of the article on Whittington in the Dictionary [of 
National Biography has not fallen into the popular error, though a oollaborateur 
in that monumental (but far from accurate) publication has been less cautious 
in weighing the- evidence for the knighthood of Isaac Penington and his brother 
Aldermen by Speaker Lenthal, a myth of which I have endeavoured to demonstrate the 
falsity, though I had unfortunately not had my doubts concerning it aroused until after 
the earlier pages of volume I. had been printed.^™ It is not necessary here to enter into 
the details as regards individuals ; I will content myself with summarising the results 
which are deducible from existing evidence ; these show that Aldermanic knighthoods 
were scarce, indeed almost non-existent, until the reign of Edward IV., and comparatively 
few, though Jess infrequent, during the following sixty years. For more than two 
centuries after 1519, the Chief Magistrate was almost invariably knighted or in some 
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cases (in the latter portion of the period) created a baronet, and in James I.'s reign 
almost all the permanent Aldermen were knights. After the early years of George II. 
civic knighthoods and baronetcies were less lavishly bestowed for another 130 years, 
when they again became more general. 

The following table shows the number of knights and baronets in the Court at 
various periods. (The order of baronet was not instituted till 1611.)

It is interesting to note one or two cases in which men of eminence, actual 
or prospective, were included in the four whose names were returned to the Court of 
Aldermen for selection of one to fill a vacancy in that body, but were not chosen 
either on those or any subsequent occasions. 

' Thomas Mores [sic] , mercer,' in whom we may recognize the author of Utopia, 
was returned for Farringdon Without in July, 1508, along with Alderman and Sheriff 
Nynos, T. Kneseworth and J. Warner. ^^ The Sheriff was translated from Bishopsgate, and 
the other two found seats within the next three months, but More was not again nominated. 

Thomas Gresham, mercer, who afterwards founded the Koyal Exchange, was 
nominated for Dowgate in November, 1556, when again one of the Sheriffs was preferred, 
viz. . William Harper, whose educational benefactions to Bedford have perpetuated his 
name and who on this occasion was translated from Bridge Without to the vacant Ward.^c^ 

In February, 1612, Sir James Lancaster, skinner, one of the founders of the 
East India Company and commander of its first fleet, was named for Cordwainer, but 
the election fell on Edward Barnes.^^s 

In October, 161.S, Sir Lionel Oranfield, mercer, was named for Farringdon Without. 
He at that time held the office of Surveyor-General of the Customs, but in the course of 
a few years became James I.'s chief minister, Lord High Treasurer and Earl of 
Middlesex, and arrived also at the dignity of impeachment by the House of Commons in 
the first parliament which for over 160 years had had recourse to that method of procedure 
against obnoxious politicians. On this occasion two Aldermen and Mr. Sheriff Jeye were 
nominated for the vacant Aldermanry with Cranfield, and the election fell on the 
Sheriff.^s' In July, 1615, Cranfield was again proposed, this time for Bridge Ward, but 
the Sherifi-eleot, William Gore, was ohosen.^ss Between these two nominations for 
Aldermanio vacancies Cranfield had been twice elected Sheriff, on July 11, 1614, and on 
June 24, 1615. ^^^ On the former occasion he refused to serve and the King endeavoured 
to secure his exemption from a fine, both writing himself to the Lord Mayor and causing 
the Lord Treasurer (the Earl of Suffolk) to write on Cranfield's behalf. The King said 
he would pay the fine himself rather than lose Cranfield's services, and Suffolk also 
intimated that His Majesty had resolved to pay it, if its payment were insisted upon, and 
at the same time requested the return both of the King's letter and of his own. The 
Court of Aldermen rather unkindly reminded the King in reply that when he had 
interceded for Sir B, Hicks on a former occasion he had ' promised not to require a 
similar favour from thenceforth for any Citizen '.^'^ Apparently Cranfield's fine was 
remitted, as he would not, a.fter paying it, have been nominated in another year. In 
1615 he obtained a discharge for a year without a fine and he was not again chosen.''<'7i> 
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Thomas Player, haberdasher, afterwards City Chamberlain, (father of his perhaps 
better-known successor in that office, the 'railing Rabshakeh ' of Dryden's Absalom and 
Achitophel), was nominated for Coleman Street in November, 1645, when George Witham 
was elected.268 

Edmund Berry Godfrey, woodmonger, whose mysterious death, after receiving 
Gates' depositions concerning the ' Popish Plot', has given him posthumous fame, was 
nominated for Parringdon Without in December, 1664, when his name appears in the 
Repertory minute in the incorrect but familiar form ' Edmundbury Godfrey ' ; he was 
again named for Bread Street in September, 1666, this time being correctly designated 
' Sir Edmund Berry Godfrey ', he having been knighted in the interval. Richard Shelbury 
and Henry Partridge were respectively chosen to fill the vacancies.^^^ 

Slingsby Bethel, leatherseller, the Whig Sheriff (colleague of Cornish) 16S0-1, 
(Dryden's ' Shimei ' who 'loved his wicked neighbour as himself) was nominated five 
times, for Cheap (June, 1669), Oordwainer (July, 1669), Farringdon Without (December, 
1680), Portsoken (October, 1689 and January, 1690),^™ but was not elected, his parsimony 
and his Puritanism combining to render him a persona ingrata to the Court of 
Aldermen. 

Since the return in 1714 to direct election by the Wards, the best known 
unsuccessful candidate for an Aldermanry at the polls who was not subsequently elected 
was Thomas Tegg, pattenmaker (Common Councilman for Cheap), who in December, 1835, 
contested Bassishaw against James White.^" Tegg's name has, in a sense, been ' damn'd 
to everlasting fame ' by the mordant pen of Carlyle in his famous petition in favour of the 
Copyrighi BiU of 1839, in which he prayed that, inasmuch as he had not received from 
Tegg and did not ' discern any chance of receiving any encouragement or countenance in 
writing of books ' , parliament would ' forbid a*l Thomas Teggs and other extraneous 
persons . . . to steal from him his small winnings, for a space of sixty years at shortest ', 
after which period ' they may begin to steal '. (Tegg was a printer and publisher of 
popular literature, and had reprinted some of Carlyle's writings without permission and 
without payment.) 

The connexion of the various Livery Companies with the Aldermanic body is dealt 
with in the first volume of this work. 2™ My subject does not require me to outline the 
general history of the rise and development of the English, Scottish and continental Gilds 
or that of the London Gilds in particular. It is unfortunate that the standard work on 
the more important London Companies, that of Herbert,"™ a painstaking but uncritical 
compilation, is disfigured by errors which in an uncritical period were not easily detected, 
and have been accepted on his authority, without verification, by later writers of repute. 
Mr. George Unwin's Tke Gilds and Companies of London gives an admirable summary of 
their history in a small compass, and may be read with advantage and with pleasure by 
those who have not time or inclination for fuller study of the subject. Histories of and 
historical memoranda relating to several of the smaller and some of the larger Companies 
have been published in recent years : Holford's Ghat about the Broderers' Company, Sir 
W. S. Prideaux's Memorials of the Goldsmiths' Company, Smythe's Worshipful Company 
ofOirdlers, Gould's History of the Fruiterers' Company, Pitman's The Worshipful Company 
of Painters, Welch's History of the Company of Pewterers, Young's Annals of the Barber- 
Surgeons, Eivington's Annals of the Stationers' Company, Olode's Early History of the 
Guild of Merchant Taylors, and Kingdon's Facsimile of the early records of the Grocers' 
Company — the list is not exhaustive— give valuable information and set an example for 
other Livery Companies to follow. The most important of all the Companies, once the 
most closely connected of all with the Aldermen of London, from membership of which 
body it now stands ostentatiously aloof, has done singularly little towards opening to the 
historical student the treasures of its ancient records and, instead of welcoming, does its 
best to repel with a frigid non possumus those who would willingly, at no cost to that 
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guild' s not very slender financial resources, do some small portion of the work whioli a more 
adequate conception of the moral duty of those who have important historical material 
in their charge would impel its officials to undertake themselves or entrust to oapahle 
hands. It is satisfactory to know that an authoritative history of the Drapers' Company 
has been confided to one of the leading writers of the Oxford school of history. 

Prom the date of the Charter of Edward II. (June, 1319), which restricted the 
freedom of the City to members of some mistery or trade, it became necessary for an 
Alderman to possess that qualification. From 1467, as we have seen, or at least from 
1475, the election of the Mayor and that of the Sherifis have 1: een in the hands of the Livery 
Companies.^'-i Until after the middle of the 16th century it was understood, though I 
have not found any express enactment or ordinance to that effect, that an Alderman 
must necessarily belong to one of the greater Companies : hence the translation on 
election as Aldermen from their parent inferior Companies, in some cases under extreme 
pressure, of J. Warner (1503), 0. Thurston (1513), R. Dodmer (1521), J. Brown (1523), 
B. Choppyn (1532), Sir J. Aylifie (1550), and T. Curtes (1556). Afterwards the 
restriction appears to have been held to apply only to Lord Mayors, and this was 
practically removed by the action of R. Willimott in 1742.2'5 

On February 25, 1446, a rule had been made that ' not more than six of one art or 
mistery ' should be Aldermen simultaneously.™ This led ta some trouble in the case of 
J, Brown in 1523.2" The limitation was removed during the Commonwealth by an order 
of the Common Council, December 23, 1642. ^re Apparently it was revived at the 
Restoration, though I have found no official entries to that effect, and the minute of 1642 
is not amongst those actually erased from the Journal after the reversion to the old order 
of things. It was, however, finally abolished on July 81, 1673.^™ 

There was a similar limitation in regard to the election of Mayor, an order of 
Common Council on September 18, 1475, prescribing that two Aldermen of the same art 
or mistery should not be returned for the election of one of them to the Mayoralty.^™ 
Before this date it was certainly not a frequent occurrence that two Aldermen from the 
same Company should be returned : the records do not always supply the names of both, 
but so far as they have been preserved the only instance I have found Is that of R. Drope 
and Sir R. Josselyn, drapers, in the preceding year (1474)^i, which probably suggested 
the new rule. I have no note of a formal repeal of this provision, which in course of 
time became a dead letter. In 1520 it was broken by the return of J. Brugge and 
J. Milborne, drapers,^*^ jn 1579 by that of W. Aleyn and L. Duckett, mercers .^^ in 1640 
by that of E. Wright and T. Soame, grocers.^a" in 1656 by that bf R. Tichborne and 
R. Chiverton, skinners. ^^s Later instances are those of Sir S. Garrard and Sir J. Jeffreys, 
grocers, in 1709, Sir P. Forbes and Sir J. Eyles, haberdashers, in 1725, Sir R. Baylis and 
Sir R. Brocas successively with H. Parsons, all grocers, in 1728 and 1729, Sir R. Glyn 
and T. Chitty, salters, in 1758, Sir W. Stephenson and G. Nelson, grocers, in 1764, 
S. Turner and B. Trecothick, clothworkers, in 1768, after which date there is no 
similar case for more than a century. 

During the last century the Mercers have been conspicuous by their absence from 
the roll of Aldermen ; the Grocers and the Drapers also have been very sparingly repre- 
sented, but each has contributed an Alderman of exceptional distinction in the persons 
respectively of Sir J. 0. Dimsdale and J. T. Thorp. Of the twelve greater Companies, the 
Merchant Taylors, the Fishmongers, the Goldsmiths and the Haberdashers have been the 
most continuously connected in modern times with the Court of Aldermen, though in the 
case of the last named there was an interval of nearly half a century (1806-1855) in which 
no Alderman belonged to that Company, and the loss in the course of a few years by death 
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or resignation of Sir R. Hanson, Sir J. W. Ellis, W. M. Guthrie and Sir F. S. Hanson has 
(it is to be hoped, only temporarily) deprived the Court of the presence of a Merchant 
Taylor. 

At the present date (November, 1912) the greater Companies are represented by 
three Haberdashers, two Goldsmiths, a Fishmonger and a Vintner, six members of the 
Court out of twenty-six. Sir G. Trusoott being both a Haberdasher and a Vintner. There 
is no member of the three senior Companies and there is a similar absence of the 
Skinners, Merchant Taylors, Salters, Ironmongers and Clothworkers. On the other hand 
the less historic Companies are strongly represented, many of the Aldermen belonging to 
several of them, the two most popular being the Loriuers and the Speotaolemakers, 
the former of which has twelve and the latter eight of the present Court of Aldermen 
among its members. 

With regard to the electorate by which the Aldermen were chosen, we have, as 
already noticed, the rather indefinite 'Men of the Ward ' (Walbrook) choosing Alexander 
le Ferrun for their Alderman in 1249.2M At the General Election of Aldermen before 
John le Breton, the Custos, in June, 1293, ' the wealthier and wiser men from each 
Ward ' chose the Aldermen, ' each by their several Wards,'^*^ but we are not told whether 
there was then any definite standard of wealth or of wisdom, (qualifications not 
invariably found in conjunction), the determination of which apparently was a matter for 
the discretion of the Custos. After this date the minutes of the elections, where (which is 
by no means regularly the case) the electorate is mentioned at all , record that the Aldermen 
are chosen by ' the men,' or ' the good men ' of the Ward as in 1249. Some centuries 
later, disputes arose as to the right of non-freemen residing in the City to take part in 
the elections of Aldermen and Common Councilmen, and it was determined by an Act 
of Common Council on October 26, 1692, that they had not such right,''e8 and the 
limitation to freemen was recognised in the Act of 1714 which in ' reviving the ancient 
manner of electing Aldermen' (to quote its official title) provided that in future each 
Alderman should ' be elected according to the ancient custom by the householders of that 
Ward which shall be void of an Alderman, being freemen of the said City, and paying 
scot and bearing lot. '289 The freedom qualification was abolished in 1867, but the right 
of voting was still restricted to those rated as householders to the amount of £10, who 
are liable to serve ward and parish offices and on juries and so comply with the old 
requirement of ' paying scot and bearing lot.'^^o 



At one time the Court of Aldermen assumed the same kind of relation to the Common 
Council which under Poynings' Act the English Parliament established towards the Irish. 
On June 12, 1618, it was determined that the Aldermen should ' debate and conclude all 
matters ' before they were presented to the Common Oouncil.''9i Again on March 10, 
1642, there was a similar decree that no petition should be read or presented to the 
Common Council before it had been read and approved in the Court of Aldermen,2S2 and 
on July 16, 1669, there was a further resolution that the Court of Aldermen should meet 
the day before the Common Council, when all bills, reports and matters to be preferred to 
the Common Council should be brought to the Court of Aldermen to be ' read, perused 
and considered. '2^' The Act of Parliament ' for regulating elections within the City of 
London and for preserving the peace, good order and good government of the said City ' 
(1725) in order to put a ' final end to all disputes between the Mayor and Aldermen and 
the members of the Common Council ' provided in its 15th clause that in future 'no act, 
order or ordinance whatsoever ' should be made or passed in the Common Council 
without the assent of the Mayor and Aldermen present, or the major part of them, nor 
without the assent of the commons present. '^^i This Act was stoutly opposed both in 
Parliament and in the City by the Tory party, no doubt less from any regard for the 
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abstract rights of the Commoners than from their realisation of the fact that at that time 
the Court of Aldermen had a Whig majority, while the heterogeneous opposition to the 
Walpole ministry was predominant in the Common Council. Had the question been 
debated half a century later, in the period of the Wilkes agitation and the American 
taxation troubles, we may be sure that every Tory would have supported the bill 
and every Whig would have opposed it. In the House of Lords it was proposed that the 
jadges should be consulted as to whether the provisions of the bill were contrary to the 
Act 2, William and Mary, which quashed the Quo Warranto proceedings and restored to 
the City its ancient rights and privileges, and when this was rejected 16 Tory peers 
inclading Lords Bathurst, Bingley, Gower and Foley and Bishop Gastrell of Chester, 
signed a protest, A further protest signed by 22 peers was made on the passing of the 
third reading of the Bill, in one clause of which the signatories say that ' though the 
council [sic] for the Bill insisted that the Mayor and Aldermen had anciently that right 
which this Bill establishes, yet the proof of that right appeared to us so remote and obscure 
that we own ourselves too shortsighted to discern it and ... it appeared plain tons that, 
even from the time, that of incorporating the City to the present time, such a claim 
has very seldom been made and that it has never been acknowledged. '^^^ The Bill had 
been strenuously opposed in the Commons by three of the four City members, the only 
supporter being Alderman Sir Richard Hopkins, who was a steady adherent of the Whig 
ministry of Walpole. 

A continuous agitation was kept up against the obnoxious provision, and in 1746 
the clause was repealed by the statute 19, George II., o. 8.^'^ 



The changes in the personnel of the Court of Aldermen have for the most part 
been very regular in their recurrence, except in the cases where a newly elected 
Alderman has been discharged immediately or after a few days' or weeks' tenure. The 
vacancies by death and resignation have been usually from one to three each year, and 
it is only very rarely that an interval of more than two years has passed without the 
introduction of a new member to the Court. The longest period without a change has 
been the four years and a few days which intervened between the election of R. A. Cox 
on the last day of May, 1813, and that of J. T. Thorp in June, 1817. Next to this 
come those between J. Crowder and Sir P. Laurie (April, 1823-J'une 1826), between 
F. G. Moon and D. Salomons (October, 1844-December, 1847), and between T. S. 
Owdeu and T. White (April, 1868-April, 1871), all in the 19th century : the longest in 
earlier times being between J. de Stodeye and R. de Notyngham (July, 1352- 
May, 1355), between W. Melreth and W. Russe (autumn of 1432-1435), and between 
Sir H. Waver and J. Warde (October, 1465-July, 1468). 

A few years have been conspicuous for the mortality amongst Aldermen. In 1349, 
the year of the Black Death, R. Basyngstoke, G. Wychingham, W. Thorneye and 
J, Syward died in the months of May, June and July, and H. Dairci in September or 
October : in 1485, R. Chester and Sir W. Haryot died in the earlier portion of the year, 
and in the autumn the ' sweating sickness ' carried off in rapid succession Sir T. Hill, 
T. Breteyn, Sir W. Stokker, J. Stokker, T. Northland and R. Rawsou. The five months 
between December, 1535, and May, 1536, were fatal to three ex-Lord Mayors (Sir T. 
Seymour, Sir R. Dodmer, Sir S. Pecocke), a fourth (Sir J. Milbourne) followed in the 
autumn, and two Aldermen below the Chair (J. Hardy and T. Colyns) died within the 
same period. The eleven months between December, 1555, and October, 1556, made an 
even larger inroad on the Aldermanic ranks, H. Herdson dying at the end of the former 
year. Sir Richard Dobbys on May l:-i. Sir William Laxton on July 29, Sir John 
Champneys, Sir Henry Huberthorn, Sir John Aylifi and Sir John Gresham in the 
month of October, four of the six being ex-Lord Mayors. Another fatal period was the 
year 1711, when Sir Richard Levett died on January 20, Sir Charles Duucombe on April 
9, Sir Robert Bedingfeld on May 2, Sir Thomas Stampe on July 25, Sir Joseph Woolfe on 
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September 10, Sir John Houblon following them on January 10, 1712, making a total of six 
(of whom five had occupied the Chair) within twelve months. The most fatal year since 
then was 1737, when Sir C. Peers died on January 29, Sir H. Hankey on January 30, 
E, Alsop on March 12, Sir Gerard Conyers on July 20, and Sir B. Brocas on November 7, 
of whom thrae were ex-Lord Mayors. In 1912 four ex-Lord Mayors died : Sirs H. D. 
Davies and J. T. Ritchie on September 18, and Sir J. W. Ellis on September 20, 
Sir J. C. Dimsdale having predeceased these on August 10 ; the two last named of these, 
however, had ceased to be Aldermen before their deaths. 



Although it could not be expected that more than a small proportion of those who 
have been elected Aldermen of London would be men of national and permanent rather 
than of local and transient eminence, yet as many as 170 are deemed worthy of notice in 
our great literary valhalla the Dictionary of National Biography,''^ and when the names 
of some of those included are compared with some conspicuous by their absence, it is 
difficult to understand on what principle of selection such men as Thomas fitz-Thomas, 
Walter Hervi, Hamo de Chigwell, Richard Lyong, Sir Andrew Judde, Thomas Witherings, 
Sir Thomas Cooke (ii.), George Heathcote, John Barber, Sir Robert Godschall, Sir George 
Champion, Barlow Trecothick, Brackley Kennett, James Townsend, Frederick Bull, 
Sir Watkin Lewes, William Lee, Richard Atkinson and Harvey Christian Combe are 
denied admission to the sacred enclosure which finds room for Maria Manning (a personage 
more appropriately accommodated in the Tussaud Chamber of Horrors), and allots 
a larger space to Dan Leuo than to that eminent Whig statesman, the late Lord Halifax 
(Sir Charles Woqd)_298 i^ tj^e footnotes to the names in the Chronological List in these 
volumes, I have pointed out omissions and errors in many of the notices of Aldermen 
which appear in that great work, because had I not specifically called attention to them, 
the great prestige of the Dictionary would, not unnaturally, secure unchallenged 
acceptance for its many misstatements of fact and date. In dealing with these far 
too numerous 'spots on the sun,' I have certainly not 'set down aught in malice,' 
and I have called special attention to such excellent specimens of biography as the 
articles, e.g., on Richard Chambers, Sir R. Gresham, SirC. Hoddesdon, Sir Thomas 
White, Whittington, Wilkes, Rowland Wilson and Sir S. Waterlow. 

The roll of Aldermen contains, it is true, few names like those of Walworth 
and Wilkes and Whittington, of which the last is known in every child's nursery and 
the others are familiar not only to ' every schoolboy ' as Macaulay would say, but to ' the 
man in the street.' 

But to the historical student there are many others which are of interest and 
which he cannot afiord to overlook. In the early struga;les of civic parties *Thomas 
fitz Thomas, *Walter Hervi, 'Henry le Waleys, 'Gregory de Rokesle were men, if not ' of 
light ' at least 'of leading.' In the later days of Edward II. and Richard 11., in the varied 
phases of the contest between the houses of York and Lancaster and especially at the 
crisis of 1483 and Richard of Gloucester's coup d'etat, amid the troubles of the Civil War 
and the Commonwealth, at the era of the Restoration and the Revolution, in the years 
when ' the great Walpolean battle ' was being fought in parliament and in the country, and 
again when George III. was striving to subdue the great Whig families, and in the agitation 
which preceded the Reform Bill, the protagonists in the arena of civic politics in London 
were not unconnected, some creditably and some the reverse, with the course of events 
of national moment. In their turns *Hamo de Chigwell, 'Richard de Betoyne, Richard 
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Lyons, » John Philipot, * John de Northampton, *Nicholas Brembre, *Thomas Cook (i.), 
•Edmund Shaa, Richard Rede, Richard Chambers, William Abell, 'Abraham Reynardson, 
•Robert Tiohborne, John Barkstead, Rowland Wilson, 'Christopher Pack, John Wildman, 
•Richard Browne, 'Robert Clayton, 'John Moore, 'Thomas Pilkington, Dudley North, 
Henry Cornish, 'Humphrey Edwin, 'Gilbert Heathoote, 'John Barnard, George Heath- 
oote, 'Humphrey Parsons, 'William Beckford, 'Brass Crosby, 'Barlow Trecothick, 
Richard Oliver, •James Townsend, 'John Sawbridge, 'Harvey Combe, 'Samuel Birch, 
•William Curtis, 'Matthew Wood, 'Robert Waithman, 'Henry Winchester in their 
several degrees took a prominent part in the public life of their times : ' they had their 
day and ceased to be,' but their disembodied phantoms still flit across the page of history 
and arrest the attention of the careful researcher into the records of the past. 

And it is not only in political life, whether civic or national, that Aldermen of 
London have played a conspicuous part or done deeds at least as worthy of remembrance. 
The roll of founders and benefactors at Oxford is enriched with the revered name of 
•Thomas White, whose memory not Oxford only, but Bristol, Coventry and the great 
school of the Merchant Taylors have reason to cherish. The notice of him in the 
Dictionary of National Biography has been fittingly written by a distinguished alumnus 
of the College which he founded and endowed in the University of Oxford, Archdeacon 
Hutton. Cambridge owes her Arabic Professorship to the bounty of 'Sir Thomas Adams. 

Of 'Andrew Judde, 'William Harper, 'William Laxton, 'John Gresham, Erasmus 
Smith, it may be said that the good they did 'lives after them,' and was not 'interred 
with their bones ' : the fame of the four first-named of these is perpetuated at Tonbridge, 
at Bedford, at Oundle, and at Holt, and few names hold a higher place in the history of 
national education in Ireland than that of the fifth. And in connexion with ' schools 
and seminaries of useful learning ' as they are styled in the Bidding Prayer, we ought 
not to forget 'Henry Billingsley, the first translator into English of Euclid's Elements, 
that familiar text book, so long the bane of the idle schoolboy, now at length by the 
superior enlightenment of the 20th century relegated to the scrap heap of educational 
derelicts, while the young tiro in geometry substitutes for the harder task of essaying 
the tortuous passage of the pons asinorum the pleasanter pastime of pottering with a 
protractor and measuring lines on squared paper.^asa 

Others, besides the above, deserve remembrance for acts of munificence and 
charity in various directions : such are Simon fitz-Mary, 'John Wodeook, 'William 
Sevenoke, 'Robert Chichele, 'Simon Eyre, 'Stephen Jenyns, *6eorge Monoux, 'Rowland 
Hill, 'Richard Dobbys, 'Thomas Offley, 'Wolstan Dixie, Henry Smith, William Adams, 
John Moore, the elder Henry Ashhurst, John Cass, some of whose names live enshrined 
for ever in the deathless pages of quaint old Fuller. And with such men as these I 
trust it is not invidious to name one still living, for we may be sure that the Recording 
Angel has written as ' one who loves his fellow-men ' the name of 'William Purdie 
Treloar, who has done so much to gladden the hearts and brighten the lives of so 
many thousands of poor and afflicted children. 

And many more deserve to be recorded for their place among the eminent 
merchant princes of their day, as 'John Welles, John Crosby, 'Henry Colet (the father 
of the great Dean of St. Paul's), 'William Hewet, 'John Spencer, 'Richard Saltonstall, 
'Thomas Lowe, Richard Staper, before the close of the 16th century. When the East 
India Company was first established, the original Governor (T. Smyth) and Deputy- 
Governor (W. Romeney) and eight other of its original ' Committees ' (the predecessors of 
the ' Directors ' of later times) were actual or future Aldermen, as also were sixteen 
of its Governors during the first century of its existence, as well as eight Deputy- 
Governors who did not pass to the higher Chair. Of another great commercial 
corporation, the Levant or Turkey Company, the Governors during the first seventy 
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years of the 17th century were all Aldermen of London, and when the South Sea 
Company was incorporated in the Eeigu of Anne, the Sub-Governor and five others of 
the original Directors were also actual or future members of the Court. 

The great goldsmiths of the 17th century, the predecessors of the modern bankers, 
contributed 'Thomas and *Eobert Vyuer, Francis Meynell, Edward Backwell, *Charles 
Duncombe to the Aldermanio ranks : the great banking houses of later days have been 
represented by the first *Prancis Child and his two sons, Robert and 'Francis, by two of 
*the Hoares and two of 'the Glyns, three of the Hankeys, 'Thomas Hallifax, 'Robert 
Ladbroke, 'William Curtis, Robert Williams, and in very recent years by two of the 
most popular Lord Mayors, 'Robert Fowler and 'Joseph Dimsdale. 

When the Bank of England was founded its first Governor ('Sir John Houblon) 
was an Alderman, and in its first forty years its Directorate included Sirs *J. Ward, 
*J. Bateman, F. Eyles, 'Gilbert Heathcote, *P. Delme, 'G. Oonyers, T. Scawen, 
'E. Bellamy (Governors) as well as Sirs James Houblon, 'W. Gore, H. Purnese, 
*T. Abney, W. Hedges (all members of the first Board), 'W. Ashhurst, 'R. Levett, 
'R. Clayton, 'G. Peers, 'G. Thorold, R. Knipe, 'John Eyles, Joseph Eyles, 'W. 
Humphreys, 'F. Forbes, F. Porteu, *J. Thompson and the unknighted C. Chamberlain 
and B. Alsop. 

Nor ought we to pass over the few Aldermen who have devoted some of their 
leisure to recording the annals of the City or of the country. Chief amongst these, of 
course, is Robert Fabyan, but we must not forget the good work done by Arnold fitz- 
Thedmar in the 13th and by William Gregory in the loth centuries, to both of whom the 
historian of later times owes a deep debt. In the centuries to come it may be thit the 
young researcher in civic history will feel grateful for the unpretentious but sound and 
useful work of one who has only recently been received into the ranks of the order in 
which as a commoner he evinced so keen and fruitful an interest.^^s 



And in addition those who have attained celebrity either by their course of action 
as public men or by their prominent position in the world of commerce or of finance or by 
munificence in life or by posthumous benefactions, there have been not a few among 
the Aldermen of London who deserve remembrance either as founders of great families 
or as ancestors of eminent warriors and statesmen. In an appendix to Part III. of his 
Citizens of London mid their Rulers, the late B. B. Orridge traced the descent of many 
such illustrious Englishmen from an Aldermanic ancestor, and the biographical notes in 
these volumes will show that Orridge's list is capable of considerable expansion. 

Francis Bacon numbered among his ancestors 'Sir Thomas Cook, John Hawes and 
Sir William Fitzwilliam, from the last named of whom sprang the noble family which 
bears his name, as well as Lord Cardigan, the hero of Balaklava. Cook was also 
ancestor to two chief Ministers of the Crown, Robert Cecil, first Earl of Salisbury, and 
his illustrious descendant and namesake, the late Marquess of Salisbury, who was like- 
wise descended from another Chief Magistrate, 'Sir Crisp Gascoyue. Of Chancellors and 
Keepers of the Great Seal since Bacon, Lord Keeper Coventry was descended from 'John 
Coventre, Lord Cowper (and his descendants the poet William Cowper and the late Earl, 
who governed Ireland in the stormy period of 1880-1882) from Sir William Cowper, Earl 
Bathurst from Lancelot Bathurst and Sir Benjamin Bathurst ; Lord Hatherley was the 
son of Sir Matthew Wood. Oliver Cromwell and John Hampden could both claim 
descent from 'Thomas Mirfyu and 'Sir Ralph Warren. Lord Melbourne, Queer. 
Victoria's first Prime Minister, could trace his ancestry to 'Sir Thomas Leigh and 'Sir 
George Bonde : so also could Marlborough and his descendants, amongst whom are 
reckoned the Earls Spencer (Pitt's First Lord of the Admiralty, Grey's Chancellor of the 
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Exchequer [the Althorp of the Beform Bill period] , the ' Eed Earl ' and the present 
possessor of the title who prefaced his best-remembered speech to a delighted House of 
Commons with the assurance that he was ' not an agricultural labourer,') the late Lord 
Randolph Churchill, the political ' comet of a season,' and his hardly less famous son, 
who has played so many parts and is now ' the ruler of the King's navee,' and who will 
live in history as the patentee of an immortal euphemistic circumlocution : from the 
same stock spring the later Diikes of Leeds, the first to bear which title, better known as 
Danby, Charles II.'s chief minister, was the great-grandson of *Sir Edward Osborne, 
whose romantic alliance with the daughter of *Sir William Hewett is too well-known 
to need record here. Sir Thomas Leigh was, moreover, the ancestor not only of the 
present Lord Leigh and his predecessors in title (both of the elder line which he 
represents and of the younger which was ennobled earlier, but whose peerage has 
been long extinct), but also of Chatham and the younger Pitt. 

*Geofirey Boleyn was a direct ancestor of Henry VIII. 's queen, Anne Boleyn, (the 
mother of Queen Elizabeth) and also, through Anne's sister, of Nelson and of the Earls of 
Kimberley. William Pulteney, the leader of the Parliamentary opposition to Walpole, 
who in 1742 made ' the great refusal,' was descended, as also is the present Marquess of 
Crewe, from *Sir John de Pulteney. Walpole himself was fourth in descent from *Sir 
Edward Barkham, and married the daughter of '*Sir John Shorter, by whom he was the 
father of the dilettante Horace of Strawberry Hill. Sir Baptist Hicks (afterwards 
Viscount Campden) was' ancestor of a great poet and of a great admiral (Byron and Howe) 
as well as of the Earls of Essex of the present line, who are in direct descent from 
■"Sir William Capell, who was also ancestor to the Dukes of Bolton and the Marquesses 
of Winchester. The Lords Petre have two Lord Mayors as ancestors ('"Sir John Browne 
and his son *William Browne) : the Eichs, Earls of Warwick and of Holland, were 
descended from "Sir Thomas Baldry : *Sir William Hollyes was the f ouoder of the family 
from which sprang Denzil Holies, the parliamentary leader (one of the ' five members ' of 
1642), and the two Prime Ministers, Henry Pelham and that Duke of Newcastle whose 
ineptitudes havo been immortalized by Maoaulay. The second Earl of Manchester 
(associated as Lord Kimbolton with 'the five members'), from whom the Dukes of 
Manchester are descended, was grandson of the daughter of Francis Bowyer. The 
Marquesses of Bath trace descent from '"Sir Eowland Hey ward and from "'Sir Richard 
Gresham, the latter of whom was also an ancestor of the Lords Braybrooke. The first 
Earl of Dorset (Thomas Sackvillo), eminent alike as a politician and as the author of the 
first English tragedy,2^3:i -^^as the grandson of '*Sir John Brugge. Prom Francis Dashwood 
descended his namesake (Lord le Despencer), who not inaccurately described himself as 
the worst Chancellor of the Exchequer that had ever held the office, and also the Earls of 
Warwick of the existing line. 

The Earls and Marquesses of Northampton, Spencer Compton, Earl of Wilmington 
(nominal Prime Minister after Walpole) and Henry Compton, Bishop of London, were 
descended from the first Earl of Northampton who (when Lord Compton) eloped with the 
heiress of rich ''Sir John Spencer : ancestor of the Earls of Ducie was *Sir Robert Ducye : 
*Thomas Leggy is claimed as the founder of the family of Legge, Earls of Dartmouth, 
which includes Henry Legge, Chancellor of the Exchequer, the pious 2ud Earl who was 
Secretary of State under North (' one who wears a coronet and prays ') and more than 
one Bishop. Among the descendants of *Sir William Cokayne were the Viscounts 
Cullen, the Dukes and Earls of Anoaster and the Earls of Pomfretr from *Sir Peter 
Probie sprang the Earls of Oarysfort ; the later Earls of Kinnoul and Lords Rodney are in 
lineal descent from "Thomas Harley ; Viscount Lake, the Indian General, and the 
Dukes of Chandosfrom *Sir William Ryder. 
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It will be seen from the foregoing summary, which is far from exhausting the 
material, that the genealogical, no less than the purely historical, researcher may find 
a field by no means barren in a study of the Aldermen of London. 



The exigencies of space preclude me from dealing with the history of the Aldermen 
of London in relation to political movements and questions of party otherwise than very 
briefly. To treat of it adequately would require a separate monograph. The more 
comprehensive subject, however, of the relation of the civic history of London to the 
general history of England has been dealt with by Dr. Sharpe with a master's hand in 
London and the Khigdom, and it covers much of the same ground. 

As a general rule the City of London has been on the democratic or ' popular ' side 
as is usually the case with capital cities, and for the most part, though not iavariably, 

the Aldermen have reflected the views of the community. We have the high authority 

which in this case, however, is altogether erroneous— of the late Professor Gardiner for 
the statement that the leader of the first historical popular emeute in the City, William 
fitz-Osbert (' Longbeard ') was ' one of the Aldermen ' of London.s™ a statement which 
the learned Professor must have evolved from his inner consciousness, as it has absolutely 
no foundation. In the struggles of Henry III.'s reign, while the populace appear to have 
sympathised with the cause of the Barons, which was upheld by some of the Aldermen 
as fitz-Thomas, Thovi and Stephen Bukerel, the majority of the Court sided with the 
King, the leaders of that party being Gregory de Kokesle, Henry le Waleys, Arnold 
fitz-Thedmar the chronicler, (whose distinctly prejudiced pen is responsible for one of 
the chief authorities on the civic history of the period), John Adrien and John Gisors. 
After fitz- Thomas' disappearance from the scene'™ his mantle fell on Walter Hervi, whom 
Dr. Sharpe describes as a ' worthy successor ' to him,*'^ a phrase which is patient of 
more than one meaning. After his Mayoralty, during which he carried out a democratic 
policy with a high hand, affixing the City Seal to certain ordinances for the regulation 
of the crafts on his own responsibility, he was succeeded by Bokesle who annulled his 
acts, and after some unseemly personal wrangles brought a formal accusation against him 
of committing divers 'presumptuous acts and injuries ' and thus secured his ejection from 
his Aldermanry. During 13 years of Edward I.'s reign (1285-1298), in consequence of 
Eokesle's act of discourtesy to the King's Justiciars at the Iter of the former year, 
the City was in the hands of the King and ruled by a Gustos appointed by him. In the 
troubles at the end of Edward II. 's reign the City at first supported the King against 
the Barons and contributed men to the royal forces which won the Battle of Borough- 
bridge (1321). But at the end of the reign the City went over to the side of Isabella and 
Mortimer, Bichard de Betoyn and John de Gisors being the leaders of the majority 
in the Court of Aldermen, while Hamo de Chigwell, whom one of the Aldermen of - 
the other party (John Cotun) described in language more powerful than polite as 
' pessimus vermis qui venit in civitate Isici jam xx annis elapsis et amplius,' represented 
the King.«» 

In the reign of Eichard II. the struggles between the victualling trades (Grocers, 
Fishmongers, Vintners) on one side and the non-victualling (Mercers, Drapers, Gold- 
smiths, Skinners) on the other became of national importance, as being closely associated 
with and ultimately to some extent merged in the feud between the supporters of the King

The victualling party 
led by Brembre, Walworth, s»i Philipot and Exton were adherents of the King: their 
opponents under the leadership of John of Northampton, John More, Twyford and Norbury 
received the countenance of the Royal Dukes, and supported their policy. It is a curious 
fact that at the time of Wat Tyler's insurrection four Aldermen, Home, Sibyls, Tonga, 
Karlill, who all more or less openly sympathised with the rebels, (Horn going to Tyler's 
camp at Blackheath and encouraging him to enter London, Tonge and Sibyle opening 
respectively Aldgate and the gate on London Bridge to the invaders), and who were 
subsequently put on trial for complicity with them but accLuitted through absence of 
witnesses, belonged to the victualling guilds, Horn and Sibyle being fishmongers, Tonge 
a vintner and Sibyle a grocer, whereas Walworth, the Mayor, whose part in the 
suppression of the rising is historic, was also a fishmonger, and this and the allied trades 
were usually on the side of the King.^os It is also strange that at a later period when 
Northampton and his party were on their trial, it was alleged that John More, a mercer 
and one of Northampton's chief allies, had secured the acquittal of Horn and the others 
by ensuring the suppression of evidence against them. The course of the struggle between 
the two parties is traced by Dr. Sharpe™ and it is not necessary to deal with it here : 
each party had its periods of triumph and of defeat. Brembre was put to death by the 
Merciless Parliament during the ascendency of Gloucester (Thomas of Woodstock) ; 
Northampton, More and Norbury had been earlier condemned to death when their 
opponents had the upper hand, but their sentences were commuted to perpetual imprison- 
ment from which they were ultimately freed. Loftie regards Brembre as a sort of monster 
of unsorupulousness, but it would be difficult to assign the palm for that particular 
characteristic to either Brembre or Northampton. Eevolufcions, political or civic, were not 
made with rose-water in those days. 'Autres temps, autres mreurs.' Neither party is 
likely to hang Mr. Asquith or to send Mr. Bonar Law or even Sir Edward Carson to 
perpetual imprisonment in the 20th century, but there is a good deal of human nature — 
especially party human nature — in the party politician, and those who read recent history 
with a dispassionate eye may reasonably doubt whether the leaders of party majorities 
are less disposed now than in the days of Brembre and Northampton to make a tyrannous 
use of a temporary triumph, or more scrupulous as to the available means by which such 
triumphs are to be obtained. 

The contests between the opposing guilds continued in a less acute form throughout 
the reign of Richard II. In 1389 there was a keen contest for the Mayoralty, Venour 
(grocer) defeating Adam Bamme (goldsmith). During the first thirteen years, at the 
elections from 1377 to 1389 inclusive, a member of one of the non-victualling guilds had 
been chosen Mayor only at those of 1381, 1382 and 1388 : during the remaining nine years 
grocers were elected in 1392 and 1393 and a vintner in 1393, the choice in the other six 
falling on one of the opposite party. In the Court of Aldermen the victualling guilds had 
the majority in the four years 1377-1380 and again in 1384-1387 inclusive, after which 
their opponents outnumbered them. 

During the Wars of the Roses the sympathies of the City and of the majority of 
the Aldermen were with the Yorkists. Sir T. Cook, the most prominent Lancastrian 
Alderman, was removed by the King's orders in November, 1468 : Sir J. Plomer, another 
Lancastrian, had been ejected in July on a charge of treason, and H. Hayford was also

In June, 1471, Cook was promptly removed again on Edward IV.'s return,'"'' 
but Hayford was not disturbed. On the death of Edward IV. the then Mayor, Edmund 
Shaa, was conspicuous as a partizan of the Duke of Gloucester, and his brother (Ralph 
Shaa), a, popular preacher, used the pulpit at St. Paul's Cross to denounce the late 
King's marriage as illegal and his children thereby incapable of succeeding. 

In 1545 an Alderman, Richard Rede, who resisted Henry VIII.'s demand on the 
citizens for a ' benevolence,' was punished in a novel way by being sent off to serve with 
the army then invading Scotland, where he was taken prisoner by the enemy almost 
immediately in a skirmish at Jedworth, and held to ransom. 

In Edward VI.'s reign the City took the side of Warwick (afterwards Duke of 
Northumberland) in the struggle for power with Protector Somerset, and materially 
assisted him in effecting the latfcer's overthrow. When at the end of the reign Edward 
was induced to name Lady Jane Grey as his successor, Northumberland was able to 
persuade the Mayor (Sir G. Barne) and several Aldermen, including Sir J. Gresham, 
Sir A. Judde and Sir R. Dobbys, who had passed the Chair, to attest the will. Barne, 
however, took no part in Jane's proclamation, and when Mary entered the City she met 
with no opposition. 

At the end of Elizabeth's reign Alderman Thomas Smyth, who was then Sheriff, 
gave some encouragement to the foolish insurrection of Essex and was in consequence 
deprived of both his civic offices. 

At the beginning of the troubles in Charles I.'s reign, which ended in the Civil War, 
the majority of the Aldermen resisted the King's unconstitutional means of raising 
money, but the most prominent civic opponents of the Court as Richard Chambers and 
John WoUaston, who took the lead in resistance to Shipmoney, were not then, though 
they became later, members of the Aldermanic body. In May, 1640, four Aldermen, 
N. Rainton, J. Gayer, T. Soame, and T. Atkyn (of whom only the last-named took part 
against the King after war had broken out), were committed to prison for refusing to 
furnish lists of inhabitants in their respective wards able to contribute to a forced loan. 
Sir Henry Garaway, the Lord Mayor of that year, Acton next in seniority, Gurney, Cordell 
and Adams were unswerving royalists : so also was Reynardson, elected Alderman at the 
end of the year, but a strong opposition element was being formed : Atkyn, Penington 
and Wollaston, who were added to the Court in 1638 and 1639, were prominent 
Roundheads, and their ranks were augmented during the next four years by the elections 
of Towse, Andrewes, Powke, Chambers, Foot, Kendrioke, Edmunds, Avery and Bide. In 
April, 1649, the Roundhead majority having been further reinforced in the meantime 
by the elections of Thomas Vyner, C. Pack, J. Dethick and Rowland Wilson, five 
Cavalier Aldermen were ejected by the House of Commons — the Lord Mayor (Sir J . 
Gayer), Adams, Langham, Bunco and Reynardson : on May 30 and June 1 Soame and 
Chambers, who had absented themselves from the proclamation of the abolition of the 
Kingship, were also removed, and a few days later W. Gibbs was similarly ejected,w» and 
in December Richard Browne, who had fought against Charles I., but whose strong 
Presbyterianism could not brook the triumph of the Independents who formed the 
bulk of the New Model Army, was also expelled. Under the Commonwealth the majority 
of the new Aldermen elected were opportunists, ready to acquiesce in, and indeed to 
promote, a restoration of the monarchy when opportunity should offer, but also equally 
ready to adopt the existing status quo. Such were R. Chiverton, T. AUeyn, J. Frederick, 
J. Robinson (the nephew of Archbishop Laud), A. Bateman ; some regicides, however, as

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Tiohborne and Barkstead, and strong Parliamentarians as J. Ireton, brother of Cromwell's 
son-in-law, and W. Love were ^Iso chosen at this period. After Cromwell's death some 
undisguised Royalists as T. Bludworth, W. Peake, W. Bolton, W. Wale were added, and 
when the movement for the Restoration was initiated the City co-operated with Monk 
in bringing it about. When Charles sent over the Declaration of Breda with a letter to 
the Common Council on May 1, sixteen Commissioners were appointed to wait on the 
King with the Council's answer : among whom were four of the displaced Aldermen of 
1649 (Adams, Langham, Bunce and Reynardson),™"' also Aldermen Foot (who declined), 
Robinson, Wale and A. Bateman. 

After the King's return one Alderman (Robert Tichborne, ex-Lord Mayor) and three 
ex- Aldermen (Isaac Penington, ex -Lord Mayor, John Barkstead and Edmond Harvey) 
were attainted by Act 12, Car. II., c. 30, of whom Barkstead was executed and the other 
three were imprisoned for life. By the earlier Act of Oblivion passed in the same session 
(1650) [12, Car. II., o. 12, sect. 42] Aldermen Christopher Pack and John Ireton (ex-Lord 
Mayors) were excepted by name from the benefits of that Act if after September 1, 1660, 
they should accept or execute any of&ce, ecclesiastical, civil or military : hence they 
ceased from that date to act asAldermeu.^"* Section 43 9f the Act further excluded from 
office any who since December 5, 1648 (the date of ' Pride's Purge ') had given sentences 
of death on any person in the so-called High Courts of Justice or had signed any warrant 
for carrying out such sentences : under the operation of this section Aldermen Foot, 
Vyner and Dethick (ex-Lord Mayors) were removed. On September 4 the six surviving 
deprived Royalist Aldermen (Soame, Browne and the four named in the preceding 
paragraph) were restored by order of the King, but Langham and Bunce at once resigned 
and Reynardson not long after. The Corporation Act of 1661 (Car. II., u. 2) empowered 
the King to appoint Commissioners with authority to remove from office in the 
Corporations and appoint successors to any whose removal they should deem expedient 
for the public safety. Under the provisions of this Act the King's Commissioners 

J ' removed William Love and Tempest Milner, substituting for them Sir Thomas Bludworth 
and William Turner. The Court of Aldermen was now strongly Royalist, the majority of 
its members being thorough-going ' Church and King ' men, but there was a small 
minority under the leadership of Sir J. Lawrence, who favoured the Nonconformists. 
There is an interesting MS. account of the Aldermen drawn up in the early months of 
1672 giving from a bigoted courtier and Churchman's point of view the characters of the 
Aldermen of that date, from which extracts are given in the biographical notes on the 
Aldermen in this volume (pp. 182-191).**' During the agitation over the Popish Plot and 
the Exclusion Bill the general feeling of the City was against the Duke of York and the 

> Romanists, but the Exclusionists could only reckon on a small minority in the Court of 
Aldermen. The story of the fierce contests at Mayoral and Shrieval elections in 1680, 
1681 and 1682, and of the events that led up to the suspension of the Charter in 
1683, is narrated in detail by Dr. Sharpe, and forms an interesting chapter in civic 
history .^"5 

From 16S3 to 1688, the eight opposition Aldermen (Alleyn, Frederick, Lawrence, 
Clayton, Ward, Gold, Shorter, Cornish) having been removed, the Court of Aldermen 
became exclusively Tory, to use the name which had just come into vogue to denote 
the supporters of the Duke of York. But this monotonous unanimity did not last long. 
When James II. had determined on suspending the Test and Corporation Acts, he found 
himself strongly opposed by those ultra ' Church and King ' men, whose affection for the

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King and devotion to his -wishes were subordinate to their firm attachment to the 
Established Church and horror of ' Popery ' : hence James found or thought it necessary 
in 168Y to remove the Tory Aldermen wholesale and fiU their places mainly with Whigs 
and Dissenters. Sir P. Rich was got rid of in March: Sir J. Heme, Sir W. Bussell and 
Sir B. Newland followed in June, and in August ten more, including such tried supporters 
of High Church Toryism as Sir W. Turner, Sir W. Prichard, Sir J. Moore, Sir S. 
Dashwood, their successors including such staunch Whigs as H. Edwin, W. Ashhurst, 
Sir J. Eyles, C. Chamberlain and W. JoUiffe. 

In 1688 the Charter was restored : the survivors of the Aldermen who had held 
office in 1683 resumed their positions, of whom 14 were Tories and 4 Whigs, four more of 
each side being elected to fill vaoancies.si° ^g further vacancies arose by death or 
resignation, the Whig strength was reinforced, and by the end of 1690 the two parties 
were ec[ualised. By the end of William III.'s reign the Tories had recovered the 
majority, but a succession of Whig gains between 1702 and 1710 left the relative strength 
at 16 Whigs to 9 Tories. In the last years of Anne, during the Tory reaction which was 
induced by the Saoheverell trial, the Whigs resorted to various devices to retain their lead : 
the scrutinies in the Wardmotes were conducted with scandalous partiality by Whig Lord 
Mayors,^ii and when Sir Joseph Lawrence, a Tory, was returned for Bishopsgate in place 
of a Whig, the Aldermen of the latter party either did not attend meetings of the Court 
or walked out so as to prevent by the want of a quorum the admission of the newcomer. 
At the accession of George I. the Whig Aldermen numbered 14 to 12, and their lead was 
increased during the reign, before the end of which the numbers were 17 to 9. Then came 
the great struggle against Walpole, when the tide of popular feeling in the City ran 
strongly against the Prime Minister, though he retained a small majority of supporters in 
the Court of Aldermen. In 1742, when Walpole's ministry came to an end, he was still 
supported in that Court by 14 to 12. Great party disputes arose over the Mayoralty. ' In 
1739 Sir George Champion, the senior Alderman, having voted in Parliament for 
Walpole's Excise Bill and the Spanish Convention, was opposed, and the next below him, 
Sir J. Salter, being also a Whig, the opposition nominated Sir E. Godschall and placed 
him at the head of the poll, with Salter second : the Court, however, elected Salter. 
In 1740 Champion did not demand a poll, but the Court elected the second in seniority, 
George Heathcote, who also was a violent anti-Walpolean, in preference to Godschall, by 
11 votes to 8. Heathcote refused to serve, and at the next Common Hall H. Parsons, 
who had already passed the Chair and was a Jacobite, was returned with Godschall, 
when 12 Whig Aldermen voted for Parsons and 11 Tories and anti-Walpoleans 
(including both candidates) for Godschall. Parsons accepted office but died before the 
expiration of his year, and in March, 1741, Godschall was again returned with an 
ex-Lord Mayor, Sir John Barnard. The Whig majority chose Barnard, who refused to 
accept : then Daniel Lambert, the next Tory on the list, was returned with Godschall, 
two Whigs who came between them in seniority being passed over. Again by 18 to 10 
the Whigs rejected Godschall.^ia However, at the close of Lambert's term in October, 
1741, Godschall, who had been again returned with George Heathcote, was allowed to 
occupy the Chair without further opposition. 

In the later years of George II. the Aldermen and the Common Council were 
united in their admiration of the policy and vigorous administration of the elder Pitt,

G. Heathcote, D. Lambert, H. Marshall and E. Hoare, as well by his own vote at each ol the three 
divisions in the Court of Aldermen ; and by R. Westley and E.. Wiilimott at the two later ones, they 
having been absent from the first. J. Barber and Sir .1. Lequesne voted lor him at both the 1740 
elections and died before the third. H. Parsons was absent from the first election and voted for 
Godschall at the second. R. Levett, who was on his deathbed, was absent from the 1740 elections : 
his successor, W. Benn, voted for Godschall in 1741, as did E. Ladbroke who had taken the place of 
Barber ; Lequesne's seat was then still vacant. 
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of whom William Beckford was the mouth-piece in the Corporation and in parliament. 
After the accession of George III. the City went into violent opposition to Bute, the 
King's favourite, and took up the cause of Wilkes with great zeal and clamour. Many 
of the Aldermen, led by Thomas Harley, favoured the King's policy. Angry addresses and 
remonstrances were sent up by the Common Council to the King and the strained 
relations culminated in the violation of precedent and it may be added of common 
decency, by Beckford's impromptu reply to the King's reproof of the remonstrants. 
During the heats engendered by the Wilkes agitation and the opposition in London 
to the American policy of the government, the ordinary course of succession to the 
Mayoral Chair had been again interrupted. In 1769, in order to secure the rejection 
of Sir Henry Bankes, the next on the rota (who was a ' King's man '), Becktord; who 
was one of the senior Aldermen and had already served as Lord Mayor, was nominated 
with Trecothiok, the next Whig below Bankes, and they were returned. The Court of 
Aldermen, in which the King's party had a majority, chose Beokford by 16 to 6, 
expecting that he would refuse a second term of office and so necessitate a fresh election, 
in which hope, however, they were disappointed, as although he at first declined, he 
finally consented to accept the Mayoralty. On Beckford's death Trecothick was 
chosen to serve out the remainder of his term : in 1770 Brass Crosby, another of 
the ' popular ' Aldermen was elected, but in 1771 the King's party succeeded in returning 
W. Nash at the head of the poll. In the next four years Townsend, Bull, Wilkes and 
Sawbridge, all strong opposition candidates, were elected Mayors, after which the 
natural order of succession was resumed. Civic politics had been much complicated 
by the personal quarrels in the Whig ranks, some pt the leaders of that party, including 
Townsend, Sawbridge and Oliver,^!' with whom the demagogue parson. Home (afterwards 
Horne-Tooke), was associated, denouncing Wilkes' personal character, tlough still 
adhering to the cause he represented. Wilkes was supported by Bull and received also 
the more valuable adherence of Junius, who in the energy of his vituperative warfare was 
more than a match even for Home. 

The City, including both Aldermen and Common Council, took a strong part in 
support of Pitt against the Coalition of 1783, and continued to adhere to his 
administration through the Begency Bill dispute and at the beginning of the French war 
of 1793. Soon afterwards the majority of the Livery became very violently Whig, while 
the government retained and indeed strengthened its majority in the Court of Aldermen. 
At the end of the century the Whig strength in that Court consisted of Aldermen 
Pickett, Skinner, Combe, Nevnnan, Maoauley and Sir W. Staines : old-fashioned Whigs 
like Sir W. Lewes, N. Newnham, Sir W. Plomer and G. Hibbert dissociating themselves 
from the extreme Foxite party. The Radical orators of the Common Council, Matthew 
Wood, Samuel Goodbehere and Robert Waithman were transferred to the Court of 
Aldermen between 1807 and 1818, and many more moderate Liberals also were added to 
that body in the early years of the 19th century. The City was strongly on the side of 
Queen Caroline and afterwards energetically supported the Reform Bill. The majority 
of the Aldermen, however, were opposed to interfering with the ordinary course of the 
Mayoralty by re-electing Sir. John Key in 1831, as a reward for his Reforming zeal. He 
was returned three times with a. Whig colleague — Aldermen Thorp, Thompson and 
Kelly successively — and on the first two occasions the Court seated his rival, the votin" 
being 13 to 10 for Thorp, and 12 to 6 for Thompson, Key being finally chosen by 10 to 4 
in the last "division, 11 Aldermen not voting. Reformers as well as Tories were found 
voting against Key in the two first divisions : the four stalwarts who held out at the last 
were Aldermen Sir 0. Flower, Birch, Atkins and Winchester.''* 



Oliver, though a staunch opponent of the administration, declined to accept nomination as Wilkes' 
colleague lor the Shrievalty in 1771 and Bull was accordingly substituted for him. 

Three of the four named in the text voted against Key in both the first and second divisions Flower 
being absent from the second ; Aldermen Analey, Scholey, Garratt, Brown, Lucas Sir p' Laurie 
Parebrother and Copeland were also in the majority on both those occasions, of whom Ansley voted 
for Key and the rest abstained from voting at the flnal division. Key voted for himself and received 
the support of Thorp, Thompson, Kelly, Cowan and Wilson each time ; Sir C. Hunter Wood and 
Venables were absent from the second division, but voted for Key in the first and third' and Su- W 
Heygate and Waithman supported him in the flret division, but did not vote in 'the others" 
Alderman C. Smith only voted in the second division, when he supported Thompson and 
Sir B,. C. Glyn took no part in any one of the elections. ' 
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if fcer the Reform Bill politics gradually ceased to influence' either the elections of 
Aldermen and Councilmen or their action as such after election. . For practically three 
quarters of a century the members of the Corporation of London — both the ' Upper ' and 
the ' Lower ' House — have been chosen quite irrespective of party considerations, and in 
that respect it has presented a striking contrast to the Corporations of all other large 
towns and most of the smaller ones throughout the country. It is universally recognised 
that it is ' bad form ' for a candidate or his supporters in a contest for an Aldermanry or a 
seat in the Common Council to refer or allude to his opinions on matters of Imperial policy . 
It is no doubt possible in the case of most of the Aldermen, as in the case of other public 
men, to infer from their action at parliamentary elections or in other matters outside the 
Guildhall and the Wardmotes what their political opinions are ; and in the case of those 
who take no prominent part in other than purely civic questions, the Clubs to which they 
belong may afford an indication, but only a person of singularly developed powers of 
intuitive perception could find any data on which to base a deduction as to the political 
views of individual Aldermen from a careful study of their speeches and votes on 
the questions which alone come before them in their capacity as members of the 
Corporation.'!^ 

In one respect the Corporation of London is more democratic than any other 
similar body. The whole Common Council is elected annually instead of being renewed 
only as to a third portion each year, as is the case in provincial borough councils, or in 
bulk triennially like the London County Council. 

The Aldermen retain their seats for life, unless they voluntarily resign or are 
removed for good and sufficient cause, of which there has been only one instance since 
the restoration of the Charter in 1688. That system has been in force now for more 
than five centuries, and it is difficult to see what practical objection can be made to it. 
As a rule those who find themselves becoming incapacitated by age, infirmity, or a 
growing indisposition to give due attention to their duties, tender their resignations of 
their own accord, and it would be easier to find instances of over-sensitiveness and 
excessive conscientiousness depriving the Court of honoured members who can ill be 
spared than of inconvenience to the public service caused by a contrary course of action. 
The days of Alderman Bridgen —who, by the way, was a ' popular ' Aldernaan ' agin the 
Government ' and a supporter of Wilkes — are over, and cannot be recalled in the 20th 
century. If that worthy who, after passing the Chair, retired into the country, and 
during fifteen years thereafter appeared at Guildhall only once or twice, except when he 
came up to give a party vote for a Whig Keoorder,''^ were to be restored to the Court of 
Aldermen now and evince a similar conception of his responsibilities and his duties, we 
may rest assured that public opinion would very soon prove too strong for him. 



In a history of a corporate body or any similar institution extending over many 
centuries, it is necessarily possible to find examples of unworthy members and of actions 
both moraUy reprehensible and practically disastrous. The British House of Commons, 
which we have been taught to regard as the fine flower of representative institutions, 
(a flower whose bloom seems to be fast fading), would not come out unscathed from a 
rigid examination on such points, and even the London County Council, in the heyday 
of its youthful Progressive exuberance, was not altogether free from the presence of 
'undesirables.' But the grand old Corporation of London, and especially the elder 
branch of it with which the present writer has dealt in this work, venerable in its 
antiquity, and not inglorious in its associations, may look back with no small measure 
of satisfaction on the record of its past history, a record in the main of public spirit

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and public usefulness. It has emerged unharmed more than once or twice in safety 
and with renewed youth from storms which at one time threatened to overwhelm it. 
When similar storms lower menacingly again it can, with the recollection of the dangers 
it has hitherto surmounted, say to its members, ' passi graviora, dabit Deus his quoque 
finem,' to the bitterest of its enemies ' Contempsi Oatilinae gladios, non pertimesoam 
tuos,' and proud of the traditions of a thousand years, it may look forward to the future 
with hope and confidence of carrying on those traditions in centuries that are yet 
to come. 

' The torch that we took from our elders' grasp, we are passing along 
undimmed and clear ; 
Through constant succession of later hands, may it still gleam brightly 
from year to year I '

The succession in each Ward is given in Volume I. (pages 1-224) ; the following list 
gives the chronological succession of persons. Hence, wheu one or more translations 
from one Ward to another took place in consequence of a single death or resignation, the 
new Alderman is regarded as taking the seat of the one who had died or resigned, not 
of the one to whose Ward he succeeded. Thus, Sir T. Crosby, the present (June, 1910) 
Alderman of Langbourn, is regarded as the successor of Sir Stuart Knill, at whose 
death Sir T. Crosby's predecessor in Langbourn (Sir J. Savory) was translated to 
Bridge Without, the Ward which Sir Stuart had represented in the Court of 
Aldermen. 

When the full date is given it is that of election. Where the word " sworn " 
is appended in brackets, only the date of formal admission has been preserved ; the 
words "and sworn" indicate that election and admission were on the same day. 
In the majority of elections after the fifteenth century and in some earlier ones, two 
dates are given, the earlier being that of election, the later that of admission. 

The references to the original authorities for these dates (Repertories, Journals, 
Letter Books, Husting Rolls, etc.), are not repeated in the following pages : they will be 
found in the Ward Lists (Vol. I., pages 1-224). 

The names of Mayors and Lord Mayors are printed in small capitals : those of 
persons elected Aldermen but (certainly or presumably) not admitted and sworn are in 
italics. 

Those Aldermen (17 in all), before whose names " [Court] " is prefixed were 
originally chosen by the Court of Aldermen after the rejection of three successive 
nominations by the Wardmotes. There were also three instances of Aldermen being 
translated from one Ward to another under similar circumstances (see Vol. I., pages 
242, 249). 

With regard to the orthography of proper names, I would refer the reader to what 
I have said on pages xv., xvi. of the first volume, which will explain occasional, and 
indeed not infrequent, variations in the forms I have adopted in this list from those 
which have been used in the Ward Lists and other earlier portions of the present work. 

The dates are given throughout according to the modern computation, i.e. New 
Style : consequently for the periods from January 1 to March 25, annually, till 1751, 
the years are later by one than in authorities in which the Old Style is either deliberately 
used, or (as is frequently the case) ignorantly copied." 

Those Aldermen to whom the letter (D) is prefixed are noticed in the Dictionary of 
Natural Biography, and in many cases these articles contain inaccuracies and are far 
from complete. In the notices of the names to which (D*) is prefixed, errors in the 
text of the original edition of the D.N.B. have been corrected and omissioiis supplied by 
the present writer, which corrections and additions are printed in the new issue ; unless 
supplemented by reference to these, the original articles are either misleading or 
incomplete, and frequently both. 



"I am conscious that I use the terms 'Old Style' and 'New Style' in this con- 
nexion somewhat loosely. Strictly speaking, the difference is between the old Legal 
or Civil Year and the Historical Year, which began respectively on March 25th and 
January 1st, whereas the terms ' Old Style ' and ' New Style ' refer to the Julian and 
Gregorian Calendars. But as the computation of dates by the old Legal or Civil Year 
was abolished in England by a section jof the Act which substituted the Gregorian for 
the Julian Calendar (24 George III., o 23), it is practically correct, though techmoa,lly 
what an eminent politician might call ' a terminological inexactitude,' to refer dating 
by the Legal or Civil Year in this country to the Old Style reckoning of which it was a 
concomitant.

3. I have stated (Vol. I., pp. 217, 395), that Heende was Alderman of Walbrook 
Ward, without intermission, from 1394 to 1409, and as Dr. Sharps has noted in his 
Calendar of Letter Book I. (p. 36), there is no direct record of his having ceased to 
represent that Ward. But the entry in that Letter Book (fo. 36), which Dr. Sharpe 
transcribes, wherein his election to his second Mayoralty is recorded (October 13, 1404), 
describes him as Co'arius, i.e. Commoner, which, if correct, shows a very remarkable 
departure from custom which was never again repeated. His name, however, is found 
repeatedly amongst those of Aldermen present at Courts up to October 13, 1402 (fo. 19 6), 
and again, after his Mayoralty, from June 18, 1406, till December 17, 1407. Moreover, he 
appears on the Husting Eolls definitely as Alderman of Walbrook Ward as late as 
November 26, 1401 [130 (53)] and again on June 21, 1405, during his Mayoralty [133 (92)] 
and on May 22, 1409 [136 (81)] . It is clear, therefore, either that there is an error in the 
entry in Lettet Book I., describing him as a Commoner, in October, 1404, or that he must 
have ceased to hold office as Alderman about 1403, and resumed it early in his Mayoralty 
(1401-5). 

I should have adopted the former alternative as more probable, were it not that 
the facts and dates quoted above suggest a solution of another difficulty to which 
reference is made in Vol. I. (pp. 79, 230), with regard to the first election of Nicholas 
Wotton. As I have there noted, Wotton is recorded to have been present as Alderman on 
October 13, 1404, simultaneously with William Framlyngham, his predecessor in Broad 
Street Ward, the first Ward with which his name is definitely associated as Alderman in 
the records, and for which he was acting on December 1, 1404 [Husting EoU 183 (24)] . 
I had not, when Vol. I. was written, noted that there is a still earlier record of Wotton as 
an Alderman, under date March 24, 1404 (Letter Book I., fo. 27). If we assume that 
Wotton succeeded Heende in Walbrook Ward in 1403 or early in 1404, and was 
transferred to Broad Street in October or November, 1404, whereupon Heende (then 
Mayor) resumed his old position as Alderman of Walbrook, the difficulties vanish with 
regard to both of them, and that assumption, though purely inferential and unconfirmed 
by any direct record of the facts suggested, seems to possess the highest degree of 
probability short of absolute certainty, and I have therefore adopted it above.

Reynardson was removed to Pack's seat 
for Bassishaw on October 4, but he did not resume attendance in the Court at all after 
his restoration.

The seats of T. Foot, C. Pack, E. Tichborne and W. Crow, were vacant. There 
were thus 2.5 Aldermen and four vacancies, making a total of three in excess of the 
regular number, caused by there being two Aldermen for each of the three wards, 
Bishopsgate, Cheap and Candlewick. The resignation of Langham and the removals of 
the Lord Mayor (Alleyn) and Reynardson to other wards to fill the seats previously 
held by Crow and Pack reduced the existing Aldermen to 24, with two vacancies 
(those caused by the disqualification of Foot and Tichborne) to be filled, making the 
regular total of 26.

123. The absence of record of the actual date of this election is due to the 
destruction of the minutes in the Great Fire. There are no minutes from April 3 to 
July 3, 1666. Under the former date there is the heading ' Bludworth, Mayor,' followed 
by the words ' chartae quse desunt ne hie intrentur trinorum scilicet mensium (Aprilis, 
Mali & Junii) in horrendis ignibus perierunt ' (Rep. 71, fo. 66 b). It is possible that 
some others whose names are lost may have been chosen between Bonfoy's discharge 
and Swallowe's election. The Great Fire (which presumably is meant by the ' horrendi 
ignes ' of the memorandum) did not break out till September 2 ; it is somewhat strange 
that the three months' hiatus should come to an end at a date two months earlier, the 
minutes for July and August being preserved. The papers whose destruction is here noted 
were probably rough minutes which had never been copied into, and were not kept in the 
same place as, the official records, which were secured intact at the time of the fire. 

124. The D.N.B. article omits Viner's resignation of his Aldermanry in 1686, 
speaks of Alderman ' Blackwell ' (meaning ' Backwell '), and states that Sir E. Steele, who 
was not born till 1676, ' himself witnessed an occurrence in Viner's Mayoralty,' which 
was in 1674. The writer is hopelessly at sea in the chronological arrangement of the 
sentences referring to Viner's bankruptcy through neglecting to observe the distinction 
between the Civil computation of years and that now in use.

125. The D.N.B. omits the date of Moore's first election as Alderman, and makes 
no mention of his dismissal from office in.l687, or of his 30 years' service on the Com- 
mittee of the B.I.C. ; he is also said to have been President of Christ's Hospital 'in 1681,' 
a very inadequate representation of the fact that he held the of&ce for 15 years. It is 
not the fact, as stated in D.N.B., that he had actually been 'elected Sherifi' and dis- 
charged before 1671. He had, when discharged from his Aldermanry in 1667, paid the 
necessary fine to ensure freedom from liability to be elected Sherifi, which fine was 
returned to him when he accepted the office later. His knighthood did not, as the text 
of the article suggests, precede his election as Sheriff. The statement that the Lord 
Mayor's privilege of nominating a Sheriff ' had long been in abeyance ' before Moore's 
year of office is the exact opposite of the real facts ; the City Records prove that it had 
been exercised every year except one since 1662 ; Pilkington, who is referred to in the 
article as Sheriff during Moore's mayoralty, was himself the nominee of Moore's 
or in the chair.

132. Ward's removal from office in 1683 and restoration in 1688 are passed over in 
D.N.B. article, which also ignores his Parliamentary service for Pontefract. He was not, 
as there stated, a Colonel of the Trained Bands during his Mayoralty, nor was the 
composition of the City lieutenancy subject, as the article clearly implies, to popular 
election. The date of his restoration to the Colonelcy of the Blue Regiment (1694) is 
wrongly given as 1691, although Luttrell, to whom reference is made as authority for the 
erroneous date, records it quite correctly. The note ' on the character and dispositions of 
the London Aldermen' is incorrectly referred to as 'probably supplied to James II.,' 
although the Gentleman's Magazine, 1769, from which it is professedly copied, expressly 
states that it was ' presented to His Majesty King Charles II.,' and this is confirmed by 
internal evidence, inasmuch as it deals with some Aldermen who died and others who 
resigned before the end of Charles' reign, and moreover, names Sir G. Waterman as the 
existing Lord Mayor, which fixes the date as 1671-2. This article strikingly exemplifies 
the necessity of verifying for one's self D.N.B. references instead of taking them on trust. 

133. The spelling above is that of the Alderman's autograph : the name is more 
commonly spelled with an intrusive ' t,' which form is adopted by the D.N B., by 
Dr. Sharpe in London and the Kingdom, and by myself in the earlier portion of Vol. I. 
of this work (pp. 67, 77). The D.N.B. article names only one of his Wards, omits the 
dates of his elections as Alderman, misdates that of his first candidature for the 
parliamentary representation of the city, and states that he ' laid down his gown ' in 
1688, whereas he served continuously from that date till his death, more than 16 years 
later. There is no mention of his (jovernorship of the Irish Society or of his Presidency 
of the Honourable Artillery Company. The Christian name of Sir Thomas Pilkington 
(himself the subject of an article in the D.N.B.) is given as 'John.' Prichard was not, 
as stated in D.N.B. , ' head of the poll,' but third at the London parliamentary election of 
1702 ; his candidature in 1695 is omitted, whereas that in 1698, which was not persisted 
in but withdrawn before the poll, is recorded.

139. The article in D.N.B. does not give the reason (viz., the restoration of the 
Charter) for Kiffin's vacation of his post as Alderman ; it is incorrect in the name of 
his immediate successor and in the date of Edwin's election. The name of the Lord 
Mayor who heard the charge of heretical preaching brought against him in 1655 is 
wrongly given in the old edition, but corrected in the new issue. The article states that 
Kiffin was apprenticed to the celebrated John Lilburne, then a brewer, in 1629, and left 
him in 1631, whereas Lilburne, who in 1638 describes himself as then in his 22nd year, 
according to the D.N.B. itself was apprenticed to a cloth merchant till 1636. The D.N.B. 
reckons the period between August and October, 1687 (the dates of his appointment as 
Alderman and his taking the oaths), as four months. 

140. In the D.N.B. article on his father (H. Ashhurst) in which Sir William is 
referred to, his knighthood is misdated.

The three first-named (Sirs W. Hooker, J. Raymond and P. Daniel) had retained their 
seats throughout the period, having been Aldermen before the judgment on the Writ of 
Quo Warranto. 

On October 3, 1688, the Charter was restored, and all the survivors of those who were 
acting as Aldermen at the time of its forfeiture (October, 1683), were reinstated 
automatically with their original precedence, the existing Aldermen being displaced 
(except the three who were in office in 1683), and their elections treated as illegal, those 
of them who were again elected (either at once or after an interval) reckoning their 
seniority from the date of such fresh election. Eight of the Aldermen of 1683 had died 
in the interim, viz: Sir J. Frederick, Sir R. Vyner, Sir J. Shorter, Sir T. Gold, Sir W. 
Rawsterne, Sir J. Peake, Sir T. Beckford, H. Cornish. The eighteen Aldermen who

142. The D.N.B. article gives a meagre and uninforming account of Houblon's 
being ' chosen by the House of Lords one of the Commissioners of the Accounts ' in 
1704, omitting the most important point. The Commons, in which there was then a Tory 
majority, named certain Commissioners, and the House of Lords, in which the Whigs 
were then predominant, struck out one of the names and inserted that of Houblon as 
well as those of two additional Commissioners (both Whigs), Sir W. Scawen and F. 
Eyles, the latter of whom was afterwards an Alderman of London. The Commons took 
exception to this as infringing their privileges with regard to IVTouey Bills ; the Lords 
adhered to their amendment and the Bill consequently dropped. The case, which is fully 
recorded by Luttrell (the authority quoted in D.N.B.}, is interesting as showing that 
amendments to money bills by the House of Lords have not been confined to periods 
when the Tories dominated it. 

143. The D.N.B. is wrong in stating that Papillon 'terminated his connection with 
the old [East India] Company in 1682 ' ; he served on its Committee for the year 1682-3. 
It is only technically accurate to say that he was returned for Dover in 1672-3 ; there 
was a double return then, and he did not get the seat till the following year. 

144. Child was a Whig when elected Alderman, but afterwards joined the Tories. 
The D.N.B. article records his election as Colonel of one of the regiments of Trained 
Bands in 1694, but omits the fact that he then declined to serve. 

145. The article on Wildman in D.N.B. gives neither his Ward nor his date of 
election as Alderman ; it also omits his return for Great Bedwin in 1681 and wrongly 
gives Wootton Bassett as his constituency in 1689, confounding him with his son.

158. The D.N.B. article dates the translation of Parsons to the Grocers' Company 
as ' upon his election as Lord Mayor,' whereas it took place more than five years earlier. 
The year o£ his contest for Reigate is quite unintelligibly expressed : I have no idea 
which year the writer means, except that it is obviously not the right one. ' Viscount 
Avalon ' is not a correct description of anybody who ever existed ; presumably ' Viscount 
Mordaunt of Avalon' is meant. (It would be quite incorrect to speak of Lord James of 
Hereford as 'Lord Hereford' or Viscount Kitchener of Khartoum as 'Viscount 
Khartoum.') The printer is probably responsible for the date, uncorrected in the new 
issue, which puts his marriage half a century before his birth. There can be no possible 
doubt as to the identity of his father-in-law, whom the writer describes as 'Sir Ambrose 
Crowley, or Crawley' ; he was the Alderman of Dowgate 1711-3, recorded on p. 1'22 ante.

Dictionary), has one slight inaccuracy in giving the date of his election as Chamberlain as 
December, 1779. The poll closed on November 29. Wilkes' Livery Company is not recorded, 
nor are his four unsuccessful candidatures for the Chamberlainship against his predecessor 
noticed. 

174. The omission of Townsend's name from the D.N.B. biographies is quite 
indefensible, having regard to the many less important and comparatively undistinguished 
personages who have been admitted. 

175. The D.N.B. ante-dates Sawbridge's Shrievalty by a year; hence the amazing 
blunder of saying that 'during his (Sawbridge's) Shrievalty he five times returned Wilkes 
as duly elected for Middlesex.' Sawbridge was not Sheriff at the period of Wilkes' 
Middlesex elections, nor was he in any of&cial way concerned in them ; moreover, there 
were only four (not five) such elections in 1768-9, and only three of these in the course of 
a single Shrievalty. Sawbridge's defeat in the City election of 1780, and his unsuccessful 
candidature for the Mayoralty in 1773, are both ignored. Alderman Townsend's name is 
(as usual) mis-spelled.

1220-1912. 

(In continuation of Vol. I., pp. 405-408.) 



[It has not been thought necessary to record well-known historical facts, and 
except in the case of genealogical notes, I have not included such details as may be 
found in the articles relating to Aldermen in the Dictionary of National Biography, a list 
of which is appended for convenience of reference.] 



c 1243. John Grisors. Probably identical with the personage of that name whose Will 
was enrolled April 27, 1282 [H.E. 13 (71)] and who was father of John de 
Gisors (Alderman 1282-96). 

cl246. "Walter de Winton. He married a sister of Arnold fitz-Thedmar, the 
chronicler (Alderman c 1255-75). 

1247. Adam de Basing. Grandson of Salomon de Basing (Mayor 1217). 

cl249. "William fitz-Eichard. One of the leaders of the party of the King 
(Henry III.) in the City in opposition to the baronial party of de Montfort. 

cl249. Alexander le Ferrun. One of the leaders of the baronial party in the City 
in opposition to the King. 

cl255. Arnold fltz-TJiedmar. Sou of 'Thedmar the Teutonic' He compiled the 
Chronicles of the Mayors and Sheriffs of London, 1188-1274 (translated by the 
late Mr. H. T. Biley from the Liber de Antiguis Legibus), which is one of the 
chief authorities for the civic history of the period. His sisters married 
Walter de Winton, John Gisors and Balph Bswy, who were all Aldermen, and 
the two last Mayors of London. He was a bitter opponent of the popular 
party in the City, who he asserts would have murdered him and his political 
friends but for the news of the battle of Evesham. Other Aldermen, who, 
according to fitz-Thedmar, had been marked out for assassination by the 
followers of Montfort, were John de Gisors, William fitz-Eichard, Gregory de 
Kokesle, John Adrien, Geoffrey de Winton, Robert de Coruhill, William de 
Durham, Bartholomew de Castell. 

c 1264. Philip le TaiUour. The candidate of the Aldermanic party for the Mayoralty 
in opposition to the re-election of Walter Hervi in 1272. (For this contest see 
Chronicles of the Mayors and Sheriffs, trans. Eiley, pp. 153-158, Dr. Sharpe's 
London and the Kingdom, i. 105, 106). 

cl265. Gregory de Eokesle. The circumstances of his refusal to meet the King's 
Justiciars at the Tower in his official capacity as Major, which resulted in 
the suspension of the Mayoralty for 13 years, are detailed in Liber Albus 
(trans. Eiley), pp. 14, 15, and in Dr. Sharpe's Loiiimi and the Kingdom, i., 
pp. 120-122. 

cl265. "Walter Hervi. The leader of the popular party in the City after the 
disappearance of fitz-Thomas. He was deprived of his Aldermanry and ' for 
ever excluded from the Council of the City,' May 29, 1274. The ' articles as to 
the presumptuous acts and injuries of most notorious character ' alleged 
against him are set forth in the Chronicles of the Mayors and Sheriffs of 
London (trans. Eiley), pp. 174, 175. 

C1266. Edward le Blund. Father of John le Blund (Mayor 1301-8). 

cl269. "Walter le Peter. Son-in-law of Geoffrey de Winton (Alderman, Sherifi 
1248-9) and brother-in-law of Nicholas fitz-Geoffrey (Alderman, Sheriff 
1273-4, 1280-1). 

cl271. Ralph le Blund. Son-in-law of Peter fitz-Alan (Maj-or 1246-7). 

cl276. 'William Bukerel. Son of Stephen Bukerel (Alderman, Sheriff 1227-9). 

cl280. Richard de Es'wy. He is described in the Will of Thomas de Basinge 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1269-70), as his 'brother' (i.e. brother-in-law or step- 
brothei).

cl280. Ealph. Crepjm. or de Alegate. He is generally described as 'olericus;' 
he may possibly have been the ' Common Clerk ' of tbe City before John do 
Banquelle. His vacation of his Aldermanry in 1285 was probably due to 
connection with the affray which resulted in the murder of Laurence Duket 
in Bow Church, the story of which is told in a footnote tb Aungier's French 
Chronicle of London (trans. Eiley), p. 19, and in Dr. Sharpe's London and the 
Kingdom, i., 119. 

cl282. John de G-isors. Son of John de Gisors (Mayor 1246, 1258-9), and father of 
John de Gisors (IMayor 1-311-3, 1314-5), Anketin de Gisors and Henry de 
Gisors (Aldermen 13(2-36 and 1830-5 respectively). 

1294. SolomorL \rectius Salomon] le Ooteler. He is also called Salomon de 
Laufare. The name by which he is usually referred to (' le Coteler ') obviously 
indicates his trade, that of a cutler. 

1294. "Walter de Eokesle was nephew of Gregory de Rokesle (Mayor 1274-81, 
1284-5). 

c 1297. Gregory de Northone. I have described him as ' Recorder, 1298-1303 ' 
(Vol. I., p. 378), but I cannot now find the note on which that statement 
is based. That he held an office equivalent to either the Recordership 
or the Town Clerkship may be inferred from Letter Book A, 82 6, where 
under date April 8, 1290, be is described as ' Clerk to the Warden of 
London.' His successor as Alderman of Candlewick, John de Wengrave, is 
the first Recorder definitely described by that title ; I think he succeeded his 
predecessor in the Recordership as well as in the Aldermanry, though he 
appears not to have taken the oath, which may possibly have been newly 
framed then, till January, 1304, about a year after Gregory de Northone's 
death. 

cl297. Adam de Hallingberi was one of the executors of the Will of Henry le 
Waleys. 

1298. William de Leyre. In his house Sir William Wallace was lodged the night 
before his trial. 

1303. John de Wengrave. The writer of the French Chronicle of London records 
that ' he did much evil in his time to the Commons.' It is perhaps worthy of 
note that Wengrave and his seven immediate successors in the Recordership 
were all Aldermen of the City while holding this office, but since 1376 there 
has been no instance of the two offices being combined in a single person. Six 
of these Recorders (including Wengrave himself) were Aldermen of Candlewick, 
as also was Geoffrey de Northone, who was not improbably his predecessor; 
two were Aldermen of Bridge, one of whom migrated thither from Candlewick 
while Recorder, only one being unconnected with either of those Wards. 

1306. John de Gisors. The third Mayor of the name. He was an adherent of 
Queen Isabella and Mortimer. i 

1. I have erroneously dated his death 1329, in vol. I. (p. 379). This date, which was 
taken from the' Stocken MSS. in the Guildhall Library, but for which I can find 
no other authority, seemed probable from the fact that Gisors practically 
disappears from all public and civic life after 1327. He died in January, 1351 : 
Will dated January 5, enrolled January 19 [H.R. 78 (248)]. The note which 
Dr. Sharpe (Calendar of Husting Wills, i.,643) transcribes from Stow is ambiguous 
and misleading, as it apparently distinguishes between the Mayor of 1811 and the 
John Giso-s who died in 1350-1, and it is almost impossible to determine from the 
vagueness of Stow's use of pronouns whether he takes the latter to be a son or a 
brother (having the same baptismal name) of the earlier Mayor. It is clear from 
the Will that the testator was an old man, as he had a married grand-daughter : 
moreover, the names of his father and mother (John and Margery) are those of the 
Alderman who died in 1296, and his wife. It is to be noted that the elder John 
who died in 1296, bequeathed his ' New Hall in the parish of St. Mildred, in 
Bradestreet ' to his son Thomas, and that this hall afterwards became the property 
of the testator of 1351, and that the latter also had a son Thomas, as he bequeathed 
' Gysors Hall, in the parish of St. Mildred de Bradestreet ' to his grand-daughter 
Felicia, daughter of Thomas Gysors. (Stow's account of the descent of the hall 
given under Bread Street Ward diflers from that which he gives under Vintry 
Ward.) 
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1312. Anketyn de Gisors. His widow married Adam de Acres, afterwards Common 
Serjeant. 

1312. Eoger de FrO"Wyk. Son of Henry de Frowyk (Alderman, Sheriii 1274-5), 
and grandson of Lawrence de Frowyk (Alderman, Sheriff 1246-7, 1251-2). 

1315. Hamo de Cliig"well. One of the chief civic supporters of Edward II. against 
the party of Queen Isabella and Mortimer. John de Cotuu (Alderman 
1319-30), who belonged to the latter faction, described Chigwell, when Mayor, 
as ' the vilest worm that had been in the City for more than twenty years,' and 
expressed his opinion that it would be a blessing if his head were severed from 
his body. For the later history of Chigwell, after the deposition of Edward II., 
see Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom, i., 165-169, and the original 
authorities there cited. 

1319. Eobert Sely. Son of Thomas Sely (Alderman, Sheriff 1298-9). 

1322. Eicliard de Betoyne. Son of William de Betoyne (Alderman, City 

Chamberlain, and Sheriff 1288-9). He and John de G-isors were two of the 
most prominent adherents of Queen Isabella and Mortimer. He had assisted, 
or at least connived at, Mortimer's escape from the Tower in 1328. A full 
account of his dispute with his colleagues in the parliamentary representation 
of the City on the question of removing the staple from England to the 
Continent is given in London and the Kingdom, i., 174-177. 

1323. "Walter Crepyn was a son of Ealph Crepyn or de Alegate (formerly Alderman 

of Cornhill) and closely related to Richard de Gloucester, his own predecessor 
in the Aldermanry of that Ward. 

1327. G-regory de Nortone. Son of Geoffrey de Nortone (Alderman 1297-1303). 

1330. Richard de la Pole. A native of Hull, brother of Sir William de la Pole, 
whose son Michael was created Earl of Suffolk, and was one of the favourites 
of. Richard II. 

1339. Jolm de Nortliall. Father of Thomas de Northall, a Carmelite friar, who 
became Archbishop of Dublin and Lord Chancellor of Ireland. 

1348. Henry Picard. He married a grand-daughter of John de Gisors (Mayor 1311-3, 
1314-5) and was one of Richard Johnson's NinS Worthies of London. 

1348. Adam de Bury. One of the three Aldermen (the others being Richard Lyons 
and John Pecche) who were removed from their Aldermanries in 1376 on account 
of charges of malversation. Bury, who was said to have appropriated money 
subscribed for the ransom of King John of Prance, escaped to Flanders and so 
was not tried. The other two were convicted of the charges severally brought 
against them, Lyons of embezzling the King's revenue and Pecche of extortion 
in the exercise of his monopoly of sweet wines. 

1352. John de Stodeye. Two of his daughters married Sir Nicholas Brembre 
(Mayor 1377-8 and 1383-6) and Henry Vanner (Alderman, Sheriff 1391-2), 
respectively. Sir John Philipot (Mayor 1378-9) is said to have married 
another daughter, but this is doubtful ; he is known to have married two 
other wives, one the daughter of Richard de Croydon (Alderman, Sheriff 
1363-4). 

1360. John de Bernes. By his Will he directed the proceeds of the sale of certain 
lands to be placed in a chest under four keys to be kept respectively by the 
Wardens of the Grocers, Mercers and Drapers, and the City Chamberlain. 
The chest is still preserved in the Town Clerk's office at Guildhall, and is 
known as ' Barnes's chest.' (Sharpe's Calendar of Husting Wills, ii., 180). 

1363. James Andceu. His wife was niece of John de Caustone (Alderman, Sheriff 

1324-5). 
1365. "William de Haldene. The last of the Aldermen who also were Recorders of 

the City. 
1368. Sir "WiHiam "Walworth. He was one of Richard Johnson's 'Nine Worthies 

of London.' The events of his second mayoralty are too well known to need 

record here. 
1372. Sir Nicholas Brembre. The leader of the party of the victualling trades in 

Richard II. 's reign, which supported the King against the party of John of 

Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster. 
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1375. Jolin de Nortliaiiipton. The leader of the non-viotualling trades in 
Richard II. 's reign, which supported John of Gaunt. Nicholas Twyford 
(elected Alderman the same year) was one of his chief lieutenants. 

1375. Jolin Maryns. He is described in his Will as ' John Foot alias Maryns.' 

• 

1377. "William "Wodelious. He is described in his Will as ' William Power, called 

Wodehous.' He had three wives, the second of whom bore the singular name 

of Anselina. 

1377. "William Tonge. He was buried in All Hallows Church, Barking, where 

there is the oldest brass in London to his memory. 

1378. John Vyne. He had been apprentice to James Andreu (Mayor 1367-8), of 

whose Will he was executor. 

1379. Jolm Heende. He built the Church of St. Swithin by London Stone. 

1381. John Fresshe. Two of his daughters married Aldermen, viz., Walter Cotton 

(Sheriff 1411-2) and Walter Newenton (Alderman of Langliourn 1399-1400). 

1382. Nicholas Bxton. One of the chief adherents of Brembre and the 

victualling party in civic politics. 

1383. John Fraunceys. He is described in his Will as 'John Godman, otherwise 

called Frauuceys.' 

1383. Geoffrey Crymelford. Son-in-law of R. Hatfield (Alderman, Sheriff 1371-2). 

1390. "William Bram.pton. Dr. Wylie in his History of England under Henry IV. 

(ii., 71-77), gives an account of a mission of Brampton (in conjunction with the 
Speaker of the House of Commons and a clerical envoy) to Conrad of 
Jungingen, High Master of the Teutonic Knights, to adjust trade disputes 
which had arisen with the Hanse Towns. His statement that on his return 
voyage to England in October, 1405, ' the ship was lost with all hands and he 
and the papers went to the bottom ' is clearly inaccurate, as Brampton made 
a Will in London on November 6th, 1406, which was proved a week later. 

1391. Richard "Whytyngdon ('Whittington'). Much of his history as related in 

popular stories is legendary. The best account of him is contained in the 
article on him by Professor Tait in the Dictionary of National Biography. 

1397. John "Wodeook. At the close of his mayoralty the custom of having a solemn 
celebration of mass before the election of a new Mayor was introduced, 
probably at his instance. He was a pious man and left bequests in his Will 
to several churches and religious houses. Whittington was the first Mayor to 
be elected after a, religious service. The custom continues in a modified form 
to the present time, the election being always preceded by divine service 
(Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom, i., 252, 253). 

1402. Thomas Fauconer. He built Moorgate, which was afterwards rebuilt by 
Sir W. Hampton in his Mayoralty (1472-3). 

1402. Robert Chichele. Brother of Henry Chichele, Archbishop of Canterbury 

He built the church of St. Stephen's, Walbrook. 

1403. Richard Merlawe. He was one of the five ' Treasurers of War '—officials 

appointed by the Parliament of 1404 to have the disposal of the supplies 
granted m that year, independently of the King's Ministers. Two other of the 
five were Aldermen of London, viz., John Hadle (the senior member of the 
Court, Mayor 1379-80, 1383-4) and Thomas KnoUes (Mayor 1399-1400, 1410-1). 
1403. Nicholas "Wotton. He was great grandfather of Sir Edward and of 
Dr. Nicholas Wotton, Privy Councillors to Henry VIII. and well-known 
diplomatists, the former of whom was grandfather of Sir Edward, created 
Lord Wotton, and of Sir Henry Wotton, to whom is attributed the definition 
of an ambassador as ' an honest man sent to lie abroad for the good of his 
country,' ° 

1407. Henry Halton. His widow married John Welles (Alderman, Mayor 1431-2). 

1407. "WiUiam Chichele. Brother of the Archbishop and of Robert Chichele his 
predecessor m the Aldermanry of Aldgate. He married a daughter of William 
Baret (Alderman, Sheriff 1379-80), and his son John,whowas City Chamberlain 
married a daughter of Thomas KnoUes (Mayor 1399-1400, 1410-1) 
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1411. WiUiam Sevenoke. Son of William Rumschedde of Sevenoke : lie is always 
referred to by the place name and not by his original patronymic. He was 
admitted to the freedom of the Grocers, December 20th, 1397 (Letter Book H, 
fo. 316), although he had served his apprenticeship to an ironmonger. He 
founded a free school and almshouse at his native place, and is commemorated 
by Richard Johnson as one of the ' Nine Worthies of London.' 

1415. John Gedney. He at first refused to accept the office of Alderman (which he 

subsequently held for 34 years, being Mayor twice) and his obstinacy was only 
overcome by his committal to prison and the forcible closing of his shop. He 
married in 1444 the widow of Robert Large (Mayor 1439-40), for which both 
parties did penance, she having taken a vow of chastity after her first husband's 
death. 

1416. Ealph Barton. Brother of Henry Barton (Mayor 1416-7, 1428-9). 

1416.. John Eeynwell. Son of William Eeynwell (Alderman 1397-1403). Stow 
records the drastic measures which he took with the Lombard vintners from 
whose wine ' there issued a most loathsome savour.' 

1418. Robert Wydlngton. Son-in-law of Richard Odiham (City Chamberlain 
1380-91). [The occurrence of the three similar names, Richard Whytingdon, 
Robert Whytingham, Robert Widyngton, as those of contemporary Aldermen, 
has sometimes caused confusion.] 

1420. John Ooventre. He was co-executor with John Carpenter, the Town Clerk, of 
the Will of Richard Whytingdon (Whittington). He is said to have been 
descended from Henry de Coventre (Alderman, Sheriff 1259-60, 1273-4) and 
was ancestor of Lord Chancellor Coventry, of Sir William, Sir John and 
Henry Coventry, three leading politicians of Charles II. 's reign, and of the 
later Earls of Coventry. 

1420. John "Welles. He was appointed Warden of Norwich by the King in 1437, when 
the Mayor and some of the Aldermen of that City were deprived of their offices 
on account of riots and disturbances. Gregory (Collections of a London Citisen, 
p. 184), in recording his death, describes him as ' the nobylle Aldyrman.' He 
gave a Sword of State to the City of Bristol, which bears on its hilt 
the inscription — 

' John Wellis, of Loudon, Grocer, Mair, 
Gave to Bristol this Sword faire.' 

1423. Sir "William EstfelcL. He caused the conduit in Aldermanbury to be made. 

1429. Thomas "Walsingham. He obtained his discharge from serving as Alderman 
on account of his being ' much occupied with the King's service,' and in lieu 
of paying a fine he undertook to ' glaze in the best manner the Eastern gable 
or window of Guildhall.' 

1429. Stephen Broun. Younger brother of Sir Robert Broun, of Betchworth, who 
was ancestor of the Viscounts Montagu. 

1429. Robert Large. William Caxton was apprenticed to him. Large's widow 
married John Gedney (see above). 

1434. John Hatherle. This is doubtless the correct form of the name, being that 

of the signature to his Will, but it is frequently written Atherle in the City 
records, some of the scribes apparently disregarding aspirates. 

1435. "William Gregory. The compiler of one of the best known civic chronicles. 

1485. Ralph Holland. He was returned three times in succession (1439, 1440, 1441) 
to the Court of Aldermen as one of the two from whom the Mayor should be 
elected, but was passed over on each occasion, and never served that office. 

1439. John Sevenok. The Court of Aldermen appointed Proctors to oppose the 
confirmation by the Bishop of London of Sevenok's election as Prior of Holy 
Trinity on the ground of immorality, but their opposition was ineffectual. 

1441. John Norman. He, when Mayor, introduced the custom of going from 
London to Westminster by barge instead of on horseback to be presented to 
the King or his representative. The alteration was made in consideration of 
the Mayor's infirm.ity, but it was continued until 1657, when the horseback 
procession was revived. 



164 Notes on the Aldermen, 1220-1912. 



1442. Nicholas Wyfold. Son-in-law of Thomas Oatteworth (Mayor 1443-4). His 
widow married (as her third husband) John Howard, 1st Duke of Norfolk of 
that house, (the ' Jockey of Norfolk ' who was killed at Bosworth). His daughter 
was the second wife of Lord Marney, one of Henry VIII.'s courtiers. 

1444. Robert Horne. Was imprisoned in Newgate by Jack Cade's mob, and only 
saved his life by paying a large ransom. 

1444. Stephen Forster. Enlarged Ludgate Prison. 

1444. Siinon Byre. Originally an upholsterer, was admitted to the freedom of the 
Drapers' Company April i, 1419 (Letter Book I., fo. 1286). He built 
Leadenhall as a granary for the City. His son Thomas married a daughter of 
Eobert Large (Mayor 1439-40). Fuller in his Worthies says of him that he left 
3,000 marks to charitable uses, so that ' his bounty, like Saul, stands higher 
than any other from the shoulder upwards.' 

1444. John Derby. Pabyan relates a story of his being fined £50 for not removing 

a dead dog from his door and for using opprobrious language to the Mayor 
(John Yonge). 

1445. Thomas Pomeroy. His election as Prior of Holy Trinity was disputed, and 

although it received the Boyal assent on April 21, 1445, similar recognition 
was accorded William Westkarre on May 23 following. Pomeroy was finally 
confirmed and received the temporalities on February 19, 1446. 

1445. Thomas Canynges. Elder brother of William Canynges, the founder of St. 

Mary Sedolifie Church, Bristol, of which city both were natives. He appears 
to have been the ancestor of George Canning, Earl Canning (Viceroy of India) 
and Lord Stratford de Eedcliffe (' the Great Eltchi') , and this descent is ascribed 
to those statesmen in the Dictionary of National Biography (s.v. William 
Canynges), but bhis work contradicts itself— a not uncommon occurrence— by 
making William Canynges their ancestor, a few pages earlier in the same 
volume (s.v. George Canning). To add to the difficulty Burke's Peerage 
(s.v. Garvagh) gives Thomas as the ancestor, while Burke's Extinct Peerage 
(s.v. Canning) substitutes John, the eldest brother of Thomas and 
William. 

1446. Geoffrey Feldynge. The assumption of Orridge (The Citizens of London 

and their Rulers) that he was the ancestor of the Earls of Denbigh appears 
to be erroneous, and I have not found satisfactory confirmation of Stow's 
statement that he was a member of the Privy Council under Henry VI. and 
Edward IV. 

1446. Sir William Cantelo^^re. He was imprisoned in Dudley Castle in the year 
1456 as being supposed to be concerned in an attack made by the young 
mercers of London on the houses of the Lombard merchants (Dr. Sharpe's 
London and the Kingdom, i., 292). 

1448. Philip Malpas. A strong adherent of the Lancastrian Party and elected an 

Alderman at the personal recommendation of the King (Henry VI.). He was 
specially obnoxious to Jack Cade's followers, who sacked his house, having 
previously induced the Common Council to petition for his dismissal from the 
Aldermanry. It may be inferred from a passage in the Chronicle III., Vitellius 
A xvi., fo. 120, that he had gone over to the Yorkists by 1461. His bwo 
daughters married respectively Sir Thomas Cook (Mayor 1462-3), and Sir 
Balph Josselyn (Mayor 1464-5, 1476-7). 

1449, "William Marowe. His daughter married Robert Throckmorton, said to have 

been a Privy Councillor to Henry VII. and ancestor to the Throckmorton 
Baronets. 

1451. "William Dare. I can find no mention of his Company during his Aldermanic 

period, but he is not improbably identical with the William Dere, 'peautrer,' 
named in Letter Book K, fo. 165&, about December, 1436. 

1452. Geoffrey Boleyn. He married the daughter and heiress of Lord Hoo and 

Hastings, and was grandfather of Thomas Boleyn, Earl of Wiltshire, whose 
daughter married Henry VIII. and was mother of Queen Elizabeth. He was 
also (through Mary, Anne Boleyn's elder sister) ancestor of Nelson and of the 
late Earl of Kimberley (see pedigree in Orridge The Citizens of London and 
their Rulers, p. 186). He had originally been a hatter and was translated to 
the Mercers February X, 1436, (Letter Book K, fo. 1586). 
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1456. Sir Thomas Cook. Son-in-law of Philip Malpas (Alderman, Sherifi 1439-40). 
His great grandson, Sir Anthony Cooke, had two daughters, who married 
respectively William Cecil, Lord Burghley (Queen Elizabeth's chief adviser) 
and Lord Keeper Sir Nicholas Bacon, whose son was Francis Bacon (Lord 
Chancellor) the great philosopher. Mr. Welch (in The Dictionary of National 
Biography) and Mr. 0. L. Kingsford in his notes to Chronicles of London, speak 
of him as a Yorkist leader in the city, the former explicitly and the latter 
apparently regarding his knighthood at the coronation of Edward IV, 's Queen 
as evidence of his political sympathies. But that batch of knights included 
John de Vere, Earl of Oxford, a keen Lancastrian partisan, and also Sir John 
Plomer who appears to have belonged to that party. If Cook ever had any 
Yorkist sympathies they were not very deep or lasting, and he was certainly a 
partisan of Henry VI. at the time of his restoration in 1470, and suffered 
heavily afterwards for his support of the Lancastrians. 

1456. Sir Ralph. Josselyn. A younger brother of Thomas Josselyn from whom the 

Earls of Eoden are descended. Fuller (Worthies, ii., 57) in reference to his 
knighthood of the Bath, remarks that 'there is more of the carpet than of the 
camp in that Order.' He repaired the City wall between Aldgate and 
Aldersgate. 

1457. Sir Ralph Veriiey. Ancestor of the Verueys of Olaydon (Baronets and Earls 

Verney) and of the present Lord Braye. 

1460. Sir John Yonge. Son of Thomas Yonge, Mayor of Bristol, who was stepfather 

of Thomas Canynges (Mayor 1456-7). 

1461. Robert Bassett. He married the widow of the 4th Lord Bergavenny, who 

upon his death married Sir John Stokton (Mayor 1470-1). 

1461. Sir John Stokton. He was Mayor during the temporary restoration of 

Henry VI. (1470-1), when he conveniently became ill and took to his bed, and 
stayed there, leaving Sir Thomas Cook, who was a Lancastrian partisan, to 
act as his deputy. 

1462. Sir "William Hampton. Fuller (Worthies, i., 566), records that he was 'the 

first that set up stocks in every ward for the punishment of vagabonds. ' 

1463. John Lok. Ancestor of John Locke, tlie philosopher. His grandson, Sir 

William Lok, was Alderman and Sheriff 1548-9. 

1463. William Constantyn. Great grandson of John Costantyn (Alderman 

1349-58). 

1464. Humphrey Hayford. He was charged with treason and deprived of his 

Aldermanry of Langbourn in 146S, on account of his Lancastrian sympathies, 
but afterwards returned to the Court of Aldermen, being elected for Cripplegate. 

1464. William Ed'ward.. His widow was twice remarried (1) to Robert Revell 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1490-1) and (2) to Sir Balph Astry (Mayor 1493-4). 

1464. Sir John Plomer. Though one of the Aldermen who received the Knight- 

hood of the Bath at the coronation of Edward IV.'s Queen, he was a 
Lancastrian, and was deprived of his Aldermanry and charged with treason 
on account of his political sympathies. 

1465. Sir Bartholome"W" James. He married the widow of Thomas Oulegrave, 

(Mayor 1467-8). 

1468. Stephen Pabyan. He was committed to Newgate for refusing to accept his 
second election to an Aldermanry (in 1469). He was probably nearly related 
to Robert Fabyan, the chronicler (Sheriff 1493-4), but I have not found any 
definite evidence on the point. 

1468. Sir John Crosby. He built the house in Bishopsgatej inhabited by Sir 
Thomas More 1518-23, known as Crosby Place, which in the 19th century 
was occupied as a restaurant. In 1910 the great hall was removed and 
re-erected at Chelsea. 

1468. Robert Drope. His widow married Edward Grey, Viscount Lisle, brother 

of Sir John Grey, the first husband of Elizabeth Woodville, who 
afterwards married Edward IV. 

1469. Richard Gardyner. When Mayor he fined one of his Sheriffs, Robert 

Byfeld, £50 for ' unfittyng words which the said Robert gave unto the 
Mair.' The fine was used for ' the Reparaoion of the Condytes ' (see 
Kingsford Chronicles of London, p. 188). 
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1470. John Croke. Son-in-law of William Gregory, the Chronioler (Mayor 
1451-2). His daughter married Sir William Stokker (Mayor 1485). 

1470. Sir John Browne. He was father of William Browne (Mayor 1513-4), and 
uncle of William Browne (Mayor 1507-8). It is a curious coincidence that 
both William Brownes died in their respective years of office as Mayor, John 
Browne was ancestor of the Earls of Pomfret, the Lords Petre and the Oave- 
Browne-Oave Baronets. 

1472. Thomas Bledlowe. His grand-daughter married Lord WiUiams of Thame, 

one of Queen Mary's Ministers. 

1473. Sir Edmund Shaa. One of the chief adherents of Eichard Duke of 

Gloucester (Richard III.) and brother of the preacher who asserted the 
invalidity of Edward IV. 's marriage and consequent illegitimacy of Edward 
V. in a sermon at St. Paul's Cross. He is said to have been one of Eichard's 
Privy Council. He founded Stockport Grammar School. He also left money 
in his Will for the rebuilding of Cripplegate. He was father-in-law of William 
Browne (Mayor 1513-4). 

1473. Sir Thomas Hill. He died when Mayor, and his successor in the 
Mayoralty (Sir W. Stokker) five days later, four other Aldermen (J. Stokker, 
T. Breteyn, T. Northland and E. Rawson) also dying within the space of a 
month.2 They were victims of an epidemic called the ' Sweating Sickness.' 

1476. Eichard Ea^vson. Father of Sir John Eawson, created Viscount 
Clontarf, Lord Treasurer of Ireland. 

V 1476. Sir Henry Colet. Father of John Colet, Dean of St. Paul's, who was 
the founder of St. Paul's School, and the friend of Erasmus, Sir Thomas 
More, and the chief English humanists of the Renaissance. 

1478. Thomas Home. He rebuilt the great conduit in Cheap. 

1480. Sir "William Home. Stow records a legend that 'King Edward IV. 
so named him because he was a most excellent blower on a home.' His 
original name is said to have been Littlebury. 

1480. John Stoks. The following extract from the Patent Rolls under date 
May 17, 1480, is worthy of reproduction for its comprehensive catalogue of 
garblable articles : — 

Whereas the king lately by letters patent granted to the mayor, citizens and commonalty 
of London the office of garbUng of all kinds of spices in the port and city of London and 
they have appointed John Stokes, citizen and grocer of London, as garbler in the said port 
and city, and because of the good garbling there many kinds of spices are taken to Sandwich 
and Southampton, where they are not duly garbled, the king hereby appoints the said John, 
during pleasure, as garbler of anise, cumin, worm seed, wax, alum, grains of paradise, ginger, 
cloves, mace, cinnamon, galingale, rhubarb, soammony, spikenard, senna, turpentine, dyers' 
grains, zedoary, almonds, rice, dates, euphorbitim, stavesacre, cassia, fistula, nutmeg, long 
pepper, mastic, frankincense, and other spices and drugs and all merchandise, which should 
be garbled, in the towns of Sandwich and Southampton, receiving fees as in the city of 
London, with all other profits. 



I have not found the exact dates of death of these six Aldermen, and I have therefore 
ex abiMidanti cautela stated the period as within the space of a month. Dr. 
Sharpe {London and the Kingdom, i. 317) says that ' the pestilence carried off two 
Mayors a«d six Aldermen within the space of a week', referring as authority to 
Becker's Epidemics of the Middle Ages, p. 168, The ' six Aldermen ' were certainly 
inclusive of, not additional to, the ' two Mayors.' See also Kingsford Chronicles of 
London, p. 193. 
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1481. Thomas Percy. There is an interesting account o£ the forcible ejectment 

of Percy from the Priorate in 1494 by the Bishop of London (Richard Hill) 
and of his restoration and resignation later in the year, in Cotton MS. 
Vitellius A xvi. See Kingsford's Chronicles of London, pp. 199, 201, 203, also 
Victorian History of the Counties of England — London, p. 474. Twelve years 
later, after two successors had intervened, Percy was restored to the Priorate 
which he retained till his death in 1512. There is a curious error in the 
Victorian County History, the writer asserting that Percy was not Prior in 
1506 or 1509, referring to Letters and Papers Henry VIII., xvi., 503 (15) and 
Calendar of Ancient Deeds A 1773. It happens that the document at the 
first of these references is a lease by Prior Newton in February, 1506, some 
months before his death and Percy's restoration, and the second, in which 
Bradwell is mentioned as Prior, is wrongly calendared under date 4 May, 1 
Henry VIII. (1509), whereas the MS. itself, which I have inspected in the 
presence of an official at the Record Office, is quite ojearly dated 8 Henry 
VIII. (1516) — an instance of the way in which errors are perpetuated. 

1482. Jolm Mathewe. He is said by Stow to have been the first bachelor Mayor. 

Fuller in his Worthies (Ed. Nuttall i. 40) has a quaint observation on the 
value of a help-meet for the chief magistrate. 'It seemeth that a Lady 
Mayoress is something more than ornamental to a Lord Mayor, their wives' 
great portions or good providence much advantaging their estates to be capable 
of so high a dignity.' 

1485. Sir Ralph Astry. Apprentice and afterwards partner of Sir William 
Hampton (Mayor 1472-3), of whose Will he was executor. He married a lady 
who had previously been the wife successively of two Aldermen, W. Edward, 
(Mayor 1471-2), and R. Revell (Sheriff 1490-1). He restored the Church of 
St. Martin, Viutry. 

1485. Sir John Tate. Brother of Robert Tate (Mayor 1488-9). 

1485. Sir John Percyvale. Founder of Macclesfield Grammar School. 

1485. Hugh Olopton. Well known for his benefactions to Stratford-on-Avon, where 
he built the great stone bridge, and the house afterwards known as New 
Place, at which Shakspeare resided in his later years. He was, like his 
immediate predecessor in the Mayoralty (Mathewe), a bachelor. 

1485. Sir "Willi am Capel. He was one of the victims of Empson and Dudley, the 
instruments of Henry VII.'s extortions. Thomas Kneseworth (Mayor 1505-6) 
and Sir Lawrence Aylmer (Mayor 1508) were also sufferers, all three being 
imprisoned and heavily fined. Capel Court derives its name from Sir W. 
Capel. His son, Sir Giles Capel, was ancestor of the Earls of Essex of the 
present line ; his elder daughter married the first Marquess of Winchester 
(Lord High Treasurer to Edward VI., Mary and Elizabeth), and was 
ancestress to the Dukes of Bolton and the present Marquess of Winchester ; 
his younger daughter married John, Lord Zouchfe. 

1490. Henry Cote. He built St. Dunstan's Chapel, Foster Lane. 

1494. Eobert Fabyan. The well-known Chronicler. 

1496. Sir John Shaa. Nephew of Sir Edmund Shaa (Mayor 1482-3). He 
established the annual Mayoral banquet at Guildhall. He also instituted 
the practice of riding in procession from Guildhall to the State barge when 
going to Westminster to be sworn. 

1496. Thomas "Wood. A benefactor to St. Peter's Church, Wood Street. 

1498. Sir Bartholonie"W Eede. He purchased Crosby Place in 1501. 

1499. Thomas Wyndout. Son-in-law of Thomas Norlonde (Alderman, Sherifi 

1483-4). He was apprenticed to Sir Henry Colet (Mayor 1486-7, 1495-6), and 
one of the executors of his Will was Thomas Baldry (Mayor 1523-4). 

1499. Sir Richard Haddon. Son-in-law of Robert Byfeld who was fined when 
Sheriff by the Mayor (Richard Gardyner) for insulting him (see p. 165). His 
wife's sister married William Welbeck (Alderman, Sheriff 1492-3). 

1499. Sir Stephen Jenyns. Founder of Wolverhampton Grammar School. He 
also built a great part of St. Andrew's Undershaft Church. 
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1500. William Browne (i.). Nephew of Sir John Browne (Mayor 1480-1) and 
cousin to William Browne (Mayor 1513-4). 

1500. James Wylford. Brother of Edward Wylford, Provost of Oriel College, 
Oxford, and father of John Wylford (Alderman, Sheriff 1544-5) and of Nicholas 
Wylford (M.P. for the City 1542-4). In March, 1503, he was tempora,rily 
suspended from coming to the Court of Aldermen on ' account of contumelious 
words openly spoken in full Court to the Mayor and Aldermen.' [Eep. 1, 
fo. 129 (170)] . 

1502. Henry Kebyll, He gave £1,000 for the rebuilding of St. Mary's Aldermary 
Church, where he was afterwards buried, but ' his bones were unkindly cast up ' 
(Stow, i., 258). Two later Lord Mayors, Sir William Laxton (1544-5) and Sir 
Thomas Lodge (1562-3) were buried in his vault. 

1504. Sir William Fitzwilliam. Son-in-law of John Hawes (Alderman, Sheriff 

1500-1). His grandson. Sir William Fitzwilliam, Lord Deputy of Ireland in 
the time of Queen Elizabeth, was ancestor of the Earls Fitzwilliam. His 
elder daughter Anne married Sir Anthony Cooke (descended from Sir Thomas 
Cook, Mayor 1462-3), and was mother-in-law of William Cecil, Lord Burghley, 
and grandmother of Francis Bacon. From the Alderman's younger daughter, 
Elizabeth, who married Sir Thomas Brudenell, the Earls of Cardigan were 
descended. 

1505. William Bro-wne (ii.). Son of Sir John Browne (Mayor 1480-1). He 

married the daughter of Sir Edmund Shaa (Mayor 1482-3) and afterwards 
the daughter of Henry Kebyll (Mayor 1510-1), the latter of whom upon his 
death became the third wife of Lord Mountjoy, and the ancestress of the Lord 
Mountjoy who subdued Tyrone's rebellion and was created Earl of Devonshire. 
Browne's daughter by his first wife married Sir John Mundy (Mayor 1522-3). 
His daughter by his second wife married Sir William Petre, Secretary of State . 
to Edward VI. and Mary, from which marriage the Lords Petre are descended. 

1506. Robert Johnson, He was removed by the King (Henry VII.) from the 

Shrievalty within a few days of his election to that office, and it is stated in 
the Greyf riars Chronicle that in consequence he ' toke soche a thowthe that 
he dyde.' If so, the result of his vexation was not speedy, as he did not die 
till nearly or fully twelve months later, his election being in September 1506, 
and the date of his Will September 23, 1507 (proved October 12 following). 

1506. Christopher Hawes. He also, like his contemporary Johnson, appears to 

have been a singularly sensitive person, as he is stated to have been 
imprisoned by Henry VII. for some imaginary crime and to have ' soon 
died from excess of grief.' [Sir J. Baddeley, Aldermen of CrippUgate Ward, 
p. 42.] 

1507. G-eorge Monoux. Founded a school at Walthamstow. 

1507. Sir William Boteler. Son-in-law of Roger Basford (Alderman, Sheriff 1514). 

1508. John Eest. He lived at Crosby Place before Sir Thomas More.. 

1508. Sir Thom.as Exmewe. He made the water conduit in London Wall by 

Moorgate. 

1509. Thomas Mirfjm. He married the daughter of Aungel Don (Alderman 1506). 

One of his daughters married Sir Andrew Judde (Lord Mayor 1550-1), another 
married Sir Robert Cromwell, and was great-grandmother of the Protector 
and of John Hampden. 

1509. Sir James Tarford. The first Welsh Lord Mayor. 

1510. Sir John Brugge. His daughter Winifred married Sir Richard Sackville, by 

whom she was mother of Thomas Sackville, created Earl of .Dorset (Lord 
High Treasurer and joint author of the first English tragedy, GorhodiLc). 
After Saokville's death she married the old Marquess of Winchester (Lord 
High Treasurer to three sovereigns), whose first wife had been the daughter of 
Sir William Capel (Mayor 1503-4, 1510). 

1512. John Dawes. His widow married (as her third husband) Richard fGrev) 

3rd Earl of Kent. » J/ 

1513. Sir John Mundy. Grandson of Sir Edmund Shaa (Mayor 1482-3) and 

son-in-law of William Browne (Mayor 1513-4). He was committed to prison 
in 1533 (after he had passed the Chair) for ' disobedyence to my Lorde the 
Mayer and my maisters the Aldermen.' 
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1514. Sir Thomas Baldry. His grand-daughter married tte 2nd Lord Bioh, by 

whom she was mother of the 3rd Lord, created Earl of Warwick, who was 
father of the Earla of Warwick and Holland, who were conspicuous in the 
Civil War period. 

1515. Sir Jollll Aleyn. One of the bachelor Aldermen who have held the 

Mayoralty. He gave a gold chain to be worn by successive Chief Magistrates, 
which was first worn by Sir William Laxton at the close of his Mayoralty, 
October 27, 1545. He is said to have been a member of Henry VIII. 's Privy 
Council . - 

1515. Sir Ttoraas Semer (Seymour). He is said to have been a member of the 
Protector Somerset's family, but I have failed to trace satisfactory evidence of 
the connexion which, in any case, was not very close. 

1521. Sir Jolm Eudstone. He married a daughter of Sir Robert Dymoke, 
Champion of England, who after his death married Sir Edward Wotton, 
one of Henry VIII. 's Privy Councillors. Rudstone's daughter married Thomas 
Wotton, son of Sir Edward by his first wife, by whom she was mother of 
Edward, created Lord Wotton. 

1521. Sir John Skevynton. Probably of the same family as Sir William 
SkefEington, Lord Deputy of Ireland, who was ancestor of the Viscounts 
Massereene. 

1521. Sir Ralph Dodmer. See vol. I., p. 33 of this work, for his refusal to accept 
translation to one of the greater Companies on his election as Alderman 
until he had been committed to the custody of one of the Sheriffs. His 
daughter married Sir Thomas Pope, founder of Trinity College, Oxford. 

1523. Robert Amadas. He was goldsmith to Cardinal Wolsey, and married a 
grand-daughter of Sir Hugh Bryce (Mayor 1485-6). 

1523. Nicholas Jenyns. His daughter married Sir Thomas Hoicroft, and was 
mother of Isabel, wife of Edward, 3rd Earl of Rutland. 

1.525. John Nechyls. Son-in-law of Sir Stephen Jenyns (Mayor 1508-9). 

1526. Henry Dacres. His daughter married John Pakington, from which marriage 

the Lords Hampton are descended. Her husband was brother of Robert 
Pakynton, M.P. for the City, and of Humphrey Pakington, who was 
father-in-law of four of its Aldermen. 

1527. Sir John Champneys. Stow records that he 'was the first private man who 

in his house near Clothworkers Hall built a turret to oversee his neighbours 
in the City, which delight of his eye was punished with blindness some years 
before his death.' Fuller {Worthies, iii., 108) comments on this dictum of Stow 
thus : ' I dare not concur with so censorious an author, because every 
consequence of a fact is not the punishment of a fault therein.' 

1528. Sir William. HoUyes. Ancestor of Denzil Holies, the parliamentarian 

Colonel, and of the Dukes of Newcastle of the Holies, Pelham and Pelham- 
Olinton lines. 
1528. Sir Ralph "Warren. His daughter Joan married Sir Henry Cromwell, and 
was grandmother of the Protector and of John Hampden. His widow 
married Sir Thomas Whyte (Lord Mayor 1553-4). 

1530. Sir Williara Roche. His second wife was widow of John Long (Alderman, 

Sheriff 1528-9). He was committed to the Fleet by the Privy Council in 1545 
for protesting against the benevolence. 

1531. Sir Michael Dormer. His brother, William Dormer, was ancestor of the 

Lords Dormer. 

1532. Robert Pagett. His widow married Sir William Sherington, the confederate 

of Lord Seymour of Sudeley in the plot against Protector Somerset's 

government. 
1534. Ralph Aleyn. Nephew of Sir John Aleyn (Lord Mayor 1525-6, 1535-6). His 

widow married Sir Roger Manwood, Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer. 
1584. Humphrey Monmouth.' Son-in-law of Sir William Denham (Alderman, 

Sheriff 1534-5). He was the earliest Protestant Alderman of London, and 

the friend of Tyndale the Reformer. 



The Dictionary of National Biography in its article on Tyndale, erroneously states 
that Monmouth was knighted. 
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1534. Sir Thomas Kytson. His widow married successively Sir Ricliard Long 
and John Bourchier, Earl of Bath. The daughter by Kytson married Lord 
FitzWarine, eldest sou of the Earl of Bath by an earlier wife. Another 
daughter of Sir Thomas married Sir John Spencer of Wormleighton, from 
which marriage are descended the Earls of Sunderland and Spencer and the 
later Dukea of Marlborough, Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. Winston 
Churchill. 

1534. Eichard Fermor. A zealous Romanist who in 1540 was imprisoned and 
deprived of his property for denying the supremacy of the King (Henry VIII.). 
He was subsequently released and in the reign of Edward VI. his property 
was restored. He was son-in-law of William Browne (Mayor) and ancestor 
of the Earls of Pomfret. 

1536. William Daimtsey. He married a daughter of Sir Thomas More. 

1536. Sir William. Laxton. The founder of Oundle School. His eldest daughter 
married John Maohell (Alderman, Sheriff 1555-6), and a younger was second 
wife of Sir Thomas Lodge (Lord Mayor 1562-3). 

1536. Sir Eichard Gresham. Elder brother of Sir John Gresham (Lord Mayor 
1547-8) and father of Sir Thomas, the founder of the Royal Exchange. His 
eldest son, Sir John, was father of Elizabeth, who married Sir Henry Neville of 
Braybrooke, from which marriage the Lords Braybrooke are descended, and 
his daughter Christian by her marriage with Sir John Thynne of Longleat was 
ancestress of the Marquesses of Bath. Sir Richard was elected Lord Mayor 
at the special desire of the King (Henry VIII.) when he had been an Alderman 
less than two years, twelve seniors below the Chair being passed over. 

1536. Henry Am.cotts. He refused to accept the office of Alderman until four 
months after his election, having in the interval been fined £40 and had his 
shops closed and his ' goodes and catalles ' sequestered, and it was not until a 
week after he had been committed to Newgate that he finally surrendered. He 
retained his Aldermanry until his death, serving as Sheriff and Lord Mayor 
in due course. 

1538. John Tolos. He also at first refused to accept office and was committed to 
Newgate, but was sworn nine days after his election, when the claim of his 
guild, that of the Clothworkers, to be regarded as one of the greater Companies 
was first admitted. (See vol. I. of this work, p. 380.) 

1538. John 'Wylford. Son of John Wylford (Alderman, Sheriff 1499-1500). 

1540. Sir John Gresham. Younger brother of Sir Richard Gresham (Lord Mayor 

1537-8) during whose mayoralty he was Sheriff. He was founder of Gresham's 
School, Holt. 

1541. Sir Andrew Judde. Pounder of Tonbridge School. His first wife died soon 

after he entered on his Mayoralty, and he married again within three months 
a lady who had been a widow for even a shorter tiine (Wriothesley's Chronicle, ii., 
44, 45). He took as his third wife the daughter of Thomas Mirfyn (Mayor 
1518-9), by which marriage he was ancestor of the Viscounts Strangford and 
of the later Lords Teynham. 

1542. Thomas Blanks. He suffered imprisonment for five days in the house of 

Sheriff Suokley for refusing to accept the office of Alderman (Wriothesley's 
Chronicle, i,, 134). For his discharge see vol. I. of this work, p. 228. He was 
father of Sir Thomas Blanke, Lord Mayor 1582-3. 

1542. Sir Eo^wland Hill. The first Protestant Lord Mayor ; founder of Drayton 
School, 00. Salop. He (as did Sir Richard Gresham) secured considerable 
grants of land from the spoils of the monasteries. He was described on a tablet 
in St. Stephen's Church, Walbrook, as 

' A friend to Virtue, a Lover of Learning 
A prudent Person and worthy Counsellor 
A Lover of Wisdom, of Justice a Purtherer.' 
Prom his uncle, Ralph Hill, were descended the first Viscount Hill, the 
Peninsular general, and Rowland Hill, the celebrated preacher. 

1542. Sir George Barne. His son, Sir George, was Lord Mayor 1586-7 ; his 
daughter Anne married Sir Prancis Walsingham, the well-known Secretary of 
State to Queen Elizabeth, and another daughter Elizabeth was wife of 
Sir John Ryvers (Lord Mayor 1573-4). 
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1544. Ricliarcl Rede. He refused to pay the benevolence demanded by Henry VIII. in 
1545, and was in consequence sent to serve with the army against the Scots, 
by whom he was taken prisoner. 

1544. Sir Thomas Whyte. Founder of St. John's College, Oxford, and a benefactor 

to Bristol and Coventry and to Merchant Taylors' School. Puller (Worthies, 
ii., 58) says of him that ' whithersoever he went he left the finger-marks of his 
charity behind him.' He did not accept office as Alderman until after 
committal to Newgate for refusing. He married the widow of Sir Ealph 
Warren (Lord Mayor 1536-7 and 1544). 

1545. RolDert Cliertsey. His widow (of whom he was the second husband) married 

twice after his decease, her third partner being Sir David Broke, Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, and the fourth Edward, 1st Lord North. 

1545. Sir "William Lok.^' Grandson of John Lok (Alderman, Sherifi 1461-2), father 

of Michael Lok the traveller, and grandfather of Henry Lok, a writer of 
religious sonnets and psalms whom Warton describes as ' the British Maevius.' 
He was married four times and left issue by the first two, 13 sons and 6 
daughters. 

1546. Augustine H!5nicle. His widow married Sir John Lyon (Lord Mayor 1554-5), 

1547. John Xjambarde. Father of William Lambarde, the antiquary. 

1547. John Usshe. In his WUl dated May 30th, proved June 21 , 1554 [PGG 3 More] 
his name is written 'Wysse,' which is probably correct. In Wriothesley's 
Chronicle, i., 183, it is printed ' Wishe.' He was committed to Newgate for 
refusing to accept office on April 13, 1547, but was sworn and immediately 
discharged April 21. Wriothesley states that he was sworn previous to his 
discharge, which the entry in Eepertory 11 (not ii. as printed vol. I., p. 11) 
omits, recording the discharge only. 

1547. Sir William G-arrarde. Father of Sir John Garrarde (Lord Mayor 1601-2) 

and father-in-law of Sir George Barne (Lord Mayor 1586-7). Stow describes 
him as ' a grave, sober, wise and discreet citizen equal with the best and 
inferior to none of our time.' 

1548. David "Woodroffe. His son. Sir Nicholas, was Lord Mayor 1579-80, and his 

daughter Mary was mother of Sir William Stonhouse, 1st Baronet of Radley. 

1549. Sir Thomas Offley. One of the earliest pupils of Lily, the Greek scholar, at 

St. Paul's. He is described by Fuller {Worthies ed. Nuttall, i., 296) as the 
' Zacchseus of Ijondon, not for his low stature but his high charity.' He was 
brother-in-law to Stephen Kyrtou (Alderman 1549-53) and son-in-law of John 
Nechyll or Nichylls (Alderman 1525). To his son Sir John Offley of Madeley, 
Isaak Walton dedicated The Compleat Angler. 

1549. Christopher Aleyn. Brother of Sir John Aleyn (Lord Mayor 1525-6, 1535-6). 

1550. Sir John Ayliffe. Maternal grandson of Sir John Shaa (Lord Mayor 1501-2). 

1558. Sir William Hewet. Son-in-law of Nicholas Leveson (Sherifi 1534-5) and 
father-in-law of Sir Edward Osborne (Lord Mayor 1583-4). 

1551. Sir Thomas Curtes. See Sir John Baddeley's Aldermen of Cripplegaie Ward, 

p. 145-7, for a full account of his prolonged resistance to the order of the Court 
of Aldermen that he should translate himself from the Pewterers to one of the 
12 greater Companies. 

1552. Sir Thomas Leigh. He married the niece of Sir Eowland Hill (Lord Mayor 

1549-50). From his eldest son the Lords Leigh of the present creation, and 
from his second those of the earlier creation were descended ; his third sou 
was grandfather of Sir Francis Leigh, created Earl of Chichester, through 
whom he was ancestor of Chatham and the younger Pitt. His daughter 
Winifred married Sir George Bond (Lord Mayor 1587-S) and was ancestress 
of the Dukes of Marlborough, Viscount Melbourne (the Premier) and the 
later Dukes of Leeds. 

3a. He is the subject of an article in the Dictionary of National Biography, but I omitted 
to put the distinguishing mark to his name at p. 31 of this volume. In the article 
neither the name of his Ward nor the date of his election as Alderman is given, 
and the date of his knighthood is incorrectly recorded. 



172 Notes on the Aldermen, 1220-1912. 

1553. Sir William Chester. Stepson of Sir John Milbourne (Lord Mayor 1521-2). 
He married the widow of William Beswioke (Alderman 1564-5) and was 
ancestor of the Chester Baronets of Chioheley. 

1553. Sir Tliomas Lodge. Son-in-law of Sir William Laxton (Lord Mayor 1544-5) 
and father of Thomas Lodge, the poet, dramatist and writer of tales, from 
whose 'Rosalynde' Shakespeare derived the material for his play "As You 
Like It." Sir Thomas, who had ceased to be an Alderman, was committed to 
Newgate in 1576 for striking Alderman John Braunehe on the face. He was 
the first Mayor ' to leave ye cumly aunsyent custom of shavynge theyr beards.' 
(Stow's Memoranda in Three Fifteenth Century Chronicles, p. 127). For an 
account of his quarrel with Queen Elizabeth's purveyor, Edward Skeggs, who 
carried off 12 capons provided for his table when Lord Mayor, see Strype's 
edition of Stow (1720), i., 289 quoted in Orridge The Citizens of London and 
their Rulers, pp. 127-130. His resignation was brought about by pressure. 
On Sept. 28, 1566, Aldermen Draper and Martyn were commissioned to ' move 
him to surrender.' (Rep. 16, fo. 1146.) 

1553. Sir William Harper. Founder of the Grammar School at Bedford. 

1554. Sir Jolin Whyte. Brother of John Whyte, Bishop of Winchester, an instance 

of two brothers bearing the same baptismal name. He married the widow of 
Ralph Greneway (Alderman 1556-8). ' He wore a rownd cape ' [i.e. cap] ' that 
wayed not iiii. ouncis, which semyd to all men in consyderation of ye aunoient 
bonyt, to be very uncomly ' [Stow's Memoranda in Three Fifteenth Century 
Chronicles, p. 127] . His son Robert's two daughters married respectively 
Sir Richard Tichborne, Bart., and his brother Sir Walter; from the latter 
marriage the present Baronet is descended, the personation of whose uncle 
by Arthur Orton was the origin of the celebrated 'Tichborne case.' ; 

1556. James Altham. Sou of Edward Altham, Sheriff 1631-2. His first wife was 
sister of Sir Thomas Blanke (Lord Mayor 1582-3) and his second was daughter 
of Sir Andrew Judde (Lord Mayor 1550-1). By the former he was father of 
James Altham, Baron of the Exchequer, whose daughter married Arthur 
Annesley, first Earl of Anglesey. Altham was fined 100 marks 'for his 
contemptuous disobedyeuoe in not observynge the order of this Court ' 
[Rep. 14, fo. 513&] July 24, 1561, and discharged from his Aldermanry a week 
later. 

1556. Sir Richard Malorye. Son-in-law of Robert Pakynton, M.P. ior Loudon. 

1556. Sir Christopher Draper. His daughters married respectively Sir William 
Webbe (Lord Mayor 1591-2) Sir Wolstan Dixie (Lord Mayor 1585-6) and Sir 
Nicholas Woodroffe (Lord Mayor 1579-80). Lady Woodrofie took a second 
Aldermanio husband, Sir Henry Billingsley (Lord Mayor 1596-7). 

1556. Sir Roger Martin. Son-in-law of Humphrey Pakington (brother of Robert 

Pakynton, M.P. for London). His wife's sisters married Sir Lionel Duckett 
(Lord Mayor 1572-3) and Edward Jakman (Alderman, Sheriff 1564-5) 
respectively ; the latter afterwards married James Bacon (Alderman, Sheriff 
1568-9) ; the former had previously been the wife of Humphrey Baskerfeld 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1561-2). 

1557. Sir Thom.as Ro^we. Son-in-law of Sir John Gresham (Lord Mayor 1547-8), 

first cousin of Sir William Rowe (Lord Mayor 1592-3), father of Sir Henry 
Rowe (Lord Mayor 1607-8), and grandfather of Sir Thomas Roe, the 
Ambassador. 

1558. John Co"wper. Grandfather of Sir William Cowper, 1st Baronet and ancestor 

of the Earls Cowper and of the poet William Cowper. Stow says that he was 
' put by his term of Mayoralty upon some private displeasure of his brethren.' 
Mr. Kingsford in bis edition of Stow says that Stow ' glosses over his 
shortcomings which lost him his term of Mayoralty.' 

1558. Hum.phrey Baskerfeld. Son-in-law of Humphrey Pakington; his widow 
married Sir Lionel Duckett (Lord Mayor 1572-3). 

1560. Richard Chamberlain. Father of John Chamberlain, the letter-writer. 

1560. Ed'ward Bankes. His widow married George Freville, Baron of the Exchequer. 

1560. Sir Rowland Heywarde. He was the father of 16 children His second 
wife was grand-daughter of Sir Andrew Judde (Lord Mayor 1550-1). His 
daughter Elizabeth married Lord Knyvett; another daughter, .Joan, married 
Sir John Thynne, ancestor of the Marquesses of Bath. 
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1561. Ed'ward G-ylbert. His grand-daughter married Philip, 3rd Lord Wharton. 

1564. Richard Lambert. His brother Walter was father of the first Lord Oavan 
and ancestor of the Earls of Oavan. 

1564. William Beswicke. His widow married Sir William Chester (Lord Mayor 
1560-1). 

1564. Sir Lionel Duokett. Partner of Sir Thomas Gresham, the founder of the 

Eoyal Exchange, of whose Will he was executor. He married the widow of 
Humphrey Baskerfeld (Alderman, Sheriff 1561-2). 

1565. Sir John Eyvers. Son-in-law of Sir George Barne (Lord Mayor 1552-3) and 

brother-in-law o£ Sir George Barne (Lord Mayor 1586-7). 

1565. Sir James Hawes. One of his daughters married Sir Eobert Lee (Lord 

Mayor 1602-3), and another Sir John Watts (Lord Mayor 1606-7), and a third 
Thomas Wilford, Ohamberlain of the City. 

1566. Sir Ambrose Nicholas. One of his daughters married Sir Paul Tracy, Bart., 

another William Button, from which marriage the Lords Sherborne are 
descended. 

1566. Sir Thomas Eamsey. His widow (daughter of William Dale, of Bristol), 

was a benefactress to Christ's Hospital and to Queen Elizabeth's Hospital, 
Bristol. 

1567. William Bonde. Brother of Sir George Bonde (Lord Mayor, 1587-8) and 

father of Martin Bond, M.P. for the City 1624-5. He purchased Crosby 
Place in 1567. 

1567. James Bacon, Brother of Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper, and uncle of 
Francis Bacon, Viscount St. Albans (' Lord Bacon ' as he is generally but 
erroneously styled). Lord Chancellor and philosopher. He married the 
widow of Edward Jakman (Alderman, Sheriff 1564-5). 

1571. Sir Nicholas WoodrofEe. Son of David Woodroffe (Alderman, Sheriif 
1554-5), and son-in-law of Stephen Kyrton (Alderman 1549-53). 

1571. Sir John Branche. Grandson of John Wylkynson (Alderman, Sheriff 
1519-20). Eor his fracas with Sir Thomas Lodge see Sir J. Baddeley's 
Aldermen of Cripplegate Ward, p. 281. 

1573. Sir Edward Osborne. Apprentice to Sir William Hewet (Lord Mayor 
1559-60), whose daughter he rescued from drowning at London Bridge, and 
afterwards married. He was great-grandfather of the first Duke of Leeds 
(the Lord Treasurer Danby of Charles II. 's reign) and ancestor of the 
present Duke. 

1573. Sir Thomas Pullyson. He lived to a great age and fell on evil days; the 

Court of Aldermen granted him a pension of £40 for life which was continued 
to his widow. In April, 1616, 28 years after his retirement from the Court 
of Aldermen, he was reported to be very sick and speechless. His daughter 
married Eichard Wilbraham, Common Serjeant, from which marriage the 
Earls of Lathom are descended. 

1574. Sir Wolstan Dixie. Son-in-law of Sir Christopher Draper (Lord Mayor 

1566-7) and founder of Market Bosworth Grammar School. 

1574. William Kympton. He was imprisoned and fined 500 marks for misprision 
of treason in concealing a letter from the Vicar of Hadley informing him 
of a, riot. 

1574. G-erard Gore. Father of Sir John Gore (Lord Mayor 1624-5), William Gore 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1615-6) and Eichard Gore, M.P. for the City 1604-11. 

1574. Sir George Barne. Son of Sir George Barne (Lord Mayor 1552-8) and 
brother-in-law of Sir Francis Walsingham, Secretary of State to Queen 
Elizabeth. His daughter married the first Lord Aungier of Longford. 

1576. Francis Bowyer. His daughter married Sir William Spencer of Yarnton, 
and their daughter married Sir Henry Montagu, Lord Chief Justice and 
Lord High Treasurer, created Earl of Manchester, and was mother of the 
2nd Earl (the celebrated Parliamentarian General) from whom the Dukes 
of Manchester are descended. 

1576. Thomas Starkye. His first wife was daughter of Sir Alexander Avenon 
(Lord Mayor 1569-70) and his second of Sir William AUeyn (Lord Mayor 
1571-2). 
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1578. Sir George Bonde. Son-in-law of Sir Thomas Leigh (Lord Mayor 1558-9). 
Through one daughter he was ancestor of Viscount Melbourne, the first 
Prime Minister of Queen Victoria, and through another of the Dukes of 
Marlborough, Lord Randolph Churchill, Mr. Winston Churchill and the 
later Dukes of Leeds. 

1578. Sir Richard Martin. His daughter married Sir Julius Csesar (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and Master of the Rolls, temp. King James I.). He was removed 
from his Aldermanry in 1602 on account of his ' unfitting demeanour and 
carriage.' See Overall Remembrancia, p. 4. 

1580. Sir Jolin Harte. One of the chief founders of the Bast India Company. 

His eldest daughter married Sir George Bolles (Lord Mayor 1617-8) and his 
second Humphrey Smith (Alderman, Sheriff 1629-30). 

1581. Sir Williani Webbe. Son-in-law of Sir Christopher Draper (Lord Mayor 

1566-7) and uncle of Archbishop Laud. 

1583. Sir John Spencer. He bought Crosby Place from the heirs of William 

Bonde (Alderman, Sheriff 1567-8) . His daughter (his only child) eloped with 
Lord Compton, afterwards Earl of Northampton. According to the legend 
she escaped from her father's house, secreted in a baker's basket. Prom 
her marriage the Marquesses of Northampton, Bishop Compton of London 
and two Prime Ministers (the Earl of Wilmington and Spencer Perceval) 
were descended. 

1584. Sir Stephen Slanye. His daughter was mother of Sir Stephen Lennard, 

1st Baronet of West Wickham. 

1585. Sir Henry Billingsley. The first translator of Euclid's Elements of 

Geometry into English. His second wife was daughter of Sir Christopher 
Draper (Lord Mayor 1556-7) . 

1586. Henry Prannell. His widow, daughter of the 3rd Viscount Bindon, was 

married after his death to the Earl of Hertford (son of the Protector 
Somerset) and later to the 1st Duke of Richmond and Lennox. 

1586. "William Blkyn. Son-in-law of Thomas Wylkes (Alderman 1538-9). 

1588. Hugh Offley. Brother of Sir Thomas Offley (Lord Mayor 1556-7) and son-in- 
law of Robert Hardyng (Alderman, Sheriff 1568). 

1588. Sir Richard Saltonstall. He had a family of 7 sons and 9 daughters. 

His eldest son was ancestor of the Earls of Guilford ; one of his daughters 
married Sir Thomas Myddelton (Lord Mayor 1613-14) , another was mother 
of Sir Peter Wyohe, Ambassador to Constantinople. 

1589. John Dent. His widow married Sir Julius Caesar, Chancellor of the Exchequer 

and Master of the Rolls, whose first wife was daughter of Sir Richard Martin 
(Lord Mayor 1589, 1594). His daughter married Sir Henry Savile, Bart., of 
Methley, whose half-brother was ancestor of the Earls of Mexborough. 

1589. Sir Stephen Soame. His eldest son, Sir William, was grandfather of Sir 
William, created a baronet in 1685. He was also father of Sir Stephen 
(Alderman 1626-7) and Sir Thomas (Alderman, Sheriff 1635-6). His daughter 
married Sir Anthony Abdy, Bart., son of Anthony Abdy (Alderman, Sheriff 
1630-1). 

1589. Sir Nicholas Mosley. Father of Sir Edward Mosley, Attorney of the Court 

of Wards, and of Rowland Mosley, whose son Edward was created a Baronet. 
The present Sir Oswald Mosley, Bart., of Anooats, is descended from the 
Alderman's brother Anthony. The Alderman was also ancestor of the Earls 
of Buckinghamshire and of Stamford. 

1590. Robert Wythens. Ancestor of Sir Francis Wythens, Judge of the King's 

Bench in the reigns of Charles II. and James II. 

1591. Sir Williani Ryder. He is said to have made the first pair of stockings 

knitted of woollen yarn in England. His eldest daughter m.arried Sir Thomas 
Lake, Secretary of State to James I., from which marriage Viscount Lake, 
the Indian General, and the 2nd and 3rd Dukes of Chandos were descended. 
1591. Benedict Barnham. Son of Francis Barnham (Alderman, Sheriff 1570-1). 
His second daughter , married Francis Bacon ('Lord Bacon') her elder sister 
being the first wife of the infamous Mervin, Earl of Castlehaven. Barnham's 
widow married successively after his death Sir John Pakington, K.B., the 
1st Viscount Kilmorey and the 1st Earl of Kellie, being the fourth wife of 
each of the two peers. 
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1592. Jolin Robinson. His grandson, Luke Robinson, was a prominent member 
of the ' Rump ' Parliament, and one of the Council of State in the early 
part of 1660. 

1592. Sir John Garrarde. Son of Sir William Garrarde (Lord Mayor 1555-6). 

His sou Sir John was created a Baronet and was father of Sir Samuel (Lord 
Mayor 1709-10). 

1593. Paul Bayning. Brother of Andrew Bayning (Alderman 1605) and father of 

Paul, created Viscount Bayning. 

1593. Sir Robert Lee. Son-in-law of Sir James Hawes (Lord Mayor 1574-5). His 

widow married Sir Thomas Gerard, Bart., of Bryn, ancestor by his former 
wife of the Lords Gerard. He was father of Sir Henry Lee (Alderman 1614) 
and father-in-law of William Gore (Alderman, Sheriff 1615-6). 

1594. Sir Thomas Bennett. Father of Sir Simon Bennett, Bart. His elder 

brother Richard was father of Thomas Bennett (Alderman, Sheriff 1613-4). 

1594. Sir Thomas Lo'we. His eldest daughter married Sir Robert Lee, son of 
Sir Robert Lee (Lord Mayor 1602-3). Their daughter married Lord Seymour 
of Trowbridge. A younger daughter of Sir Thomas married Sir John 
Garrarde, 1st Bart., son of Sir John (Lord Mayor 1601-2), and a, niece was 
second wife of Lord Keeper Coventry. 

1594. Sir Leonard Halliday. His widow became the second wife of Sir Henry 
Montagu, Recorder of London, afterwards Earl of Manchester, Lord Chief 
Justice and Lord High Treasurer. 

1594. Richard Staper. He is described on his monument in St. Helen's, 
Bishopsgate, as ' the greatest merchant in his tyme, the chiefest actor in 
discoveri of the trades of Turkey and East India.' 

1594. Sir John "Watts. Son-in-law of Sir James Hawes (Lord Mayor 1574-5). He 

served as a volunteer in the fleet against the Spanish Armada. His youngest 
daughter married Sir Henry Appleton, Bart. 

1595. Sir Richard Goddard. He married the widow of Giles Garton (Alderman 

1588-9); she, after his death, married WiUiam Walthall (Alderman, SheriS 
1606-7). 

1590. Sir Henry Rowe. Son of Sir Thomas Rowe (Lord Mayor 1568-9) and 
grandson of Sir John Gresham (Lord Mayor 1547-8), ancestor of the 
Marquesses of Downshire through the marriage of his great-great-grand- 
daughter to the 1st Viscount Hillsborough. His daughter married William 
Hollidaie (Alderman, Sheriff 1617-8). 

1596. Robert Chamberlain. His widow married the 1st Viscount Wenman. 

1596. Oliver Style. Grandson of Sir Thomas Baldry (Lord Mayor 1523-4), father 

of Sir Thomas Style, created a Baronet (ancestor of the present Baronet) and 
brother of Nicholas Style (Alderman, Sheriff 1607-8). 

1597. Sir Robert Hampson. Father of Thomas Hampson, created a Baronet, from 

whom the present Baronet descends. 

1598. Sir Humphrey "Weld. Son-in-law of Sir Stephen Slanye (Lord Mayor 

1595-6), and ancestor of the Welds of Lulworth. 

1598. Sir Christopher Hoddesdon. His wife was step-daughter of Sir Francis 

Walsingham, Queen Elizabeth's Secretary of State, and grand-daughter of 
Sir George Barne (Lord Mayor 1552-3). His daughter married Sir John Leigh 
of Stoneieigh, and was mother of the first Lord Leigh. He accompanied 
Chancellor in his two voyages to Russia. 

1599. "William Quarles. Brother-in-law of Sir John AUott (Lord Mayor 1590-1). 

His widow married Sir Henry Lee (Alderman 1614). 

1599. Sir Thomas Smythe (or Smith). Grandson of Sir Andrew Judde (Lord 
Mayor 1550-1), and uncle of the first Viscount Strangford. His widow married 
the first Earl of Leicester of the Sydney line. His name is written ' Smith ' 
on his monument at Sutton-at-Hone, Kent, but the Strangford family 
preferred ' Smythe.' His grandson, Robert, married the Dowager Countess of 
Sunderland, Waller's ' Sacoharissa.' His last male descendant was Sir Sidney 
Stafford Smythe, Baron of the Exchequer in George III.'s reign. 
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1599. Sir Thomas Canataell. Brother of Robert CambeU (Alderman 1597), and 

father of Sir James Oambell (Lord Mayor 1629-30) and Eobert CambeU 
(Sherifi 1630-1). Three of bis seven daughters married Aldermen, viz: 
Sir John Gore (Lord Mayor 1624-5) , Sir Christopher Clitherow (Lord Mayor 
1635-6), and Anthony Abdy (Sheriff 1630-1). 

1600. Sir ■William Craven. Brother-in-law of Sir George Whitmore (Lord Mayor 

1631-2) and father of the first Earl Craven and of Lord Craven of Eyton, the 
founder of the Craven Scholarships at Oxford and Cambridge. His daughters 
married respectively Lord Powis, father of the Jacobite Marquis of Powis and 
the second Lord Coventry, by whom she was mother of the first and fourth 
Earls of Coventry. 

1601. Sir Henry Anderson. Son-in-law of Francis Bowyer (Alderman, Sheriff 

1577-8), and grandfather of Henry Anderson, created a Baronet. His eldest 
daughter was mother of Sir Thomas Dereham, Bart., the third married the 
second Viscount Kilmorey, but died before he succeeded to the title, the fourth 
was wife of Sir Charles Wilmot, created Viscount Wilmot, by which marriage 
she was grandmother of the profligate Earl of Rochester, the youngest married 
Sir John Spencer, Bart., of Offiey. 

1602. Sir James Pemberton. He founded a free school at Eccleston. 

1602. Sir John Swynnerton. His grand-daughter married Sir William Dyer, 1st 
Baronet, and was ancestress of the succeeding Baronets of the family. 

1602. Sir William Eomeney. Son-in-law of Robert Taylor (Alderman, Sherifi 

1592-3). His elder daughter married John Weld, Town Clerk of London 
(nephew of Sir Humphrey Weld, Lord Mayor 1608-9). 

1603. Sir Thom.as Middleton (or Myddelton). He did not accept the 

Aldermanry until after committal to Newgate for refusing. The third Welsh 
Lord Mayor. Brother of Sir Hugh Myddelton, Bart., the designer of the 
New River, and son-in-law of Sir Richard Saltonstall (Lord Mayor 1597-8). 
His son. Sir Thomas, was the well-known parliamentary commander in the 
Civil War. 

1603. Sir Thomas Hayes. Son-in-law of Robert Howse (Alderman, Sheriff 1586-7). 

His daughter married Sir Henry Boothby, 1st Baronet, and was ancestress of 
the succeeding Baronets. 

1604. John Bldred. The well-known traveller, father of Sir Rivett Eldred, Bart. 
1604. Sir Roger Jones. Brother of Thomas Jones, Archbishop of Dublin and Lord 

Chancellor of Ireland, who was father of the first Viscount Ranelagh. He 
married a sister of Sir Cuthbert Hacket (Lord Mayor 1626-7). 

1604. Sir James Deane. Son-in-law of Hugh Offley (Alderman, Sheriff 1588-9). 

1605. Sir "William Herrick. Uncle of Robert Herrick, the poet. His wife was a 

sister of Sir Humphrey May, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster and also 
of the wives of Sir Baptist Hicks (Alderman 1611), afterwards Viscount 
Campden, and of Thomas Bennett (Alderman, Sheriff 1613-4). 

1605. "William "Walthall. Brother of Thomas Walthall (Alderman 1611). His 
fourth and last wife had previously been married to two Aldermen, Giles 
Garton (1.588-9), and Sir Richard Goddard (Sheriff 1596-7). 

1605. Sir John Leman. One of the few bachelor Lord Mayors, uncle of William 
Leman (Alderman 1649, 1653), who was created a Baronet. He founded a 
free school at Beccles. 

1605. Sir "William Bond. Son of Sir George Bond (Lord Mayor 1587-8). He 
refused at first to accept his Aldermanry and was committed to Newgate ' till 
he conform himself.' 

1605. G-eoflrey Blwes. Cousin of Sir Gervase Elwes, Lieutenant of the Tower, who 
was executed for his complicity in the murder of Sir Thomas Overbury. 
Father of Sir Gervase (Alderman 1629), whose son Gervase was created a 
Baronet, and of Jeremy (Alderman 1651) . 

1607. Sir George Bolles. Son-in-law of Sir John Harte (Lord Mayor 1589-90), 
father of Sir John Bolles, 1st Baronet and father-in-law of Humphrey Smith 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1629-30). He is said, when Lord Mayor, to have stopped 
the royal carriages in their progress through the City during divine 
service on a Sunday, to the amazement of James I. who remarked that he had 
thought there was no king in England besides himself. He was a native of 
Gosberton in Lincolnshire, which was also the birthplace of Sir T. B. Orosbv 
(Lord Mayor 1911-2). ■' 

1607. Richard Farrington. Brother-in-law of Sir Stephen Soame (Lord Mayor 1593-9). 
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1609. Henry Smith (or Smjrth.). He left sums for the relief of the poor in 
Croydon, Kingston, Guildford, Dorking, Parnham, Ileigate and Wandsworth. 
Fuller writes of him : ' Being now to relate the bounty of this worthy person, 
I am afraid that an infidel age will not give credit thereunto, as conceiving it 
rather a romance or fiction than a thing really performed.' 

1609. Sir Sebastian Harvey. Son of Sir James Harvye (Lord Mayor 1681-2). 

1609. Sir "William. Cokaynie. See his funeral sermon by Dr. Donne in Wilford's 

Memorials, pp. 292, 293. His widow married the first Earl of Dover. His 
son was created Viscount Cullen. His eldest surviving daughter married the 
second Earl of Nottingham of the Howard line; his second, Sir Hatton 
Fermor, Bart., by which marriage she was ancestress of the Earls of Pomfret ; 
the third, the Earl of Holdernesse and afterwards the second Earl of Lindsey, 
by whom she was ancestress of the Dukes and Earls of Ancaster ; the fourth, 
Viscount Panshawe, and the fifth, the second Earl of Dover, her mother's 
stepson. Payne Fisher {Tombs in St. Paul's Cathedral) says of Cokayne that 
' his spreading boughs and fair branches have given both shade and shelter to 
some of the goodliest families in England.' 

1610. Eicliarcl Pyot. Father-in-law of Sir Robert Ducye (Lord Mayor 1630-1). 

1610. Sir Edward Barkham. Father of Sir Edward Barkham, first Baronet of 

Southacre, and grandfather of Sir Edward Barkham, first Baronet of 
Waiufleet. His daughter Susanna, by her marriage with Robert Walpole, was 
great-grandmother of Sir Robert Walpole, the Prime Minister, first Earl of 
Orford ; another daughter, Margaret, married Sir Anthony Irby, ancestor by 
another wife of the Lord Boston. 

1611. G-eorge Smythes. His widow married Sir Arthur Savage. 

1611. Sir Baptist Hicks. Created Viscount Campdeu, ancestor of the Earl of 
Gainsborough. He built Hicks Hall (the Session House for the Middlesex 
Magistrates). His brother, Sir Michael Hicks, was ancestor of Viscount 
St. Aldwyn. His second daughter was grandmother of the first Earl of Essex 
of the present line. 

1611. BriaJl lanson. Father of Sir Brian lanson, first Baronet. 

1611. George Huxley. His widow married the first Viscount Kilmorey. 

1612. Alexander Prescott. He married a niece of Sir James Pemberton (Lord 

Mayor 1611-2). A grand-daughter married Sir William Leman, first Baronet 
(Alderman 1649, 1653). 

1613. Thomas Bennet. Nephew of Sir Thomas Bennet (Lord Mayor 1603-4), and 

brother-in-law of Sir Humphrey May, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 
His son Thomas v?as created a Baronet, one of his daughters married Henry 
RoUe (Chief Justice), and another was the first wife of Bulstrode Whitelocke, 
the writer of the Memorials. His elder brother was ancestor of the Earls of 
Tankerville, the Earl of Arlington of the ' Cabal ' and the second and 
succeeding Dukes of Grafton. 

1613. Henry Jeye. Father-in-law of Sir Edward Nicholas, Secretary of State to 

Charles II. 

1614. Sir Henry Lee. Son of Sir Robert Lee (Lord Mayor 1602-3). His first vrife 

was daughter of Richard Gourney (Alderman, Sheriff 1589-90) ; his second was 
sister of Sir John AUott (Lord Mayor 1590-1), and widow of William Quarles 
(Alderman 1599). 
1614. Sir Peter Proby. Ancestor of the Earls of Carysfort. Chamberlain, in a 
letter to Alice Garleton, says he had been ' Secretary Walsingham's barber.' 
He owed his rise to the patronage of Sir Thomas Heneage, Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. 

1614. Sir Martin Lumley. Grandson of a Genoese who settled in England temp. 

Henry VIII. Father of Sir Martin Lumley, first Baronet. 

1615. "William Gore. 5th son of Gerard Gore (Alderman 1574), younger brother of 

Sir John Gore (Lord Mayor 1624-5) , and son-in-law of Sir Robert Lee (Lord 
Mayor 1602-3). His widow married Sir John Coke, Secretary of State. 

1615. Sir John Gore. 4th son of Gerard Gore (see preceding note). By his second 

wife, a daughter of Sir Thomas Cambell (Lord Mayor 1609-10), he was 
ancestor of the Gore-Langton family, represented by the present Earl Temple. 
His eldest daughter married John Cotton (Alderman 1649) . 

1616. Sir Allan Cotton. Brother of William Cotton (Alderman 1607), and 

father of John Cotton (Alderman 1649). 
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1616. Sir Cuthbert Hacket. Brother-in-law of Sir Roger Jones (Alderman, 

Sherlf! 1604-5). His daughter, by her marriage with Sir Thomas Dawes, was 
grandmother of Sir William Dawes, Bart., Archbishop of York. His son, 
Koger, an eloquent divine, is the subject of a notice in the Dictionary of 
National Biography. 

1617. "William Halliday (rectius HoUidaie). Son-in-law of Sir Henry Rows 

(Lord Mayor 1607-8). His widow married the second Earl of Warwick of the 
Rich line. His daughters married respectively Sir Henry Mildmay, Master 
of the Jewel Office, and Sir Edward Hungerford, K.B. 

1618. Ricliard Heme. Grandfather of Nicholas Heme (Alderman 1657), Sir 

Nathaniel Heme (Alderman, SheriS 1674-5), and Sir Joseph Heme (Alderman 
1686-7). 

1620. Sir Richard Deane. Father-in-law of William Methold (Alderman 1647) 
and Robert Myldmay (Alderman 1626). 

1620. Sir James Cambell. Son of Sir Thomas Cambell (Lord Mayor 1609-10), 
brother of Robert Cambell (Alderman 1597). 

1620. Sir Robert Ducye. Son-in-law of Richard Pyot (Alderman, Sherifi 1610-1). 

His son was created Viscount Downe and his grand-daughter, by her marriage 
with Edward Moreton, was mother of Matthew Duoie-Moreton, created Lord 
Dacie, and of Elizabeth, ancestress by her marriage with Francis Reynolds of 
the Earls of Ducie. 

1621. Sir G-eorge Whitmore. Grandson of William Bond (Alderman, Sherifi 1567-8) 

brother-in-law of Sir William Graven (Lord Mayor 1610-1) and father-in-law 
of Sir John Robinson (Lord Mayor 1662-3). His elder brother. Sir William, 
was ancestor of the Whitmores of Apley. He was a strong supporter of 
Charles I. against the Parliamentarians and was imprisoned as a 'delinquent.' 

1621. Sir "William. Tirrey. Son-in-law of Henry Wollaston (Alderman 1612). 

1621. Sir Nicholas Rainton. He was one of the four Aldermen (the others being 
J.Gayre,T. Soame and T. Atkyn) who were committed to the Tower in May 1640 
for refusing to make lists of the inhabitants of their Wards able to contribute 
£50 or more to a loan for the service of Charles I. Though opposed to the King 
on this occasion Soame and Gayre were subsequently ejected from their 
Aldermanries for their Royalist sympathies. 

1621. Richard Cocks. His elder son was ancestor of the Earls Somers and of the 

present Lord Somers ; the younger, Richard, was created a Baronet. 

1622. "William. Ferrers. His daughter married Sir Arthur Ingram, and was mother 

of Sir Thomas Ingram, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 

1622. Henry Parkhurst. Elder brother of Sir Robert Parkhurst (Lord Mayor 
1634-5). 

1622. iTohrL Hodges. His widow married (being the 4th of his seven wives) Sir 
Gervase Clifton, Bart. 

1622. Thomas Marsham. Father of Sir John Marsham, first Baronet and ancestor 
of the Earls of Roniney. 

1622. Ralph Freeman. His daughter married Lord Sondes, afterwards Earl of 

Peversham. 

1623. Sir Thomas Moulson. Son-in-law of Anthony Ratolyffe (Alderman, Sheriff 

1585-6) , brother-in-law of Sir Nicholas Rainton (Lord Mayor 1632-3), and uncle 
of Sir Edward Turner, Speaker of the House of Commons. 

1624. Thomas Overman. Brother-in-law of Sir Edward Bromfield (Lord Mavor 

1636-7). 

1624. Ro-wrland Heylin. A Welshman. He caused the Bible to be printed in Welsh 

' in a more portable bulk ' (Stow, ed. Munday, 1633). 

1625. G-eorge Chetham. Brother of Humphrey Chetham of Manchester, the 

founder of the Chetham Library there. 

162§. Thomas "Westro-w. His daughter married Sir Norton KnatchbuU, first 
Baronet, and was ancestregs. of the succeeding Baronets and of Ihe Lords 
Brabourne. 
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1625. Ellis Crispe. Father (by his first wife) of Sir Nicholas Crisp, Bart. His nieces 

(daughters of his brother Nicholas) married respectively Sir Thomas Cullum 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1646-7) and Sir Abraham Reynardson (Lord Mayor 1648-9). 
His widow married Sir Walter Pye, Attorney of the Court of Wards. 

1626. Sir Christopher Clithero-w. Son-in-law of Sir Thomas Cambell (Lord 

Mayor 1609-10). His daughter married Sir Thomas Trollope, first Baronet, 
the ancestor by an earlier wife of the Lords Kesteven. 

1626. Gideon Delaune. A native of Rheims. His relation, Thomas Delaune 
(Present State of London, Ed. 1681, p. 329) says that he had ' thirty-seven 
children by one wife,' and that ' his famous pill is in groat request to this day,' 
The number of his children is here considerably exaggerated. He had only 
seventeen, few of whom lived to maturity. 

1626. Sir John Hanbury. Ancestor of the Lords Bateman of the present creation. 

1626. Sir Edward Bromfleld. His eldest son John was created a Baronet, and his 
daughter married Sir Henry Hudson, first Baronet. 

1626. Sir Richard Fenn. Son-in-law of James CoUymore (Alderman 1610). 

1626. George Buswell. Father of Sir George Buswell, Bart. 

1626. Robert Myldmay. Son-in-law of Sir Richard Deane (Lord Mayor 1628-9). 

1626. Sir Stephen Soame. Son of Sir Stephen Soame (Lord Mayor 1598-9) and 
brother of Sir Thomas Soame (Alderman, Sheriff 1635-6). His son Peter 
succeeded to his cousin's Baronetcy. 

1626. Sir Morris Abbot. Brother of George Abbot, Archbishop of Canterbury, and 

of Robert Abbot, Bishop of Salisbury ; son-in-law of Bartholomew Barnes 
(Alderman 1599). 

1627. Sir Henry Garaway. Son of Sir William Garaway, Farmer of the Customs, 

nephew of Sir Henry Anderson (Alderman, Sheriff 1601-2) and ancestor, through 
his daughter, of Viscount Melbourne, the Prime Minister. 

1627. Thomas Morley. Brother-in-law of William Sebright, Town Clerk. 

1627. Sir Henry Eo"we. Son of Sir Henry Rowe (Lord Mayor 1607-8) and grandson 
of Sir Thomas Rowe (Lord Mayor 1568-9). 

1627. "William "WoUaston. Son of Henry WoUaston (Alderman 1612) and 
brother-in-law of Sir William Tirrey (Alderman 1621). 

1627. Rowland Backhouse. Son of Nicholas Backhouse (Alderman, Sheriff 1577-8). 
His grandson, William Backhouse, was created a Baronet. 

1627. John Chamberlain. He was fined £300 for neglecting his duties as Alderman 

after being sworn, January 7, 1628, and committed to Newgate in default of 
payment. The Court of King's Bench having declined to release him when 
brought before it on a writ of habeas corpus in May, he on November 11 
following came before the Court of Aldermen and made submission, when his 
fine was reduced to 100 marks and .^0 shillings in fees to officials. 

1628. "WiUiam. Mott. Father-in-law of Sir Thomas Foot (Lord Mayor 1649-50). 

1628. Sir William Acton.^ His daughter and sole heiress married Sir Thomas 

Whitmore, Bart., nephew of Sir George Whitmore (Lord Mayor 1681-2). 

1629. Humphrey Smith. Son-in-law of Sir George BoUes (Lord Mayor 1617-8). 
1629. Sir Gervais Elwes. Son of Geoffrey Elwes (Alderman, Sheriff 1607-8) and 

father of Sir Gervais Klwes, created a Baronet, ancestor of the succeeding 
Baronets and of John Elwes, the miser. His wife was grand-daughter of Sir 
Robert Lee (Lord Mayor 1602-3). 
1629 Robert Bateman. Father of four Aldermen— Richard (1648), Sir Anthony 
(Lord Mayor 1663-4), Sir William (1657), Sir Thomas (1662). 



4. It is erroneously stated in Loftie's ffisforj/o/ioradon.ii., 325, in G. B. C[okayne]'s 
Complete Baronetage, ii., 72 and (' quandoque bonus dormitat Homerus ') in 
Dr. Sharpe's I/0«don and the Kingdom, ii., 130, that Acton was elected Lord Mayor 
in September, 1640, and afterwards discharged by Parliament. (G. E. C. fixes the 
exact date, October 6, 1640, of such discharge.) As a matter of fact his name was 
not one of the two returned to the Court by the Common Hall, though he was the 
Senior Alderman below the Chair, and, as Macaulay would say, ' every schoolboy 
knows' that no parliament was in existence at that date. The Long Parliament 
did not meet till November 3, on which day Wright, who had been elected Lord 
Mayor, was presiding in the Court of Aldermen in virtue of his office (Rep. 55, fo. 1). 
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1629. Sir Bdnnmd Wright. His three daughters married respectively Sir James 
Harrington, Bart., (one of the High Court of Justice before which Charles I. 
was tried). Sir Richard Atltyns, Bart., and Sir Eobert Gordell, Bart. 

1631. Anthony Abdy. Son-in-law of Sir Thomas Cambell (Lord Mayor 1609-10) and 

brother-in-law of Sir James Cambell (Lord Mayor 1629-30). Baronetcies were 
conferred on each of his three sons, Thomas, Robert and John, all of which 
have become extinct, but the present Sir Anthony Abdy, Bart., is descended 
through a female ancestor from Sir Thomas. 
1681. Eobert Oambell. Younger son of Sir Thomas Cambell (Lord Mayor 1609-10) 
and brother of Sir James Cambell (Lord Mayor 1629-30). His younger son 
Thomas Cambell was created a Baronet and a similar honour was conferred on 
John Cambell, son of his elder son James. Through a grand-daughter he was 
ancestor of Viscount St. Aldwyn. 

1632. Samuel Oranmer. ' The last male heir of the eldest of Archbishop Cranmer's 

sons ' [Sir J. Baddeley, Aldermen of GrippUgate Ward, p. 62] . His only 
daughter married Sir Anthony Chester, Bart., whose uncle, Sir Heary Chester, 
K.B., was the second husband of her mother, the Alderman's widow (a sister 
of Thomas Wood, Bisliop of Lichfield). 
1632. Hugh. Perry. His widow married Lord Newburgh. Jane Perry, wife of the 
second Lord Pitzwilliam and mother of the first Earl Fitzwilliam and of Jane, 
who married Sir Christopher Wren, is ' generally said' to have been a daughter 
of the Alderman [G. E. O.'s Complete Peerage, iii., 380]. This, however, is 
doubtful. Three daughters, Mary, Catherine and Bebecca married respectively 
Sirs Edward Stradling, William Permor and Eobert Bindlosse, Baronets, the 
second being ancestress of the Earls of Pomf ret. 

1634. Sir Eicbard Gurney. A sturdy Cavalier, removed from the Mayoralty and 

impeached by the House of Commons for publishing the King's commission of 
array. He refused to give up the City's sword to anyone but the King. His 
daughter married the second Lord Cramond. 

1635. John Cordell. His son Robert was created a Baronet. Both Cordell and Sir 

Thomas Soame were passed over for the Mayoralty on account of their 
Royalist sympathies. 

1635. Sir Thomas Soame. Son of Sir Stephen Soame (Lord Mayor 1598-9). He 

was one of the six Aldermen restored to their seats at the Restoration, having 
been removed by the Parliamentarians. The others were Sirs T. Adams, 
A. Reynardson, J. Langham, J. Bunco, R. Browne. 

1636. Sir John Gayer. Uncle of Sir John Gayer, Governor of Bombay. One of his 

daughters married Sir Robert Abdy, Bart, (son of Anthony Abdy, Alderman and 
Sheriff 1630-1), another Sir Andrew Henley, Bart. He instituted the 'Lion' 
sermon at St. Katherine Cree Church. See Wilford's Memorials, pp 450-452. 
1636. William Abell. He was specially obnoxious to the London Commons as a 
' projector ' of the 40s. duty on wine, and was attacked in many pamphlets 
and broadsides. He retired to Holland in 1655, and nothing later is known 
of him. 

1638. Sir Thomas Atkyn. One of the leaders of the parliamentary party in the 

City, and the object of several Cavalier lampoons, many of them being very 
coarse, e.g., ' Upon Alderman Atkins .... on the great Training day,' 
{Bump Songs, i., 136). The unpleasant incident there related is frequently 
referred to in that collection (ii., 54, 58, 72, 103). Nothing is known of his 
history after the Restoration. He was nominated one of the Court for the 
trial of Charles I., but did not act. 

1639. Isaac Penington. A leader of the parliamentary party in the City, and one 

of the Court for trying Charles I., but he absented himself from the final 
sitting and did not sign the death warrant. He resigned his Aldermanry 
on account of financial reverses. Of his three sons two were Quakers and 
one a Romanist Priest.^" 

4a. For the proposal, which was not carried into effect, that he, with Aldermen Atkyn 
and Andrewes, should he knighted by the Speaker, see vol. I , p. 229, also Somers 
Tracts, vii., 57 (a tract entitled ' Hosanna or a Song of Thanksgiving set forth in 
three notable speeches at Grocers' Hall on the last solemn day of thanksgiving, 
June 7th, 1649 '), where Hugh Peters is represented as saying, ' It was God's mercy 
you had not all been knighted: for it was put to the vote whether my Lord 
Mayor should be knighted and whether you, Alderman Pennington and Alderman 
Atkins should be dubb'd Sir Isaac and Sir Thomas of the State's own creation, 
Jgut since it was resolved otherwise, I will make you all lords like myself.' 
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1639. Sir Thomas Adams. See his funeral sermon by Nathaniel Hardy in 

Wilford's Memorials, where he is described as ' the Darling of the City : in the 
Court of Aldermen lie was as an Oracle.' He endowed the Arabic professorship 
at Cambridge and founded a school at Wem. He was a sturdy cavalier and 
spent considerable sums in aid of the cause. Fuller {Worthies, iii., 67) says 
of him ' A man who hath drunk of the bitter waters of Meribah without 
making a bad face thereat, cheerfully submitting himself to God's pleasure in 
all conditions.' 

1640. Sir Abraham Reymardson. A leading Eoyalist. He was deprived of the 

Mayoralty and of his Aldermanry for refusing to proclaim the abolition of the 
Monarchy and the House of Lords. 

1641. Sir Thomas Lawley. His widow married Chief Justice Glynne. 

1641. Sir George Clarke. Son-in-law of Eobert Palmer (Alderman 1625), father of 

Sir George Clarke, Bart., and father-in-law of Lord Chief Baron Sir Eobert 
Atkyns. 

1642. Sir John Langham. Brother-in-law of Sir James Bunce (Alderman, Sheriff 

1643-4). His daughter married Sir Martin Lumley, 2nd Baronet (grandson 
of Sir Martin Lumley, Lord Mayor 1623-4). He was deprived of his 
Aldermanry, together with the other Cavalier Aldermen, Keynardson, Adams, 
Bunce and Gayer, in 1649, after the execution of Charles I. He had refused 
to accept election when first chosen Alderman until after imprisonment in 
Newgate for contumacy. 

1642. Sir Thomas Andrewes. One of the leaders of the parliamentarian party in 
the City. He sat on the Court which tried Charles I., and was present when 
sentence was pronounced, but did not sign the warrant. 

1642. Sir Hugh "Wyndham. Grandson of Eichard Chamberlain (Alderman, 
Sherifi 1562-3). 

1642. John Fo"wke. A leading civic parliamentarian who had been imprisoned for 
refusing to pay tunnage and poundage. He was named a member of the 
Court of Justice for trying Charles I., but did not act. 

1642. Sir James Bunce. Brother-in-law of Sir John Langham (Alderman, Sheriff 
1642-3). For an anecdote illustrating his conscientiousness see Fuller's 
Worthies (ed. Nuttall), i., 522. He was a staunch Eoyalist. 

1642. Eichard Chambers. He was imprisoned by the Star Chamber for refusing 

to pay tunnage and poundage, and later refused to pay ship money nntil after 
commitment. He appears to have been a cantankerous person, as he 
subsequently became a martyr on the other side, being deprived of his 
Aldermanry, together with Sir Thomas Soame, for refusing to attend the 
proclamation of the establishment of the Commonwealth. Like the pro- 
verbial Irishman he was usually ' agin the Government.' 

1643. Samuel Warner. He was committed to Newgate for refusing to accept 

election as Alderman, but surrendered the following day. 
1643. Sir Thomas Foot. His three daughters married respectively Sir John Cutler, 
Arthur Onslow and John Lewys, Baronets, of whom the first and third were 
Aldermen. His wife was daughter of William Mott (Alderman 1628). His 
Baronetcy descended under special limitation to his son-in-law, Arthur Onslow, 
father of the first Lord Onslow (who was Speaker of the House of Commons), 
grandfather of the more celebrated Speaker, Arthur Onslow, and ancestor of 
the Earls Onslow. 

1646. Sir Thomas Vyner. Uncle of Sir Eobert Vyner (Lord Mayor 1674-5). His 

first wife was sister of the wife of Sir Frances Bickley (Alderman 1649), the 
second was sister of Sir "William Humble (Alderman 1651), and the third was 
widow of John Perryn (Alderman 1657). 

1647. William Methold. Nephew of Sir William Methold, Lord Chief Baron of 

Exchequer (Ireland) and son-in-law of Sir Eichard Deane (Lord Mayor 1628 9). 
He was the first Englishman to visit the diamond mines of Golconda. 

1617. Sir Christopher Pack. He was the proposer of the Humble Petition and 
Advice, urging Cromwell to accept the Kingship. His second wife was daughter 
of Simon Edmonds (Alderman, Sheriif 1616-7) and his third the widow of 
Michael Herring (Alderman 1651). 

1648. Gilbert Morewood. Father-in-law of Sir Thomas Eich (Alderman 1660). 
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1648. Sir Richard Bro"wnie. Tbe well-known Presbyterian General who fought at 
first for the Parliament and later became an ardent Royalist. 

1648. Richard Bateman. Son of Robert Bateman (Alderman 1629, and Chamberlain 
of the City) and half-brother of Sir William, Sir Anthony and Sir Thomas {all 
Aldermen). He with his half-brothers failed in business, and in April, 1667, 
he was granted a pension of 20 shillings .per week by the Court of Common 
Council, being then ' very poor and 74 years of age.' (Journal 46, fo. 152.) 

1648. Rowland "Wilson. He was nominated one of the Court for the trial of 

Charles I. but did not act. His widow was the third wife of Bulstrode 
Whitelook, who has written in appreciative terms of his character [Memorials, 
i., 223, iii., 158). 

1649. Sir John Dethick. His daughter married Sir John Banks, Bart., and his 

grand-daughter was wife of the 1st Earl of Aylesford. 

1649. Nathan "Wright. Father of Sir Benjamin Wright, Bart., and uncle of Sir 
Nathan Wright, Lord Keeper. 

1649. John Massingberd. His eldest daughter married the first Earl of Berkely, 
the second was wife of the third Earl of Lindsey. 

1649. Bliab Harvey. Brother of William Harvey, the discoverer of the circulation 
of the blood, and ancestor of Admiral Sir Eliab Harvey, one of Nelson's 
Captains at Trafalgar. 

1649. John Cotton. Second son of Sir Allen Cotton (Lord Mayor 1625-6). 

1649. Abrahara Chambers. Brother of Richard Chambers (Alderman, Sheriff 
1644-5). 

1649. William Adams. Brother of Sir Thomas Adams (Lord Mayor 1645-6). He 
founded a school at Newport, co. Salop. Puller says of him ' God hath given 
him alieart and hand proportionable to his estate.' 

1649. John Oldfleld. His daughter married George Cooper, brother of the 1st Earl 
of Shaftesbury (Dryden's ' Achitophel'). 

1649. Robert Cheslyn {rectius Cheslen). Father-in-law of Sir William Bateman 
(Alderman 1657). 

1649. George Hadley. Son-in-law of Gilbert Harrison, Chamberlain of the City 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1633-4). His daughter married Admiral Herbert, created 
Earl of Torrington. 

1649. Sir Hugh Sraithson. Ancestor of the Dukes of Northumberland. 

1649. Sir Robert Tichborne. One of the regicides. He and Sir John Ireton are 
described in a Royalist pamphlet as 'the two City Jugglers' [Harleian 
Miscellany, iii., 484] . There is a memoir of him by C. Daltou in the Antiquary, 
vol. 15, pp. 191-194. After the Restoration he was imprisoned for life, and 
died in the Tower. He is referred to in Rump Songs (i., 341) as having ' a 
beardless chin,' and (ii., 82) ' Titchborn could preach, pray and prate by the 
Spirit.' 

1649. Sir Richard Chiverton. He is described in a MS. written between January 
and April, 1672, when he was the senior Alderman, and first printed in 
Oentleman's Magazine for November, 1769, pp. 615-517, as 'old, capable of 
doeing neither much goode nor hurt.' 

1619. Thomas "Witherings. For his work at the Post Office see Hyde's Early 
History of the Post Office, chapters 1-6, where it is justly said of him (p. 214) that 
' from the point of view of work done, he has some claim to be regarded as an 
early Rowland Hill : it was he who first organized the inland posts generally 
in Britain for the use of the public. ' It is surprising that the Dictionary of 
National Biography has no notice of him. 

1649. Mark Hildesley. Great-grandfather of Mark Hildesley, the successor of 
Bishop Wilson in the see of Sodor and Man. 

1649. Francis Allen. One of the regicides. He is referred to in Rump Songs, i., 306, 
(' Upon Oliver dissolving the Parliament in 1653.') — 

' Allen, the Coppersmith, was in great fear. 
He did much harm since the war began : 
A broken citizen many a year, 
And now he's a broken Parliament-man.' 
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1649. John Langley. He became poor in his old age and had a pension of £20 per 

annum grantg^ him by the Court of Common Council, October 10th, 1679 
(Journal 49, fo. 686.). He was son-in-law of Biohard Middleton (Alderman 
1649), and his daughter married Sir Hans Sloane, the celebrated Physician, 
whose collections formed the nucleus of the British Museum. 

1650. Joseph Brand. Father-in-law of Sir John Morden, the founder of Morden 

College, Blackheath. 

1650. John Mayo. He refused to accept the office of Alderman and was committed 
to Newgate for contumacy. 

1650. Edmund Harvey. He was partner in business with Edmund Sleigh 
(Alderman, Sheriff 1654-5), a. Colonel in the parliamentarian army and a 
member of the Court which tried Charles I., but though present at every 
meeting did not sign the death warrant. After th« Restoration he was 
imprisoned in Pendennis Castle. See 'case of Edmund Harvey' in Somers 
Tracts, vii., 454. 

1650. Henry Box. Was committed to Newgate, March 21, 1650 (Rep. 60, fo. 93), for 
refusing to accept office as Alderman. He was not sworn till August 15. 

1650. James Smith. Father of Sir John Smith (Alderman, Sheriff 1669-70). 

1650. Sir George "Wynn. Brother of Rowland Wynu (Alderman 1656), son-in-law 
of Robert Jeffereyes (Alderman 1629) and ancestor of the Lords Headley and 
St. Oswald. 

1650. Robert Lo'wther. Grandfather of Sir William Lowther, 1st Bart, of Marske, 
and brother of Sir John Lowther, ancestor of the Earls of Lonsdale. 

1650. Sir Thomas Rich. Son-in-law of Gilbert Morewood (Alderman 1648). The 
King (Charles II.) recommended him (May 5, 1662) for election to succeed one 
of the two Aldermen removed by the Commissioners for regulating the 
Corporation, but he was not chosen and probably declined nomination. 
[Overall Beviembrancia, p. 64.] 

1650. Sir Robert Smyth. His second son was Sir James Smyth (Lord Mayor 1684-5). 

1651. Thomas Bromfleld. His daughter was second wife of Sir Andrew Henley, 

Bart., whose first wife was daughter of Sir John Gayer (Lord Mayor 1646-7). 

1651. Sir Theophilus Biddulph. Son-in-law of Zachary Highlord (Alderman 
1648). 

1651. Thomas Hodges. Son of John Hodges (Alderman, Sheriff 1622-3) and 
son-in-law of Alexander Prescott (Alderman, Sheriff 1612-3). 

16.51. Sir John Cutler. The celebrated miser, pilloried (perhaps rather unjustly) in 
Pope's Moral Essays, Epistle iii. He was son-in-law of Sir Thomas Foot 
(Lord Mayor 1649-50.)= One of his daughters married the second Earl of 
Radnor of the Robartes line, and another Sir William Portman, Bart. It is of 
him that Arbuthnot relates the anecdote that his black worsted stockings were 
darned so often with silk that they became a pair of silk stockings. 

1651. Sir "William CO"Wper. Grandson'' of John Cowper (Alderman, Sheriff 1551-2), 
great-grandfather of the first Earl Cowper (Lord Chancellor) and ancestor of 
the succeeding Earls and of William Cowper the poet. 

1651. Philip Holman. Father of Sir John Holman, Bart. 

1651. John lanson. Son of Brian lanson (Alderman 1611) and brother of Sir Brian 

lanson, 1st Bart. 
1651. Thomas Bssicgton. Grandson of Sir Thomas Hayes (Lord Mayor 1614-.5). 

5. Miss Foot was his first wife and died in 1650; Sir John's second marriage to the 

daughter of Sir Thomas Tipping took place in 1669, when he is described in the 
licence as widower. The Dictionary of National IBiography transposes the order 
of his wives. 

6. G. E. C[okayne] in his Complete Baronetage, ii., 160, makes him son of the Sheriff, 

whose date of death he gives as June, 1009, whereas the true date was August, 
1584 (see note p. 36). Burke's Peerage makes him the second son of the Sherifi 
with three younger brothers, no twins being recorded, and his own birth date being 
March 7, 1582. It is clear that Burke and Cokayne have missed a generation. 
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1651. "William Barker. Younger son of Sir Kobert Barker, K.B., and father of Sir 

William Barker, Bart. , 

1651. Robert Johnson. Nephew of Eobert Johnson (Alderman, SherifE 1617-8). 

1651. Tliomas Smithsby. Saddler to Charles I. 

1651. Maximilian Bard. Brother of the first Viscount Buttevant. 

1651. Leonard Hamond. Son-in-law of Randall Manning (Alderman 1604). 

1651. Sir Jasper Clayton. Father-in-law of the first Earl of Yarmouth. 

1651. "William Ridges. Father-in-law of Sir Thomas Davies (Lord Mayor 1676-7). 

1651. Thomas Br 0"wne. Commonly called 'Ruff Browne.' He' died three days 
after entering his new house in Watling Street to which he had removed from 
' Old Street without Cripplegate.' [Smyth's Obituary, p. 98.] 

1651. John Ramsey. His daughter married the first Lord Herbert of Cherbury of 
the second creation. 

1651. Sir Henry Pickering. Son-in-lawof Sir Thomas Vyner (Lord Mayor 1653-4). 
He had been a Colonel in the parliamentary army. 

1651, John Barker. Son-in-law of Thomas Westrow (Alderman, Sheriff 1625). 

1651. Sir "William. Humble. Brother-in-law of Sir Thomas "Vyner (Lord Mayor 
1653-4). 

1651. John Beresford. Grandson of Ralph Woodcock (Alderman, Sheriff 1580-1). 

1651. Thomas Russell. Father-in-law of Sir Anthony Bateman (Lord Mayor 
1663-4). 

1651. Sir John Ireton. Brother of Henry Ireton, the Parliamentary General, who 
was Cromwell's son-in-law. 

1651. John Ellis. One of the civic leaders of the party in opposition to the Court in 
Charles II. 's reign. 

1651. Jeremy Blwes. Youngest son of Geoffrey Elwes (Alderman, Sheriff 1607-8) 
and brother of Sir Gervase Elwes (Alderman 1629). 

1651. Sir Andrew Eiccard. His daughter married successively Lord Kensington, 
son of the second Earl of Holland, and the first Lord Berkeley of Stratton, by 
whom she was ancestress of the succeeding Lords. 

1651. Michael Herring. His widow became the third wife of Sir Christopher Pack 
(Lord Mayor 1654-5). 

1651. Thomas Heryott. Was committed to Newgate for refusing to accept election 
as Alderman, Oct. 14, 1651, but was sworn and discharged a week later. 

1651. "William G-ore. Fourth son of Sir John Gore (Lord Mayor 1624-5) and ancestor 

of the Gore-Langton family, now represented by Earl "Temple. 

1652. "Walter Boothby. Son-in-law of George Witham (Alderman 1645-8) and 

father-in-law of John JoUiffe (Alderman 1658). 

1652. John Lorymer. His daughter married Sir Edwin Sadleir, second and last 
Baronet. 

1652. Martin Browne. Father-in-law of Sir Humphrey Winch, Bart. 

1652. Richard Turner. Father of Richard Turner (Alderman 1653) and father-in- 

law of Tempest Milner (Alderman, Sheriff 1656-7). 

1658. Samuel Moyer. Father of Sir Samuel Moyer, Bart. 

1633. Sir Thomas Alleyn. Son of William Alleyn (Alderman 1651), He was Lord 
Mayor at the time of the Restoration, which he took part in furthering, but 
he was not regarded as a whole-hearted royalist and he was one of the 
Aldermen superseded in 1683, when the Charter was suspended. The 
account of the Aldermen in 1672 (printed in The Gentleman's Magasine 
for 1769), says of him that ' the ill principles he had before that happie time, 
it is to be feared he retains still ; in the late times he was no great enemy to 
the renouncing the familie of Stuarts.' 

1653. Henry Hunter. Ancestor of Sir Claudius Hunter (Lord Mayor 1811-2). 
1653. Sir "WilLiam Thomson. Son-in-law of Samuel Warner (Alderman 1643-5), 

father of Sir Samuel Thomson (Alderman, Sheriff 1688), and unola of the first 
Lord Haversham. 
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1653. Bd.'ward. Ash.e. Son-in-law of Christopher Woodward (Alderman 1622), 
uncle of John Ashe (Alderman 1672), brother of Sir Joseph Ashe, Bart., and 
ancestor (through the marriage of his grand-daughter to Pierce A' Court) of 
the Lords Heytesbury. 

1653. Sir "W illi a.m Leman. Nephew of Sir John Leman (Lord Mayor 1616-7). 

1653. John Pierce. He at first refused to accept election as Alderman but ' obscured 
himself and refused to be spolien with.' The Serjeant-at-Arms was sent to 
him Sept. 27, 1653 (Rep. 62, fo. 3906). 

1653. Daniel Waldoe. Brother-in-law of Edward Claxton (Alderman 1648). His 
daughter married John Dubois, one of the Whig candidates at the great contest 
for the Shrievalty in 1682. 

1653". Sir Jolin Frederick. Father of Thomas Frederick (Alderman 1687), whose 
son John was created a Baronet and was ancestor of the succeeding Baronets. 
His two daughters married respectively Sir Nathaniel Heme (Alderman, 
Sheriff 1674-5), and Sir Joseph Heme (Alderman 1686-Y). He was a, strong 
supporter of the Bestoration, but, like Sir Thomas AUeyn, was regarded as 
not a firm adherent of the Court and so was superseded with the Whig 
Aldermen in 1683. The MS. account of the Aldermen in 1672 says of him that 
' by reason of his age, he is apt to be ledd by others, especially by Sir John 
Lawrence : he hates a souldier and cannot endure to see any of the King's 
guards.' 

1653. Tempest Milner. Son-in-law of Richard Turner (Alderman 1652). He was 
one of the two Aldermen removed by the Commissioners for regulating the 
Corporation in 1662. 

1653. Eichard Turner. Son of Richard Turner (Alderman 1652) and brother-in-law 
of Tempest Milner (Alderman, Sheriff 1666-7). 

1653. Sir Samuel Micoe. Son-in-law of Henry Andrewes (Alderman, Sheriff 1632-3). 

1654. diaries Tliorold. He had a family of seven sons and seven daughters. 

imong the former were Sir Charles Thorold (Sheriff 1705-6) and Sir George 
Thorold (Lord Mayor 1719-20). 

1654. Isaac Lee. He became poor in his later years and was granted a pension of £3 
per month by the Court of Common Council, October 26, 1663, being then 74 
years of age and a prisoner in the King's Bench (Journal 45, fo. 325). 

1654. Jolin Perryn.. His widow married Sir Thomas Vyner (Lord Mayor 1663-4). 

1655. Sir John Robinson. Son of Archdeacon Robinson who was half-brother of 

Archbishop Laud and nephew of Sir William Webbe (Lord Mayor 1591-2). The 
MS. account of the Aldermen in 1672 says of him that ' he hath been most 
industrious in the civill government of the cittie, watchfull to prevent anything 
that might reflect any prejudice or dishonour upon the King's government, 
happy in dispatch of businesse, to the great contentment of the people.' Pepys 
writes very contemptuously of him as ' a talking bragging bufiflehead .... as 
verv a coxcomb as I would have thought had been in the City . . . nor hath 
he brains to outwit any ordinary tradesman ' (March 17, 1662-3) : again, after 
recording ' a very great noble dinner ' at which he (Pepys) was a guest during 
Robinson's Mayoralty, he adds ' this Mayor is good for nothing else ' (October 
20, 1663), and in another place he says of him that 'he makes it his work to 
praise himself, and all he says and do, like a heavy-headed coxcomb.' 

1656. Sir John Le'wys. A son-in-law of Sir T. Foot (Lord Mayor 1649-50) : his 

elder daughter married the 7th Earl of Huntingdon and the younger the 3rd 
Earl of Scarsdale. 

1656. Robert Burdett. Son-in-law of Nathan Wright (Alderman 1649). 

1656. Robert Holt. His daughter married Sir William Roberts, Bart. 

1656. Rowland "Wynn. Brother of Sir George Wynn (Alderman 1650) and son-in- 
law of Anthony Biddulph (Alderman 1651). 

1656. G-eorge Chetham. Nephew of George Ohetham (Alderman 1625). 

1656. Gerard G-ore. Probably the son of William Gore (Alderman, Sheriff 1615-6) 
who bore that baptismal name. 

1656. Hugh Wood. Son-in-law of Simon Edmunds (Alderman, Sheriff 1646-7) : his 
wife was sister-in-law of Sir Christopher Pack (Lord Mayor 1654-5). 
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1657. Sir William Bateman. Sou of Bobert Bateman, Ohamberlain of the City 
(Alderman 1629), brother of Sir Anthony Bateman (Lord Mayor 1663-4) and 
two other Aldermen, and son-in-law of Bobert Cheslen (Alderman 1649) . 

1657. Ambrose Bronskill. Brother-in-law of Sir William Humble (Alderman 1651) 
and father-in-law of Francis Asty (Alderman 1667). 

1657. Nicholas Herne. Grandson of Biohard Heme (Alderman, Sheriff 1618-9) and 
half-brother of Sir Nathaniel Herne (Alderman, Sheriff 1674-5) and Sir Joseph 
Herne (Alderman 1686-7). 

1657. Erasmus Smith. Well known for his bequests for the foundation of schools 
in Ireland. He was son-in-law of the first Lord Coleraine, and the marriage of 
his grand-daughter to Lord Strange, son of the 4th Earl of Derby, from which 
the later Earls are descended, brought the name of Smith into that family. 

1657. Sam.uel Langham.. Brother of Sir John Langham (Alderman, Sheriff 1642-3). 

1657. Sir Anthony Bateman. Son of Bobert Bateman, Chamberlain of the City 
and brother of Sir William, Biohard and Sir Thomas (all elected Aldermen). 
He failed in business and was voted a pension of 30 shillings per week, being 
then a prisoner in the King's Bench, July 2, 1675 (Journal 48, fo. 172). 

1657. David Davidson. Though a member of the Grocers' Company, he was by 
trade a ropemaker in Wapping, 

1657. Sir Martin Noell. Pepys describes him in his diary (September 5, 1662) as 

'certainly a very useful man.' He was one of the victims of the Plague in 

1665, his wife dying of grief very shortly afterwards. 

1658. Sir John La'wrence. The leader of the party in opposition to the Court in 

civic affairs. The writer of the MS. account of the Aldermen in 1672, says 
that ' he hath put all the affronts and indignities imaginable upon all those 
persons that have been willing to venture their lives and estates in any mihtary 
employment for His Majesty,' and that he 'hath always had three or four 
busie turbulent followers to crye him up in all parts of the cittie, and to 
assist him in all popular elections.' He goes on to say of Lawrence and of 
Sir William Turner, who had co-operated with him in favouring the Dissenters, 
that ' what they gained by their treacherous complieing with that party, that 
they have lost by their impious and insolent behaviour towards almost all 
persons they have had to doe with.' One daughter married Sir George 
Vyner, Bart., son of Sir Thomas Vyner (Lord Mayor 1653-4), and another 
Charles Chamberlain (Alderman 1687-8). 

1658. Sir John Barkstead. One of the regicides. 

1658. Francis Dashwood. He married a sister of Edmund Sleigh (Alderman, 
Sheriff 1654-5). His eldest son Sir Samuel was Lord Mayor 1702-3 ; the second) 
Francis, was created a Baronet and was father of Lord le Despencer, well known 
as the head of the ' monks ' of Medmenham Abbey and as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in Lord Bute's ministry. His daughter married the 5th Lord 
Brooke, from which marriage the Earls of Warwick of the present creation 
are descended. 

1658. John Jolliffe. Son-in-law of Walter Boothby (Alderman 1652) : one of his 
daughters married Sir Samuel Moyer, Bart., and another Sir Edward Northey 
(Attorney-General to Queen Anne), whose daughter by her was wife of Lord 
Chief Justice Baymond. 

1658. Sir William Vincent. Nephew of Sir John Langham (Alderman, Sheriff 

1658. John Aleyn. His daughter married successively Sir John Tyrell, 1st Bart of 
Sprmgdeld and Sir Thomas Stampe (Lord Mayor 1691-2). 

1658. Sir Thomas Bludworth. Lord Mayor at the time of the Great Fire of 

1666. His daughter married Lord Jeffreys, James ll.'s Chief Justice and Lord 
Chancellor, and was ancestress of the Earls of Pomfret. Pepys writes of him 
as ' a silly man, I think ' (June 80, 1666) and ' a very weak man he seems to be ' 
(December 1, 1666). The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 credits him 
with being ' a zealous person in the King's concernments ; willing though it 
may be not very able, to doe great things.' In his funeral sermon by Dr 
Scott it is said that ' he had a mighty affection and zeal for the King and for 
the Church of England.' 

1659. Wmiam Love. One of the two Aldermen displaced by the Commissioners for 

regulating the Corporation in 1662, as having been 'faulty in the late 
troubles.' 
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1659. Sir William Bolton. He was accused of cheating the poor of the City out 
of the collections made for the sufferers by the Great Pire, to the extent of 
£1,800, ' of which he can give no account, and in which he hath forsworn 
himself plainly' (Pepys' Diary, December 3, 1667). He was in consequence 
forbidden to attend the Court of Aldermen pending inquiry and was ultimately 
constrained to resign his seat. He became very poor and was voted a pension 
of £3 per weelj by the Court of Common Council, March 19, 1677 (Journal 48, 
fo. 293), which was subsequently continued to his widow. See Dr. Sharpe's 
London a/nd the Kingdom, ii , 432n. 

1659. Sir "Wllliara Peake. Father of Sir John Pealte (Lord Mayor 1686-7). The 
MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 describes him as 'dilligent in the 
publique affaires, resolute for the King's interest and for the antient and orderly 
Government of the cittie.' 

1659. "William Crow. He was an upholsterer with whom Pepys had considerable 
dealings. (See Diary, December 15, 16, 1668). Pepys records (December 1, 
1663) how Lord Chief Justice Hyde in a trial in which Crow's name was 
mentioned, ' would not suffer Mr. Grow, who hath fined for Alderman to be 
called so, but only Mister, and did eight or nine times fret at it, and stop 
every man that called him so.' 

1659. Jolin Blackwell. Father of Sir Lawrence Blackwell, Bart. 

1659. Sir "William. "Wale. Father-in-law of Sir Edward Seymour, Bart., Speaker of 

the House of Coinmons and ancestor of the later Dukes of Somerset. 

1660. Bcl"war(i Bactwell. The eminent goldsmith of the time of the Common- 

wealth and Charles II. When the King closed the Exchequer, Backwell was 
his creditor for nearly £300,000. See Hilton Price's London Banks. Pepys' 
Diary contains frequent references to him. 

1660. Francis Meynell. Ancestor of the Meynell-Ingram family. Pepys (Diary, 
September 18, 1662) writes of him as ' the great money-man.' 

1660. Sir "William Turner. The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 says that he 

was ' esteemed zealous for the church untill the yeare of his Maioraltie ; then 
he espouzed the interests of the Nonconformists ' ; it adds that towards the 
end of his year of office ' there were frequent consultations at his house with 
the heads of the Nonconformists about continuing him Lord Mayor another 
yeare.' He appears to have recovered favour with the Court party as he was not 
superseded with the Whig Aldermen in 1683. He was one of the few bachelor 
Lord Mayors. 

1661. Sir Eichard Ford. Pepys (Diary, March 17, 1663) describes him as ' a very 

able man of his brains and tongue, and a scholar,' but in a later entry 
(October 18, 1664) he records on the authority of a ' Mr. Gray ' that ' among 
other faults, Sir Richard Ford cannot keep a secret.' The MS. account of 
the Aldermen in 1672 says that he is ' a man of excellent parts, and may doe 
his majestie excellent service in the citty,' but notes that he suspended the 
execution of the laws against Nonconformists when Lord Mayor, ' by which 
he gained the applause of all that partie.' 

1661. Sam.uel Foote. First cousin of Sir Thomas Foot (Lord Mayor 1049-50). 

1661. Sir Samuel Starling. His widow, daughter of Richard Garford (Alderman 
1656), married the 4th Viscount Grandison. According to Pepys he was not 
liberal, as he records in his diary (September 8, 1666), during the progress of 
the fire, that "Alderman Starling, a very rich man, without children, the fire 
at next door to him in our lane, after the men had saved his house, did 
give 2s. 6d. among thirty of them, and did quarrel with some that would remove 
the rubbish out of the way of the fire, saying that they came to steal.' As he 
'put the law in execution vigorously against phanatios,' he is praised by the 
writer of the account of the Aldermen in 1672, who styles him ' a person of 
good learning, a solid judgment and great courage, contemning all danger for 
the safetie of his majestie's Government.' 

1661. Th-Omas Turgis. He was one of the wealthiest commoners in England of his 
time, and proprietor of the pocket-borough of Gatton. 

1661. Sir Henry Barnard. One of his daughters married Sir Josiah Child, Bart., 
the well-known writer on trade, another married the 8th Lord Chandos. 

1661. George Hanger. Grandfather of the first Lord Coleraine of that family. 
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1661. Bcl"W"ard Chard. He is described in the notice of his burial in Smyth's 
Obituary, p. 55, as ' sometime City Smith.' 

1661. Sir Eicliard Eyves. Nephew of Bruno Ryves, Dean of Windsor. 

1662. Sir Thomas Baternan. Youngest son of Eobert Bateman, Chamberlain of 

the City, and brother of Sir Anthony Bateman (Lord Mayor 1663-4), and Sir 
William Bateman (Alderman 1657). He, with his brothers, suffered heavy loss 
through the Great Fire, 
1662. Sir William Warren. He is very frequently mentioned in Pepys' Diary. 
He was a shipbuilder at Wapping. Pepys records (June 3, 1662) that his 
fine on discharge from his Aldermanry was used to defray the cost of the 
Aldermen's present to the Qaeen (Catharine of Braganza). 

1662. William Webb. His daughter married Sir John Oglander, 2nd Baronet. 

1662. Eicliard Mills. Son-in-law of Walter Pritohett (Alderman 1625). 

1663. Sir Hugh Parker. Ancestor of the two Admirals Sir Hyde Parker who 

commanded the British fleet at the battles of Dogger Bank and Copenhagen 
respectively. 

1664. Sir Charles Doe. He preserved the Goldsmith Company's plate at his house 

in Edmonton during the Great Fire. Shortly after be failed in business and 
was " displaced " from his Aldermanry in consequence. 

1664. Sir George Waterman. He is described in the MS. account of the 
Aldermen of 1672 (at which time he was Lord Mayor), as ' a person almost 
voide of understanding, but not of will. He is very weake in the one, but most 
perverse in the other. He employes abundance of tyme, but does no businesse. 
He for a while was guided by Sir John Lawrence who ledd him astray.' 

1664. Sir Robert Hanson. The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 describes 
him as 'a person (who) heartilie loves the King's interest,' and prophesies that 
he will make a better Lord Mayor than Waterman, ' having a better under- 
standing and a better conscience.' 

1664. Charles Everard. One of the victims of the Great Plague of 1665. 

1664. Sir Willam Hooker. Pepys writes of him during his Shrievalty {Diary, 
December 13, 1665), that he 'keeps the poorest, mean, dirty table in a dirty 
house that ever I did see any Sheriff of London, and a plain, ordinary, 
silly man I think he is, but rich.' The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 
says ' that he is fallen off from the party of Sir John Lawrence and Sir William 
Turner ; he saith, he sees their jugling, and will have noe more to do with 
them. He is bold, and apt to reflect upon the Court, if things orosse his 
humour.' He was one of the three Aldermen who retained their seats 
throughout the changes of the period from 1683 to 1688 (see ante p. 115). 

1664. Stephen Frewen. Brother of Accepted Frewen, Archbishop of York. 
1664. Nicholas Bonfoy. Brother of Sir Thomas Bonfoy (Alderman 1664). 
1664. James Hiokson. He endowed an almshouse at South Mimms. 
1664. John Bence. Son of Alexander Bence (Alderman 1653), and father-in-law of 
Vere, 4th Earl of Westmorland. 

1666. Sir Eobert Vyner. Nephew of Sir Thomas Vyner (Lord Mayor 1653-4). 
He and Edward Backwell (Alderman 1660-1) were the leading Goldsmiths of 
Charles II. 's time. He lost over £400,000 by the closing of the Exchequer in 
January, 1672, and became bankrupt towards the end of the reign. He is 
frequently mentioned by Pepys. Grammont's story of his fetching back the 
King to drink another bottle at his Mayoral dinner is well known. The writer 
of the account of the Aldermen of 1672 (at which time he was Sheriff and 
' contracted an extraordinary friendship ' with his colleague. Sir Joseph 
Sheldon), says that he 'hath as large a soule, and hath done and did design as 
great and charitable acts in London, as any person, if the necessary shutting 
up of the Exchequer had not restrained him.' 

1666. Eobert Aske. He married the widow of Nicholas Bonfoy (Alderman 1664) , and 
was the founder of a school at Hatcham. 

1666. Peter Dncane. Uncle of Sir John Houblon (Lord Mayor 1695-6), and Sir 
James Houblon (Alderman 1692-1700) and father-in-law of Sir Christopher 
Ijethuillier (Alderman, Sheriff 1689-90). 

1666. Sir Eichard Piggott. Brother-in-law of Sir Thomas Vyner (Lord Mayor 
1653-4). 
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1666. Sir Joseph Sheldon. Nephew of Gilbert Sheldon, Archbishop of Canterbury ; 
his daughter married Sir John Cotton, Bart , and was mother of Sir John 
Hinde Cotton, a leading Tory politician of the reigns of George I. and II. The 
MS. account of the Aldermen of 16Y2, after recording his ' extraordinary 
friendship ' with Sir Kobert Vyner, asserts that ' the King hath noe two persons 
doe more passionately love his interest than these,' and that ' they are men of 
good abilities, and very sober and disoreete in the management of 
businesse.' 

1666. Sir John Moore. Originally a Nonconformist, he became the leader of the 

' Church and King ' parly in the Court of Aldermen. The writer of the MS. 
account of the Aldermen of 1672 records that his election as Alderman in 1671, 
after he had been discharged on payment of a fine in 1667, was due to Sir John 
Lawrence and Sir William Turner, ' apprehending him a person fitt for their 
turne,' but that he behaved himself ' with great honestie and irjtegretie, 
refusing to side with Sir John Lawrence ' for which the latter used ' reproachfull 
words ' to him. For the events of his Mayoralty see Dr. Sharpe's London and 
the Kingdom, ii., 476-491. He was the Ziloah of Tate's portion of Absalom and ■ 
Achitophel, who, when he ruled 'Jerusalem' [i.e., London] did 'boldly all 
seditious surges stem.' 

1667. Eichard Spencer. His widow married Sir John Stonhouse, Bart., and his 

daughter was the second wife of Lord Chancellor Harcourt. 

1667. John Jermyn. Brother-in-law of John Hoby (Alderman 1666). 

1667. Eichard Beckford. Brother of Sir Thomas Beckford (Alderman, Sherifi 
1677-8). 

1667. Hnmphrey Beane. Pather-in-law of Sir John Parsons (Lord Mayor 1703-4), 
and grandfather of Humphrey Parsons (Lord Mayor 1730-1, 1740-1). 

1667. William. Dash'wood. Nephew of Francis Dashwood (Alderman 1658). 

1667. Sir Denis Gauden. Brother of John Gauden, Bishop of Winchester (the 
reputed author of Eikon Basilike). His official position in the Navy Ofiice 
brought him much into contact with Pepys, in whose Diary his name is of 
frequent occurrence. The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 speaks of 
him as ' esteemed justly a man of great justnesse and uprightnesse in his 
place of government,' but adds that his official duties as Victualler of the 
Navy prevent his frequent attendance in the Court of Aldermen. 

1667. William Sherrington. His daughter married Sir William Luokyn, Bart., 
and was mother of the 1st Viscount Grimston, and ancestress of the Earls 
of Verulam. 

1667. George Clark. Prom his daughter's first husband, John Trevor (son of Sir 
John Trevor, Secretary of State), the Viscounts Hampden are descended. Her 
third husband was Lord Cutts, the ' salamander,' one of Marlborough's 
Generals at Blenheim. 

1667. Sir Thomas Davies. ' The little fellow, my schoolfellow, the bookseller, 
who was one of Audley's executors and now become Sherifi ; which is a 
strange turn, methinks' (Pepys' Diary, Oct. 23, 1667). His mother was niece 
of Hugh Audley, the wealthy usurer, from whom he and his brother inherited 
large fortunes. His niece, Mary Davies, by her marriage with Sir Thomas 
Grosvenor, 3rd Baronet of Eaton, brought into that family the great West-end 
Estate, from which the great wealth of her descendants, the Marquess and 
Dukes of Westminster, was derived. He was son-in-law of William Ridges 
(Alderman 1651). The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 says of him that 
' hee knows as well how to keep as Audley knew how to get and keepe ' his 
estate, and deecribes him as ' a meane spirited person . . one that will 
venture as little as may be, either for the safety of the king, or service of 
the citie.' 

1667, Frajicis Asty. Sonrin4awofApibroseBronskiU (Alderman 1657). 
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1668. John Forth.' Brother of Dannet Forth (Alderman, Sheriff 1C70-1) and son- 
in-law of Sir Henry Vane, the Republican statesman. The MS. account of 
the Aldermen of 1672 describes him as ' a hasty, passiona'.e person; noe lover 
of the Church of England ... he rarely sees the inside of a church ... he 
hath a consecrated chappell in hia owne house ... a nonconformist and a 
brewer officiating there, when he is at leisure on a Sunday to heare. He is a 
man of noe reputation for keeping his word.' 

1668. Sir Francis Chaplin. Father of John Chaplin (ancestor of the Cbaplins of 
Blankney, now represented by the Eight Hon. Henry Chaplin) and of Sir 
Robert Chaplin, Bart. Pepys {Diary, January 22, 1668) describes him as ' a 
pretty humoured little man,' and the MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 
speaks of him as ' a person truly loyall ' and ' active in businesse, but too quick 
and open sometimes in declaring his opinion.' 

1668. Sir Richard Howe. Father-in-law of Sir Michael Hioks and ancestor of 
Viscount St. Aldwyn. 

1668. John Lane. Father of Sir Thomas Lane (Lord Mayor 1694-5). His daughter 
married Paul Foley (Speaker of the House of Commons), from which marriage 
descended the Lords Foley of the present creation. 

1668. William Bainbrigg. His daughter married Sir William Maynard, Bart , and 
was ancestress of the Viscounts Maynard and the present Countess of 
Warwick, the aristocratic patroness of Socialism. 

1668. Henry Ashhurst. A leading Nonconformist and friend of Richard Baxter, 
who preached his funeral sermon. Father of Sir William Ashhurst (Lord 
Mayor 1693-4) and of Sir Henry Ashhurst (Alderman 1688-9). 

1668. Sir John Smith. Son of James Smith (Alderman 1650) and father of Sir 
John Smith, Bart., of Isleworth. The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 
describes him as ' an honest good-natured person, desireing to serve his 
majestie to his utmost and ready to oblige any of the King's friends. He is 
willing to receive good advice . . arfd able to distinguish betweene good 
and bad.' 

1668. Benjamin Albln. Son-in-law of John Mayo (Alderman 1650-8). 

1669. John Oolvill. A goldsmith who lost over £85,000 by the shutting up of the 

Exchequer in 1672. Pepys did business with him and frequently mentions 
him in his Diary, in one place (May 24, 1665) characterizing him as 'an 
impertinent fool.' 

1669. Sir James Edwards. He is described in the MS. account of the Aldermen 
of 1672 as ' a bold stoute man, furnished with honest loyall principles, a man 
of good understanding and as good a resolution : he is like to prove a very 
usefull person in the cittie, especially if he would but come and live there.' 

1669. Dannet Forth. Brother of John Forth (Alderman, Sheriff 1668-9). He was 
originally a member of the Drapers' Company, and was translated to the 
Brewers January 15, 1661 [Rep. 67, fo. 188iJ , thus exchanging one of the 12 
greater Companies for one of the minor ones, of which there are few instances 
recorded. His daughter married Francis St. John, sou of Oliver St. John, the 
Chief Justice of the Commonwealth period, and was mother of Sir E'ranois 
St. John, Bart., and ancestress of the later Dukes of Manchester. In the MS. 
account of the Aldermen of 1672 he is described as ' a person that hath much 
more command of his passion than his brother, and a man of greater abilities 
in busynesse, but as to church affaires, of the same principles with his 
brother.' 

1669. William Fluellin. His daughter was mother of Sir Thomas Colby, Bart. 



His name stands first in the list of those commissioned to farm the Irish Revenues 
from 1669 to 1675 ; he had ten colleagues, of whom six were at some time or other 
elected Aldermen of London, viz. : William Buoknall (1667), William Dashwood 
(1667), Philip Jemmett (16671, John Breedon (1667), James Hayes (1664), and his 
brother Dannet Forth (1669). The MS. quoted in the text says 'it is concluded 
by very many that his loyaltie consists njuch in his excise formes, and the profili 
he inakes by them.' 
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1669. Sir Jonathan Dawes. His daughter married Sir Martin Lumley, 3rd Bart., 

great grandson of Sir Martin Lumley (Lord Mayor 1623-4). Tlie writer of the 
MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672, after noticing his friendship with his 
brother-Sherifi, Sir Robert Clayton, says that they 'industriously endeavour 
to serve his majestie and the cittie. They want no courage, nor conduct in 
any businesse they undertake ; they have a greate share of love and estieme 
from people of all sorts.' 

1670. Sir Robert Clayton. He was partner in business as a scrivener with John 

Morris (Alderman 1669), whose property he inherited. His nephew and heir, 
William Clayton, was created a Baronet, and was ancestor of the Clayton 
Baronets of Morden and the Clayton-East Baronets of Hall Place. The writer 
of the laudatory remarks on him and Sir J. Dawes, quoted above, did not 
foresee that he would later be one of the Whig leaders both in the City and in 
Parliament. In the portion of Absalom and Achitophel written by Tate, he is 
described as ' Extorting Ishban,' in reference to his having amassed a fortune 
by usury, and 

' Ishban of conscience suited to his trade, 
As good a saint as usurer ever made,' 
and some succeeding lines accuse him of having ofiered ' talents of extorted 
gold ' and to ' turn loyal ' in return for a peerage, which was refused him. 

1670. Sir Patience "Waird. It is said that he was so christened because his father 
was disappointed in the sex of his child, having desired a daughter. He was 
one of the leaders of the Whig party in the City, and it was during his 
Mayoralty that the inscription was placed on the Monument ascribing the 
Great Fire to the Roman Catholics. The MS. account of the Aldermen of 1672 
says that ' he hath had a vrife many years, but whether they wore ever 
married is a question, unless it were according to the directory of the quakers.' 
His wife was daughter of WUliam Hobson (Alderman 1657). He was uncle of 
Sir John Ward (Lord Mayor 1718-9). He was convicted of perjury in his 
evidence at the trial of the action of the Duke of York against Sir Thomas 
Pilkington, and fled to Holland 1683, where he remained till the Revolution. 

1672. Sir "William Pricliard. One of the leaders of the civic Tories. He obtained 

a verdict for £10,000 damages in 1684 against Thomas Papillon (Alderman 
1689) for illegal arrest in connexion with the disputes arising out of the 
election for Sheriff in 1682. 

1673. Sir Henry Tulse. His daughter, who married the first Lord Onslow, 

drowned herself in a pond in the Archbishop of Canterbury's palace at 
Croydon. 

1674. Sir James Smyth. Second son of Sir Robert Smyth (Alderman 1650), son- 

in-law of Sir William Peake (Lord Mayor 1667-8), and father of James Smyth, 
created Baronet 1714. 

1676. Sir Nathaniel Heme. Grandson of Richard Heme (Alderman, Sheriff 
1618-9), half-brother of Nicholas Heme (Alderman 1657), and son-in-law of 
Sir John Frederick (Lord Mayor 1661-2) . His grand-daughter married the 
second Earl of Jersey, and was mother of the first Earl of Clarendon of the 
present creation. 

1676. Sir John Lethuillier. Son-in-law of Sir William Hooker (Lord Mayor 
1673-4) and brother of Sir Christopher Lethuillier (Alderman, Sheriff 1689-90). 
Pepys {Diary, December 13, 1665) describes him as ' a pretty, civil, under- 
standing merchant,' and his wife as ' our noble, fat, brave lady in our parish 
that I and my wife admire so,' and (December 3) as ' my fat brown beauty, a 
very noble woman.' 

1676. Sir Robert G-effery. Founder of the almshouses which are known by his 
name, for the establishment of which he bequeathed money in trust to his 
Company, the Ironmongers. 

1676. Sir John Shorter. A Nonconformist, described by Evelyn (Dia?-?/ 1., 648) as 
' an Anabaptist, a very odd ignorant person, a mechanic, I think.' He was 
one of the Aldermen superseded when the Charter was suspended in 1683, but 
was restored by James II. when that monarch was courting the Dissenters in 
1687, and made Lord Mayor, with permission to have whom he pleased as 
his chaplain. For the accident which caused his death see Sir J. Baddeley's 
Aldermen of Cripplegate Ward, p. 80. His grand-daughter married Sir Robert 
Walpole, and was mother of Horace Walpole, 
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1676. Sir Thomas Gold. His grand-daughter married the 2nd Lord Barnard and 
was mother of the 1st Earl of Darlington and ancestress of the Dukes of 
Cleveland. He was a strong Whig and one of the candidates of that party 
for the Mayoralty at the crucial election of 1682. He was superseded when 
the Charter was suspended in 1683, and died before its restoration. 

1679. Sir John Peake. Son of Sir William Peake (Lord Mayor 1667-8) and 
brolher-in law of Sir James Smyth (Lord Mayor 1684-5). His daughter married 
Sir John Shaw, 2nd Baronet, and was ancestress of the succeeding Baronets. 

1679. Sir Thomas Beckford. His wife (sister of Sir William Thomas, Bart.) 

married four times. Sir Thomas being her second husband. Her fourth 
was Sir Henry Fermor, Bart, 

1680. Sir John Chapman. See Wilford's Memorials, pp. 507, 508. He was father of 

Sir William Chapman, Bart. 

1680. Henry Cornish. This barbarous person, whose execution for treason on 
insufficient evidence in James II.'s reign has given occasion to Whig historians 
to glorify him with the halo of martyrdom, was one of the two Sheriffs who 
protested against the remission of the vivisection portion of the sentence on 
the aged Viscount Stafford, the victim of Oates' perjury, whose only offence 
was his adhesion to the Romanist faith, in which protest he was supported 
by the immaculate William, Lord Russell ! 

1680. Sir Thomas Pilkington. One of the most prominent leaders of the Whigs 

in the City during the troubles of the later years of Charles II. The Duke of 
York obtained a verdict for £50,000 damages against him in 1682 for 
scandalum magnatum, and in default of payment he was imprisoned till 
1686. Burnet writes of him as ' an honest but indiscreet man that gave 
himself great liberties in discourse.' 

1681. Sir Jonathan Raymond. Son-in-law of Philip Jemmett (Alderman 1667). 

Le Neve {Pedigrees of Knights, p. 333) says that he was ' a very weak silly 
man but gott a great estate' (by his marriage).

1682. Dudley North. 4th son of the 4th Lord North, and brother of the 1st Earl of 

Guilford (Lord Chancellor) and of Roger North (author of the Exainen and 
of Lives of ihe Norths). He was an early advocate of Free Trade, and is 
described by Macaulay as ' one of the ablest naen of the time. ' 

1682. Sir Peter Daniel. Son of William Daniel (Alderman 1670 His Tory politics 

caused him to be passed over for the Mayoralty. 

1683. Sir Peter Rich. Son-in-law of Richard Evans (Alderman 1663). 

1683. Sir Sam.uel Dashwood. Son of Francis Dashwood (Alderman 1658), 
grandson of Edmund Sleigh (Alderman, Sheriff 1654-5) and elder brother of 
Sir Francis Dashwood, Bart. He married the sister of John Smith, Speaker 
of the House of Commons, His eldest daughter was mother of the first 
Lord Archer, and a younger daughter married Sir Thomas Saunders 
Sebright, Bart., from whom the later Baronets are descended. 

1683. Sir Benjamin Newland. Son-in-law of Robert Richbell (Alderman 1661) 
and father of Sir George Newland, M.P. for the City 1710-4. 

1683. Sir Peter Paravicini. Le Neve (Pedigrees of Knights, p. 412j, who writes 
the name Pallavioini, says that he was born in Italy, came over to England a 
poor lad and was butler to Charles Torreano, a London merchant, whose sou 
married his daughter. 

1683. Sir Benjamin Bathurst. Grandson of Lancelot Bathurst (Alderman 1593), 
father of the 1st Earl Bathurst, grandfather of the 2nd Earl (Lord 
Chancellor) and ancestor of the succeeding Earls.

Sir John Bnckworth. His funeral sermon (December 29tli, 1687) is 
preserved in Wilford's Memorials, pp. 604, 5. He was father of Sir John 
Buckworth, Bart., Whig candida,te for the City in 1707 and 1708, 
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1683. Sir Cliarles Duncombe. An eminent goldsmith, originally apprenticed to 

Edward Baokwell (Alderman 1660-1), afterwards in business for himself at 
the sign of ' the Grasshopper ' in Lombard Street. He was the ' City Knight ' 
■who bought ' Helmsley, once proud Buckingham's delight ' (Pope : Imitations 
of Horace, Satire II., 176) and is supposed by some to be the ' Euolio ' of 
Pope's Moral Essays, Epistle I., 256-262. Prom his sister who married 
Thomas Browne (afterwards Buncombe) the Earls of Peversham are 
descended : her daughter married the 2nd Duko of Argyll, the general and 
statesman. 

1684. Sir "William. Gostlyn. His daughter married Sir Henry Bendisb, 4th and 

last Baronet. 

1684. Sir Peter "Vandeput. Son-in-law of Sir John Buckworth (Alderman 1683-6). 
See liis funeral sermon by Nicholas Brady, the psalm- writer, in Wilford's 
Memorials, pp. 405, 406, in which he is described as ' a sincere Christian, a 
true Churchman, a lover of his country, a true gentleman.' 

1S86. Sir TtLomas Kinsey. ' He kept the Crown tavern in Bloomsbury after the 
building of that square and there got his estate.' (Le Neve, Pedigree of 
Knights, p. 399.) 

1686. Sir Joseph. Heme. Brother of Sir Nathaniel Heme (Alderman 1674-5) 
and son-in-law of Sir John Frederick (Lord Mayor 1661-2). His daughter 
married Sir Lambert Blackwell, Bart. 

1686. Sir Tliomas Ea'wlin.son. Father of Richard Rawlinson, the antiquary and 
book collector (styled by Le Neve ' helluo librorum ') , and of Thomas Bawlinson, 
the non-juring Bishop. His father kept the Mitre Tavern in Penchurch Street, 
and his father-in-law the Devil Tavern by the Temple. 

1686. Thomas Hartopp. Son-in-law of Sir John Buckworth, his predecessor in 

the .Aldermanry of Coleman Street. 

1687. Joas Bateman. Father of Sir James Bateman (Lord Mayor 1706-7) and 

grandfather of the first Viscount Bateman. 

1687. John Jollifle, Great-nephew of John JoUifie (Alderman 1658) and son-in-law 

of the 2nd Lord Crewe. 
1687. Sir Jeremy Sambroke. He married the sister of the wife of Sir William 

Hedges (Alderman, Sheriff 1693-4) and was father of Sir Samuel and Sir 

Jeremy Sambroke, Baronets. 
1687. Daniel Mercer.' His two wives were daughters respectively of Thomas 

Essington (Alderman 1651) and Charles Thorold (Alderman 1654). 
1687. Sir Samuel Thomson, Son of Sir William Thomson (Alderman, Sherifi 

1655-6). 
1687. Thomas Frederick. Son of Sir John Frederick (Lord Mayor 1681-2), father 
^ ' of Sir John Frederick, 1st Baronet and ancestor of the succeeding Baronets. 

1687. Sir John Parsons, Son-in-law of Humphrey Beane (Alderman 1667) and 

father of Humphrey Parsons (Lord Mayor 1730-1, 1740-1). 
1687. John Ma-wson, A goldsmith at the sign of the Golden Hind, Fleet Street. 
1687. Sir Basil Firebrace. Son of Sir Henry Pirebraoe, a well-known Cavalier 

oflaoer. His daughter married the 4th Earl of Denbigh, from which marriage 

the later Earls are descended. 
1687. Sir Humphrey Ed"win. Son-in-law of Samuel Sambroke, brother of Sir 

Jeremy Sambroke (Alderman 1687). His eldest son, Samuel, married a 

daughter of the Srd Earl of Manchester, and another son, John, is stated to 

have been ancestor of the present Earl of Crawford. He was a strong 

Nonconformist, and his attendance in State, while Lord Mayor, iit a 

Dissenting Meeting House was the origin of the Occasional Conformity Bills 

of Anne's reign. 
1687. "William Kiffin. The well-known Baptist preacher. 
1687. Sir William Ashhurst, Son of Henry Ashhurst (Alderman 1668). 

)6S7 Sir John Eyles, Brother of Sir Francis Eyles (Alderman, Sheriff 1710-1) 
and uncle of Sir John Eyles (Lord Mayer 1726-7) and Sir Joseph Eyles 
(Alderman, Sherifi 1724-5). His daughter married Sir John Smith, Bart., of 
Isleworth, son of Sir John Smith (Alderman, Sheriff 1669-70). 
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1687. James Paule. Son of William Paul, Bishop of Oxford, and son-in-law of Sir 
Thomas Duppa, Garter King-at-Arms. The James Paule, Con-Bul for Zante, 
with whom Deputy White {History of Walbrook Ward, p. 259) erroneously 
identifies him, was his son. 

1G87. Gregory Page, Father of Sir Gregory Page, Bart , M.P., with whom I have 
erroneously identified him in vol. I., pp. 304, 305, .319, 320 (corrected on p. 421). 

1687. Sir Ohristoplier LethuiUier. Brother of Sir John Lethuillier (Alderman, 
Sherifi 1674-5) and son-in-law of Peter Ducane (Alderman 1666). 

1687. diaries Clianiberlain. Son-in-law of Sir John Lawrence (Lord Mayor 1664-5). 

1687. William JollifEe, Son of William Jolliffe, who was half-brother of John 

JoUifie (Alderman 1658). His second wife was daughter of the 6th Earl of 
Huntingdon, and his third, sister of Sir John Trenohard, Secretary of State. 

1688. Sir Henry AshJaurst, Son of Henry Ashhurst (Alderman 1668) and brother 

of Sir William Ashhurst (Lord Mayor 1693-4) . He married a daughter of the 
6th Lord Paget. 

1688. Sir Thomas Stamps, Son-in-law of John Aleyn (Alderman 1658-9). 

1688. Sir Thomas Lane, Son of John Lane (Alderman 1668), son-in-law of 

Henry Ashhurst (Alderman 1668) and brother-in-law of Sir William and 
Sir Henry. 

1639. Sir John Honblon. First Governor of the Bank of England; brother of Sir 
.James Houblon (Alderman 1692-1700). His grandmother was sister of John 
La Motte (Alderman 1648). 

1689. Thomas Papillon, Pather-iu-law of Sir Edward Ward, Lord Chief Baron 

of the Exchequer. A leader of the Whig party in the City, and one of 
the candidates for the Shrievalty at the great election of 1682 (See Dr. Sharpe's 
London and the Kingdom, ii., 479-489). He wrote or inspired a treatise on 
the East India trade printed at his house. In 1684 he fled to Holland to 
avoid payment of £10,000 damages recovered by Sir William Prichard (Lord 
Mayor 1682-3) in an action against him for false imprisonment, and he did not 
return till the Revolution. A memoir of him has been written by his 
descendant, A. F. W. Papillon. 

1689. Sir Francis Child. He had a family of 12 sons and 3 daughters, two of the 

former being his immediate successors in the Aldermanry of Farringdon 
Without, Sir Robert and Sir Francis. He was the first of his family in business 
at the sign of the Marygold in Fleet Street, having married the daughter of 
William Wheeler, the former proprietor, whose widow married Child's partner 
Robert Blauchard. He was the first banker to give up the business of a, 
goldsmith. 

1690. Sir John Wildman. Son-in-law of the 4th Lord Teynham. The celebrated 

' Major Wildman,' leveller and conspirator, who was connected with the 
Rye House plot and Monmouth's rebellion. Disraeli (Sibyl, Book I., ch. 3) 
says that 'he was the soul of English politics from 1640 to 1688.' Macaulay 
{History of England, People's ed. i., 256) refers to his ' long series of conspira- 
cies, first against the Protector and then against the Stuarts,' and his 
' wonderful skill in grazing the edge of treason ' by which ' though always 
known to be plotting, he eluded every danger and died in his bed, after having 
seen two generations of his accomplicies die on the gallows.' 

1690. Sir Richard Levett. Father of Richard Levett (Alderman, Sherifi 1728-9). 
His daughter married Sir Edward Hulse, Bart., and was ancestress of the 
succeedmg Baronets. 

1690. Sir William Gore. His son married a daughter of the 4th Earl of 
Northampton. 

1692. Sir Thomas Abney. The patron of Dr. Isaac Watts who lived with him, and 
after his death with his widow, for 36 years until his own death. Sir Thomas 
wa,! uncle of Sir Thomas Abney, judge of the Common Pleas. 
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1693. Ttomas Dar-wrin. Oae of the leading civic Tories. A Whig broadside (Guild- 
hall Tracts, 203, 6) headed ' A New Years Gift for the Tories alias Rapperrees, 
alias Petitioners of London,' arranges the names of 38 persons acrostically so 
that the first letters form the words ' The British Rapperee R. Lestrange 
his gang.' These names include John Moore (presumably Sir John Moore, 
Lord Mayor 1681-2), Thomas Darwin, John Johnson (Alderman 1696-8), 
Robert Bedingfield (Lord Mayor 1706-7), Samuel Gerrard [i.e. Garrard, 
Lord Mayor 1709-10] and George Newland (M.P. 1710-4). 

1693. Sir "WiUiam Hedges. Brother of Sir Charles Hedges, Secretary of State to 
William III. and Anne. 

1696. Sir Owen Buckingham. He was a manufacturer of sailcloth at Reading. 

1697. Sir Robert Bedingfeld. Brother of Sir Henry Bedingfield, Lord Chief 

Justice of the Common Pleas, temp. James II. 

1701. Sir Jeffrey Jeffreys. Son of John Jefferies (or Jefireys), Alderman 1661. 

1702. Sir Samuel Garrard. Great grandson of Sir John Garrarde (Lord Mayor 

1601-2) and also of Sir Edward Barkham (Lord Mayor 1621-2). He was the 
Lord Mayor before whom Saoheverell preached the sermon on ' Perils among 
False Brethren ' which led to his impeachment. Sir Samuel was father of 
Thomas Garrard, Common Serjeau^.. 

1702. Sir Gilbert Heatlicote. He was the last Lord Mayor to ride on horseback in 

the Mayoral procession. Reported to have been the richest commoner in 
England, and commemorated in Pope's line ' Heathcote himself and such 
large acred men ' (Imitations of Horace, Satire II., ii.). He was ancestor of 
the Earls of Ancaster, and uncle of Sir William Heathcote, 1st Baronet of 
Hursley, and of George Heathcote (Lord Mayor 1742). 

1703. Sir Eicliard Hoare. See Wilfords Memorials, p. 777. Goldsmith and banker 

at the sign of the Golden Bottle in Cheapside, grandfather of Sir Richard 
Hoare (Lord Mayor 174.5-6) and ancestor of the Hoares, Baronets of Stourhead. 
His daughter married Sir Edward Littleton, 3rd Baronet of Pillston. 

1704. Sir Charles Thorold. Son of Charles Thorold (Alderman 1654) and brother 

of Sir George Thorold (Lord Mayor 1719-20), his successor in the Aldermanry 
of Cordwainer. 

l'/05. Sir Joseph "Woolfe. Brother of Sir John Woolfe (Sherifi 1696-7). 

1708. Sir James Bateman. Son of Joas Bateman (Alderman 1687) father of 

the 1st Viscount Bateman and ancestor of the Barons Bateman. 

1709. Sir John "Ward. Nephew of Sir Patience Ward (Lord Mayor 1680-1). 

1709. Sir George Thorold. Brother of Sir Charles Thorold (Alderman, Sheriff 

1705-6). 

1710. Sir John Fryer. His widow married the 1st Viscount Palmerston. 

1711. Sir Francis Eyles. Brother of Sir John Eyles (Lord Mayor 1688) and 

father of Sir John Eyles (Lord Mayor 1726-7) and Sir Joseph Eyles (Alderman, 
Sheriff 1734-5). 

1711. Sir John Cass. Pounder of the Schools bearing his name at Hackney. 
One of the chiefs of the High Church Party in the City. 

1711. Sir Henry Furnese. Pather-in-law of the first Lord Edgcumbe and 
ancestor of the Earls of Mount Edgcumbe. 

1711. Sir Ambrose Crowley. A wealthy iron master, the ' Sir John Anvil ' of the 

Spectator (No. 299). Father of John Crowley (Alderman 1727-8). One of his 
daughters married Sir Francis Pile, last Baronet, and another Sir John Hinde 
Cotton, Bart., the well known Tory politician, and another Humphrey 
Parsons (Lord Mayor 1730-1, 1740-1). 

1712. Sir Thomas Scawen. His daughter married Sir John Shelley, 4th Baronet. 

1712. Sir Peter Delme. Father-in-law of the first Lord Ravensworth. 

1712. Sir George Merttins. He was a banker at the sign of the Peacock, 
Cornhill, in partnership with John Mitford. 
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1713. Sir Robert Child. Son of Sir Francis Child (Lord Mayor 1698-9) whom he 
succeeded in the Aldermanry of Farringdon Without and in the headship of 
the bank. 

1716. Sir John Byles. Son of Sir Francis Eyles (Alderman, Sheriff 1710-1), nephew 
of Sir -John Eyles (Lord Mayor 1688) and brother of Sir Joseph Eyles (Alderman, 
Sheriff 1735-6). 

1718. Sir Harcourt Master. Son-in-law of the 4th Earl of Leicester of the Sydney 
liue. His grandmother was daughter of Sir Hugh Hammersley (Lord Mayor 
1627-8). He was never Lord Mayor, though he became senior Alderman, 
being rendered incapable of election by Act of Parliament as one of the South 
Sea Directors in 1720. 

1721. Sir Randolph Knipe. He married a niece of John Letben (Alderman 1687). 

1721. Humphrey Parsons. Son of Sir John Parsons (Lord Mayor 1703-4) and son-in- 
law of Sir Ambrose Crowley (Alderman, Sheriff 1706-7). His daughter married 
her cousin, Sir John Hinde Cotton, 4th Baronet, son of the well-known Tory 
politician of the same name. Parsons was one of the leaders of the City 
opponents of Walpole. He succeeded his father as head of a large brewery in 
Aldgate, where the porter was brewed wiiich is celebrated (after the Alderman's 
death) in Goldsmith's lines — 

' Where Calvert's butt and Parsons' black champagne 
Eegale the drabs and bloods of Drury Lane.'

1721. Sir Francis OhUd. Grandson of Sir Francis Child (Lord Mayor 1698-9) and 

brother of Sir Rol^ert Child (Alderman 1713-21), whom he succeeded both as 
head of the bank and as Alderman of Farringdon Without. 

1722. Richard Levett. Son of Sir Eiohard Levett (Lord Mayor 1699-1700). 

1722. John Barber. The well-known Jacobite printer, and friend of Pope, Swift, 
Bolingbroke and Shippen, to all of whom he left legacies. 

1722. Sir William Billers. His only daughter married the 1st Lord Waltham. 

1723. Sir John Williams. There is a very full account of the proceedings at his 

election as Alderman in Sir J. Baddeley's Aldermen of Gripplegate Ward, 
pp. 88-93. 

1726. Sir John Thompson. Father-in-law of Sir William St. Quintin, 4th Baronet. 

1727. John Orowley. Son of Sir Ambrose Crowley (Alderman 1706-7) and brother- 

in-law of Humphrey Parsons (Lord Mayor 1730-1, 1740-1). His daughter 
married the 2nd Earl of Ashburnham, and was ancestress of the succeeding 
Earls. 

1728. Sir John Barnard. One of the leading opponents of Walpole in the City 

and in parliament and regarded as an authority on questions of trade and 
finance. His second daughter was mother of the 2nd Viscount Palmerston 
and grandmother of the 3rd Viscount, the Prime Minister. Through his 
elder daughter he was ancestor of the later Lords Hotham, 

1728. Micajah Perry. He laid the foundation of the Mansion House in his 
Mayoralty (October 26, 1739). 

1728. Sir Thomas Lombe. The introducer of silk-throwing machinery into England. 
His eldest daughter married Sir Robert Clifton, 5th Baronet, and a younger was 
wife of the 7th Earl and ancestress of the later Earls of Lauderdale. 

1728. Sir Henry Hankey. Head of the banking firm in Fenchurch Street (now 

merged in the Consolidated Bank) and father of Sir Joseph Hankey, his 
successor in the Aldermanry of Langbourn. 

1729. Sir George Champion. He was passed over for the Mayoralty by the 

Ijiverymen in Common Hall in consequence of his support of Walpole in 
the House of Commons. His daughter married Sir Thomas Fludyer, 
brother of Sir Samuel Fludyer (Lord Mayor 1761-2) and their daughter 
married the 18th Lord Daore. 
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1732. Sir Robert Godscliall. Son-in-law of Sir William Lewen (Lord Mayor 

1717-8) and brother-in-law of Sir John Barnard (Lord Mayor 1737-8). He was 
a leader of the anti-Walpole party in the City and was passed over by the 
Court of Aldermen, in which there was a Walpolean majority, at five 
successive elections for the Mayoralty in 1739, 1740 and 1741, when returned at 
the poll at Common Hall. 

1733. Sir Robert Kendal-Cater. His daughter married Sir Francis Knollys, 

Baronet of Thame. 

1735. George Heathcote. Nephew of Sir Gilbert Heathoote (Lord Mayor 1710-1), 

One of the most prominent leaders of the anti- Walpolean party in the City.^ 

1736. Sir Robert "WUlimott. See vol. I., p. 333, for the circumstances under which 

in his case the custom that required the Lord Mayor to be a member of one 
of the twelve greater companies was broken. 

1737. Sir Joseph. Hankey. Eldest son of his predecessor in the Aldermanry of 

Laugbourn, Sir Henry Hankey (Alderman, Sheriff 1732-3), whom he also 
succeeded as head of the banking house in Fenohurch Street. Although 
Alderman for 32 years he never served as Sheriff or Lord Mayor. He was 
rejected at the poll when a candidate for the Shrievalty in 1742, owing to his 
support of Walpole, and he never came forward again. 

1737. Sir HerLry Marshall. One of the six Aldermen (Tories and reputed 
Jacobites) in the picture of ' Benn's Club.' 

1739. Sir "Williarg Baker. Like Sir Joseph Hankey he was senior Alderman at his 

death, but did not occupy the chair, or serve as Sheriff. 

1740. Sir Richard Hoare. Head of the banking house in Fleet Street : grandson of 

Sir Richard Hoare (Lord Mayor 1712-3) and grandfather of Sir Richard Colt 
Hoare, the antiquary. 

1740. William Benn. One of the six Aldermen in the picture of 'Benn's Club,' by 

Hudson, in the ballroom of the Goldsmiths' Company. The other five were 
Sir Henry Marshall (Lord Mayor 1744-5) John Blachford (Lord Mayor 1750), 
Robert Alsop (Lord Mayor 1752), Edward Ironside (Lord Mayor 1753) and Sir 
Thomas Bawlinson (Lord Mayor 1753-4), all Tories with Jacobite sympathies. 

1741. Sir Robert Ladbroke. A banker at the sign of the Phoenix in Lombard 

Street. He was nephew of Sir Henry Marshall (Lord Mayor 1744-5) . 

1742. Sir Samuel Pennant. He died during his Mayoralty (May 1750) of gaol 

fever which was caught from the prisoners at the Old Bailey Sessions. Sir 
Daniel Lambert (Lord Mayor 1741), Sir Thomas Abney (Judge of the Common 
Pleas) and Charles Clarke (Baron of the Exchequer) were fellow-victims 
of the same outbreak. 

1743. Ed'ward Gibbon. Grandfather of the historian of the Decline and Fall of 

the Roman Empire. 

1745. Sir Crisp Gascoyne. The first Lord Mayor to occupy the Mansion House. 
His great-grand-daughter married the 2nd Marquess of Salisbury and was 
mother of the 4th Marquess (Prime Minister). The celebrated case of 
Elizabeth Canning occurred during Gascoyne's Mayoralty, in which he took 
a prominent part against her, Henry Fielding, the novelist, who was 
Chairman of the Middlesex Quarter Sessions, being a strong advocate of the 
truth of her story. The case is discussed fully in Paget's Paradoxes and 
Puzzles and Andrew Lang's Historical Mysteries. Churchill, in The Ghost 
(Book I., vv. 461, 462) writes : 

' And Betty Canning is at least 
With Gascoyne's help, a six months' feast.' 

8. In his letter to the Lord Mayor (Sir W. Calvert) resigning his Aldermanry in 1749 
he gave as his reason that ' the general corruption of the age I have the misfortune 
to live in, and the frequent detestable instances of apostacy from every principle of 
honour, integrity and public spirit of many of my countrymen having fully 
convinced me, that the endeavours of the few determined to live and die honest 
men, are fruitless and vain ; I have resolved to seek that small share of happiness, 
which is to be acquired in this venal country, in privacy and retirement, where I am 
sure it is only to be found.' 
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1745. Bdward Ironside. A banker (firm Ironside and Belchier) at the sign of the 

Black Lion in Lombard Street. He was the last of five Lord Mayors who 
died in of&oe within 13 years, the others being Humphrey Parsons (1741), 
Sir Robert Godsohall (1742), Sir Samuel Pennant (1750) and Thomas 
Winterbottom (1752). 

1746. Sir Thomas Ea'wlinson. Grandson of Daniel Rawlinson, who was first 

cousin to Sir Thomas Bawlinson (Lord Mayor 1705-6), and father of Sir 
Walter Eawlinson (Alderman 1773-7). His daughter married Sir George 
Wombwell, 1st Baronet, and was ancestress of the succeeding Baronets. 

1746. James Heywood. In his younger days a contributor to the periodicals of 

Queen Anne's reign, a letter of his appearing in No. 268 of the Spectator. 
He also published a small volume of poems. Steele in the Guardian refers 
to his habit of twisting off the buttons of persons with whom he conversed. 
(See article on him in Dictionary of National Biography by Mr. C. W. Sutton, 
who has also printed a much fuller account of him in the Manchester 
Qmrlei-ly for April 1904). 

1747. Six William Smith. Son-in-law of Sir William Withers (Lord Mayor 1707-8). 

1748. Sir Stephen Janssen. Third son of Sir Theodore Jaussen, Bart., one of the 

South Sea Directors in 1720 ; he succeeded his two elder brothers in the 
Baronetcy. 
1749; Slingsby Bethell. Brother-in-law of Sir William Codrington, 1st Baronet, 
from whose marriage with his sister the later Baronets are descended. 

1749. Marshe Dickinson. His daughter was mother of Admiral Sir Alexander 

Ball, Bart., the friend of Nelson. 

1749. Sir Charles Asgill. A banker of the firm of Vere, Asgill and Co., Lombard 

Street. He was father of General Sir Charles Asgill, Bart. 

1750. Sir Richard Grlyn. Partner in the firm of Vere, Glyn and Co., Lombard 

Street, afterwards Vere, Glyn and Hallifax, which in 1864 became Glyn, 
Mills, Currie & Co. He was father of Sir Richard Carr Glyn (Lord Mayor 
1798-9) and grandfather of the 1st Lord Wolverton ; his mother was niece of 
Sir William Lewen (Lord Mayor 1717-8). 
1750. Sir Thomas Chitty. He laid the foundation stone of Blackfriars Bridge 
during his Mayoralty (October 31, 1760) on which was an inscription laudatory 
of William Pitt the elder, then Secretary of State, the Latinity of which was 
the subject of much animadversion. 

1750. Sir Matthew Blakiston. The acceptance of his resignation of his Aldermanry 

in 1769 was postponed and at last only granted by a majority of 10 to 9 in the 
Court of Aldermen, many of whom were apprehensive of the election of a 
supporter of Wilkes as his successor, which actually resulted. 

1751. Sir Samuel Fludyer. His mother's sister was grandmother of Sir Samuel 

Romilly, the eminent Whig lawyer, who was father of the 1st Lord Romilly, 
Master of the Rolls. 

1752. Sir Peter "Warren. A distinguished admiral, who commanded the fleet at 

the capture of Louisburg, 1745, and was second in command to Anson at the 
battle ofi Cape Finisterre, 1747. One of his daughters married the 1st Lord 
Southampton and another the 4th Earl of Abingdon, from which marriages 
the succeeding peers are descended. 

1752. "William Beckford. Brother of Richard Beokford (Alderman 1754-6) and 
father of the author of Vathek, whose daughter married the 16th Duke of 
Hamilton. His wife was grand-daughter of the 6th Earl of Abercorn, and his 
sister married successively the 2nd Earl of Effingham and Field-Marshal 
Sir George Howard. He was conspicuous by his great wealth, his intimate 
friendship with Chatham (see vol. I,, p. 292) and his strong opposition to the 
policy of George III., to whom he made the impromptu speech inscribed upon 
his monument in Guildhall, (the composition of which, however, in the form 
in which it there appears, was claimed by Home Tooke.) He died (during 
his second term of office as Lord Mayor) less than a month afterwards. The 
events of his Mayoralty (James Townsend and John Sawbridge being 
Sheriffs) are well summarised in Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom, iii., 
90-105. Horace Walpole, who was politically in sympathy with him, estimated - 
him fairly accurately. In a letter to the Earl of Strafford a few days after his 
death , he writes ' the papers make one sick with talking of that noisy vapouring 
fool, as they would of Algernon Sidney,' (Letters ed. Cunningham, v., 248.) 
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1752. John Porter. Son of a French officer who fought in Ireland for James II. 
and changed his name from La Roche to Porter, and brother to Sir James 
Porter, Ambassador at Constantinople and Brussels. 

1754. Richard Sclater. Great-grandfather of George Sclater-Booth, created Lord 
Basing (the victim of Lord Randolph Churchill's denunciation of the incom- 
petence of officials with 'double-barrelled' names). 

1754. WiUiam Bridgen. He married (as her fourth husband) the widow of the 
2nd Earl of Bellomont. Mr. Welch {Modern History of the City of London, 
p. 58) says that from the close of his Mayoralty (1764) till 6 days before his 
death in 1779, when he came up to vote for Serjeant Adair as Recorder 'in such 
a state of weakness as to need supporting into the hall,' he had ' attended 
neither Council nor Wardmote meetings.' He was, however, present and voted 
for Wilkes as Lord Mayor in the Court of Aldermen in 1772, and for Glynn as 
Recorder in the same year. In the Guildhall MS. 200, ' Rus habitatum 
abii ' (Terence), is suggested as his motto in reference to his withdrawal 
from civic life. 

1754. Sir "William Stephenson. Father-in-law of John Sawbcidge (Lord Mayor 
1775-6). 

1754. Elchard Beckford. Brother of William Beckford (Lord Mayor 1762-3, 
1769-70). 

1754. Sir Francis Gosling. Banker of the firm Gosling, Bennett and Gosling 
(later Goslings and Sharpe) , Fleet Street. He had previously been a book- 
seller. (Mr. Hilton Price in his Handbook of London Bankers, p. 71, throws 
unnecessary doubt on this fact.) 

1758. Alexander Master. He retired from the Court of Aldermen on account 
of pecuniary embarrassment, and was granted a pension of £100 June 21, 
1768 [Rep. 172, fo. 378). 

1761. Thomas Harley. Brother of the 3rd Earl of Oxford of that family, and 

grand-nephew of the 1st Earl, Queen Anne's Lord Treasurer. Two of his 
daughters married respectively the 2nd Lord Rodney and the 9th Earl of 
Kinnoul, from which marriages the later peers are descended. He was a 
prominent supporter of the Court party in the struggle with Wilkes and the 
Whig opposition. He was at first in business as a wine merchant in 
Aldersgate Street, but in 1778 became a banker in the firm of Raymond, 
Harley, Webber & Co., George Street, Mansion House (afterwards Thomas 
Harley, Cameron & Sons), which ceased to exist in 1797. 

1762. Sir Henry Bankes. His daughter married the 1st Lord Brownlow and was 

mother of the 1st Earl. He was passed over for the Mayoralty on account 

of his support of the Court in opposition to Wilkes. 
1704. Barlo"W Trecothick. His widow became the third wife of the 1st Viscount 

Curzon. His estate of Addington Park was bought after his death for the 

Archbishops of Canterbury. 
1765. Eichard Peers. Father of Sir Richard Peers-Symons, Bart. 

1765. Brass Crosby. When Lord Mayor he, with Alderman Oliver, was committed 

to the Tower for the part they took in the struggle with the House of 
Commons on the question of publishing debates. See Dr. Sharpe's London 
and the Kingdom, iii., 108-119. He was an attorney and married successively 
three wealthy widows : hence in Guildhall MS. 200 (' Mottoes for Aldermen 
1772 ') the Juvenalian quotation ' veniunt a dote sagittae ' is suggested as 
appropriate to him. 

1766. "William Cracraft. His wife married the last Earl of Castlehaven. 

1766. Sir Thomas Hallifax. Partner in the banking firm of Vere, Glyn 

and Hallifax, afterwards Hallifax, Glyn, Mills and Mitton. (The name 
Hallifax was retained in the firm till 1852.) 

1767. Sir James Esdaile. He was a strong supporter of the Court at the period 

of the American War, which the Whig majority in the Common Council 
opposed, and when Lord Mayor refused to put to the vote at Common Hall a 
resolution of thanks to the City members for their opposition to the ' weak 
and wicked administration ' of Lord North. He was the founder in 1781 of 
the banking firm of Bsdaile, Hammet and Esdaile, Birchin Lane (afterwards 
Lombard Street). Sir John Baddeley, Aldermen of Cripplegate Ward, p. 96, 
names his 4th son William Esdaile as senior partner, but the style of the 
firm is given in the Boyal Kalendar for 1782 and following years as Esdaile, 
Sir James and Son, Hammet and Esdaile. 
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1767 Samuel Plumbe. Brother-iu-law of Henry Thrale, the brewer (Dr. Johnson s 
friend). In the anonymous (and scandalous) City Biography (2nd ed., 1800), 
he is said to have 'possessed nearly as much avarice as old Elwes.' He was 
disfranchised in 1773 for refusing, when Prime Warden of the Goldsmiths in 
1770 to execute a precept of the Lord Mayor summoning a Common Hall, 
but the judgment was reversed in 1775. See ' Case of Mr. Alderman Plumbe 
[Guildhall Library] , and Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom, iii., 138, 189. 

1767. Brackley Kermebt. He was Lord Mayor at the time of the Gordon Eiots, 
and his display of querulous ineptitude at that crisis is immortahsed in 
Dickens' Barnaby Budge. He was the last in seniority of four Aldermen, 
who, as supporters of the Court, were passed over in the elections for the 
Mayoralty in favour of junior Aldermen who were Whigs in the years 1772 
to 1775. He was a, wine merchant and, according to City Biography 
(p. 139), had been a waiter at a tavern. 

1769. John "Wilkes. His public life is part of the general history of England : it 
is admirably recorded in the Dictionary of National Biography. His sister is 
said to have been the prototype of Dickens' Miss Havisham in Great 
Expectations. The civic history of Wilkes is treated very fully in vol. iii. of 
Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom. Wilkes, contrary to the usual 
practice, retained his Aldermanry after election to the Chamberlainship. 

1769. James ToTwnsend. One of the most prominent leaders of the Whig party in 
the City. In general politics he was an adherent of Lord Shelburne. After 
the split among Wilkes' supporters, he took the anti- Wilkes side together 
with Home Tooke and Aldermen Sawbridge and Oliver. There is a good account 
of him by Mr. W. P. Courtney in Notes and Queries, 11th Series v., pp. 2-4 
(January 6, 1912). 

1769. Jolin Sa-wbridge. He was a strong adherent of the Whig opposition and in 

several successive years brought forward in the House of Commons a motion 
in favour of annual parliaments. Wraxall in his Memoirs speaks of his 'coarse 
invectives' against Lord North. He was also famous as a whist player. He was 
brother to the republican lady historian Mrs. Macaulay, and son-in-law 
successively of Sir Orlando Bridgeman, Bart, (brother of the first Lord 
Bradford) and of Sir William Stephenson (Lord Mayor 1764-5). 

1770. John Bird. Grandfather of John Bird Sumner, Archbishop of Canterbury, 

and of Charles Bichard Sumner, Bishop of Winchester. His wife's brother 
was father of William Wilberforce and grandfather of Samuel Wilberforce, 
Bishop of Winchester. His sister was mother of the first Lord Carrington 
and ancestress of the Marquess of Lincolnshire. 

1770. Bichard Oliver. A West India Merchant and one of the civic Whig leaders 
in the period of Wilkes and the American war, and one of the conspicuous 
members of the Society of the Bill of Eights. In the quarrel between Wilkes 
and some of his former supporters, Oliver took a leading part against him and 
refused to be associated with him as a candidate for the Shrievalty. 

1772. Frederick Bull. A prominent adherent of Wilkes and conspicuous as a 
supporter of Lord George Gordon's Protestant crusade in 1780 which led to 
the riots. 

1772. Joseph Martin. Partner in the banking firm of Martins, Stone and Blackwell 
(afterwards Martin & Co.), Lombard Street (at the sign of the Grasshopper). 

1772. Sir "Watkin Lewes. A Welshman by birth and an attorney in the City. 
He spent very large sums in electioneering. He was originally one of the 
prominent Whig politicians in the City, but afterwards steadily supported Pitt. 

1772. Sir "William Plomer. He is said to have had a pugilistic encounter when 

Lord Mayor with Alderman Plumbe ; see City Biography, p. 24, where another 
scandalous anecdote is recorded of him. 

1773. Sir "Walter Ea"wlinson. Son of Sir Thomas Eawlinson (Lord Mayor 1753-4) 

and sqn-in-law of Sir Robert Ladbroke (1747-8), with whom he was partner in 
the banking firm of Sir Robert Ladbroke, Son, Rawlinson and Porker. 

1773. Robert Peckham. Author of ' Considerations on the Advantages of Imports 

to the Navigation and Commerce of this Country.' 

1774. George Hayley. Brother-in-law of John Wilkes. 
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1774:. Nathaniel Newnham. The last member of the Mercers' Company who has 
condescended to be a member of the Court of Aldermen, in which for more 
than four conturies (1298-1711) it was only unrepresented for the brief space 
of three months. He founded in 1785 the banking firm of Newnham, Everett, 
Drununond, Tibbits and Tanner, Lombard Street (afterwards Everett and Co.). 

1775. "William. Lee. A native of Virginia, and one of six brothers who, strongly 
supported the colonists in the struggle for independence. One of his brothers, 
Richard Henry Lee, proposed the resolution in Congress, for separation from 
the mother country. He returned to Virginia and died there. 

1775. Hiagh Smith. He was Physician to the Middlesex Hospital. The (usually 

scurrilous) City Biography contains a very laudatory account of his virtues, 
touching lightly on his whimsicalities. 

1776. Thomas "Wooldridge. He became bankrupt in July, 1777, but retained his 

seat as Alderman till February, 1783, when he VFas removed by a vote of the 
Court. The notice of him in City Biography says that ' impudence made him 
and caused him to be unmade an Alderman,' and that'll he had possessed 
capacity equal to his effrontery, it is probable he would have made a consider- 
able figure.' A grant of £100 was voted to his widow by the Court of Common 
Council, June 2, 1795. 

1777. Evan Pugh. Was partner with William Benn (Lord Mayor 1746 7) in his 

soap boiling business, having been (according to City Biography) originally a 
porter. He became bankrupt about the same time as Alderman Hart, and 
was made with him one of the principal Land Coal Meters. 

1780. John Burnell. DescaheA. in City Biography a,B ' very rich and very penurious.' 

He is said to have been originally a journeyman bricklayer, and to have 
been advised by Wilkes at a city feast, when he had a difficulty in cutting a 
pudding with an ordinary implement, to try a trowel. 

1781. " Willi a.m GiU. Brother-in-law and partner of Thomas Wright (Lord Mayor 

1785-6). 

1782. "William Pickett. At the Common Hall for the election of Lord Mayor in 1788 

he proposed the demolition of Temple Bar, but obtained no support. 

1782. John Boydell. The well-known engraver and print-seller, projector of the 

Shakspeare Gallery of Engravings. 

1783. Sir James Sanderson. His second wife (daughter of Thomas Skinner, 

Lord Mayor 1794-5) after his death married the religious fanatic, William 
Huntington ' S.S.' Their daughter married Richard Burdon, and was mother 
of Sir John Burdon-Sanderson, the eminent physician. He was a banker in 
Southwark and afterwards in Mansion House Street ; Sir Charles Price 
(Lord Mayor 1802-3) was later senior partner in the same house. Before 
engaging in the banking business Sanderson had been a hop merchant. 

1784. Sir Brook "Watson. He lost a leg when a boy by the bite of a shark while 

bathing at Havanna. Being a strong adherent of Pitt in parliament, he was 
one of the butts for the witticisms of the Rolliad. 
' Modest Watson, on his wooden leg : 

That leg, in which such wondrous art is shown. 

It almost seems to serve him like his own. 

Oh I had the monster, who for breakfast ate 

That luckless limb, his nobler noddle met. 

The best of workmen, nor the best of wood. 

Had scarce supplied him with a head so good.' 

1784. Kichard Atkinson. An army contractor and adherent of Pitt. He also is 

satirised in the Bolliad, where he is referred to as 'the minor Kinson' to 
distinguish him from Charles Zenlnnson (afterwards 1st Earl of Liverpool) . 

1785. Thomas Skinner. The leading auctioneer of his time. 'Peter Pindar' 

satirised him in ' The Royal Sheep ' as the 

' Emperor of auctioneers, 
Who, with a hammer and a conscience clear 
Pompously gets ten thousand pounds a year.' 
He was a staunch Whig, and refused to accept the Mayoralty a second time 
when elected by the Court of Aldermen in 1799 in preference to Harvey 
Combe, whom the Tory majority had rejected six times in succession. 
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1785. Sir William Curtis. He was tbe civic leader of the Tories for many years 
and a favourite subject of satire for the Whigs. He is popularly credited 
with the paternity of the phrase ' the three R's." City Biography gives a 
variant version ' the three C's — Cox, King and Curtis.' Byron makes fun of 
his appearance in a kilt during George IV.'s visit to Scotland. He was 
originally a sugar baker at Wapping, and established about 1790 the banking 
firm of Bobarts, Curtis, Were, Hornyold and Berwick, Cornhill (afterwards 
Lombard Street). 

1785. Sir Benjamin IIamm.ett. Son-in-law of Sir James Esdaile (Lord Mayor 

1777-8) and partner with him in the banking firm of Esdaile, Hammett and 
Esdaile. He declined to accept the Mayoralty when elected in 1797 and 
resigned his Aldermanry the following year. He was said to have been a 
footman to ' Vulture Hopkins,' the miser and usurer. 

1786. WilliamL Newman. He was repeatedly passed over for the Mayoralty on 

account of his Whiggism at the time of the French Revolutionary War. 

1786. George Mackenzie Macauley. He failed to reach the Mayoral chair for 
the same reason as Newman. 

1789. Sir John Anderson. The son of a day-labourer in Hampshire according to 

City Biography, which gives a ludicrous account of his appearance on horse- 
back when George III. went to St. Paul's in state during his Mayoralty. ■ In 
G. E. C[okayne]'s Complete Baronetage it is stated that he was born at 
Dantzic, the son of a Scotch merchant who had settled there, and City 
Biography admits that 'it is generally supposed' that that city was his 
birthplace. 

1790. Harvey Christian Combe. Eur many years the leader of the civic 

Whigs ; during the French Revolutionary War period he was returned at six 
successive elections for Lord Mayor and passed over by the Court of Aldermen. 
He was elected in 1799 after Alderman Skinner, who had been returned with 
him, had declined to accept ofiSce, and at the close of his Mayoralty was 
returned by the Liverymen for re-election, but not chosen. He established 
the brewing firm of Shum, Combe and Delafield. 

1790. Sir Bichard Carr G-lyn. Son of Sir Richard Glyn (Lord Mayor 1758-9), 
father of the first Lord Wolverton, and grandfather of Bishop Carr Glyn 
of Peterborough. He was head of the banking firm of Glyn, Mills, 
Hallifax and Co. 

1793. Sir William Staines. An interesting account of his early life was printed 
in the European Magazine for November, 1807, which is epitomised by Sir 
J. Baddeley in his Aldermen of Cripplegate Ward, pp. 98, 99. 

1795. Sir John Bamer. For a hoax of which he was the victim, see Mr. Welch's 
Modern History of the City of London, p. 148. 

1795. William Lushington. In his earlier days a strong Reformer and one of the 

founders of the Radical Society of Friends of the People : afterwards a staunch 
supporter of Pitt, and the successful champion of the civic Tories against 
Harvey Combe in the bye-election of 1795. He was a partner in the banking 
firm of Boldero, Adey, Lushington and Boldero, Cornhill, which stopped 
payment in 1812. 

1796. Robert Williams. A partner in the banking firm of Williams, Sou and 

Drury, Birchin Lane, which later became Williams, Deacon, Thornton 
and Co. 

1798. Sir Charles Price. In his later years partner in the banking firm of 
Harrisons, Price, Kay and Chapman (afterwards Sir C. Price, Kay and 
Coleman), of which Sir James Sanderson (Lord Mayor 1792-3) had formerlv 
been the head. s ^ , j 

1798. Sir John Perring. Was partner in the banking firm of Sir John Perring 
Shaw, Barber and Co., Cornhill, from 1812 till it stopped payment in 1823. 

1793. Thomas Cadell. A native of Bristol, partner and successor of Andrew 
Miller, the well-known bookseller. He is described in City Biography as 
' perhaps the first bookseller in London or the world.' He is said to have 
contracted asthma, of which he died, through attending service every Sunday 
at some one of the prisons during his Shrievalty (Mr. Welch's Modern History 
of the City of London, p. 108). 
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1798. George Hibbert. One of the leaders of tte ' West India interest,' and of the 
opposition to the abolition of slavery. He was a great collector of books, 
pictures and plants, the sale of his library lasting i2 days. 

1802. Thomas Eowcroft. He was shot by a sentinel of the advanced guard of 

Bolivar's army whose challenge he disregarded on the road from CallaO to 
Lima in 1824. He was acting as British Consul in Peru at the time of 
his death. 

1803. Josh-ua Jonathan Smith. He was co-executor with Lady Hamilton of 

Nelson's Will. 

1803. Sir Matthew Bloxam.^ Originally a stationer, afterwards head of the 

banking firm of Bloxam, Wilkinson, Taylor and Bloxam, Gracechurch Street, 
which failed in 1809. From 1818 till his death he was storekeeper to the 
Public Stationery Office. He founded the Sheriffs' fund for the relief of 
debtors. 

1804. Sir Claudius Hunter. A solicitor, afterwards called to the Bar : his maternal 

grandfather was great-nephew of Sir Hans Sloane. His sister was mother of 
Cardinal Manning. 

1SC4. John Prinsep. He had been an indigo planter, and wrote a Eeview of the 
Trade of the East India Company. 

1804. Josiah Boydell. Nephew of John Boydell (Lord Mayor 1790-1). 

1806. John Peter Hankey. Great-grandson of Sir Henry Hankey (Alderman, 

Sherifi 1732-3). He was a partner in the banking firm of Hankey, Hall, 
Hankey and Alers, Fenchurch Street, and died during the progress of the poll 
for the City at the general election of 1807, being himself one of the candidates. 
(See vol. I., p. 282.) 

1807. Samuel Birch. He was the head of the confectionery establishment in Cornhill, 

and was also a writer of dramas and of a poem called ' the Abbey of 
Ambresbury.' He was a strong opponent of the Catholic claims, and published 
speeches against concession. 

1807. Sir Matthew "Wood. Father of Lord Chancellor Hatherley and of Western 

Wood, M.P. for the City. His eldest son, Sir John Page Wood, was father of 
Field-Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, and of Mrs. C. S. Parnell (previously 
Mrs. O'Shea). The Alderman's daughter gave her name to the City Barge 
the Maria Wood which cost £2,000 and was sold in 1860 for 100 guineas. He 
was a leader of the advanced Liberal party in the City, and made himself 
conspicuous by his vehement support of Queen Caroline, which caused him to 
be the butt of Theodore Hook, who satirised him in John Bull as ' Absolute 
Wisdom.' He was originally a druggist and afterwards a hop merchant. 

1808. Sir William Plomer. Son of Sir WiUiam Plomer (Lord Mayor 1781-2). 

He was a graduate of Brasenose College, Oxford. 

1809. Samuel Goodbehere. A leading member of the advanced Whig party in the 

Common Council for many years. 

1809. "W^illiam Jacob. A well-known writer on agriculture and the corn trade. 

1812. Sir "William Heygate. A partner in the banking firm of Pares and 

Heygate, Aldermanbury. 

1813. Robert Albion Oox. He obtained a verdict for £800 damages against 

Edmund Kean the actor, in January, 1825, for crim. con. 

1818. Robert Waithman. A Welshman, proprietor of a linen-drapery business in 
Fleet Street, where the obelisk to his memory now stands, which a critic of the 
time describes as ' supremely contemptible. ' (Mr. Welch's Modern History o/ 
the City of London, p. 170.) He was the leader of the extreme Eadical party 
in the City, and a popular orator. 

8. The spelling in the text which is that of the Official Returns of Members of Parliament 
and of the London Gazette notice of Ms Knighthood is certainly correct ; in 
Hilton Price's Handbook of London Bankers and elsewhere the name appears 
as Blox/iam. 
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1821. "William Venables. His mayoralty was made memorable and somewhat 
ridiculous by the account of his state ■visit as Conservator of the Thames to 
Oxford by water, which was printed by his chaplain, the Rev. Robert Crawford 
Dillon and reviewed by Theodore Hook in John Bull. (See Dictionary of 
National Biography, s. v. Dillon, where a good account of Dillon's erratic 
career is given, and of his narrative of the Lord Mayor's visit to Oxford it is 
very justly said that it ' is so supremely ridiculous that it is difficult to believe 
it was written seriously. Such, however, was the fact.') 

1821. Matthias Prime Lucas. He was Commodore of the Eiver Fencibles at the 

time of the anticipated invasion by Napoleon (1804-5). His mayoral procession 
was exceptionally magnificent. 

1822. "William Thompson. A wealthy ironmaster, proprietor of the Pen-y Darran 

and Tredegar iron works. His daughter married the Earl of Bective, 
afterwards 3rd Marquess of Headfort. 

1823. Sir John Key. Lord Mayor during the Reform Bill agitation and re-elected as a 

reward for his Reforming zeal. He was also one of the Liberal members for 
the City, elected after the passing of the bill, but his tenure of the seat was brief 
and his exit inglorious. He was often spoken of during his mayoralty as 
' Don Key.' 

1823. John Cro"wder. He was proprietor of the Public Ledger newspaper. 

1826. Sir Peter Laurie. A saddler in Oxford Street, having been originally 
foreman to David Pollock, the King's saddler, founder of the Pollock family 
which has given so many distinguished members to the law, the army, or the 
church. He was a very active magistrate, and the object of much banter in 
the early issues of Punch. He was also supposed to be the original of Alderman 
Cute in Dickens' The Chimes. A nephew,^ John Laurie, was Sheriff 1845-6, and 
another, Peter Northall Laurie, was one of the last Common Pleaders of the City. 

1826. Charles Farebrother. The head of the eminent firm of auctioneers, whose 

business was afterwards acquired by Sir J. Whittaker Ellis (Lord Mayor 
1881-2). 

1827. Edward Archer "Wilde. Brother of Lord Chancellor Truro and father of 

Lord Penzance, Judge of the Divorce Court. 

1829. "William Taylor Copeland. An eminent porcelain manufacturer at Stoke- 
upon-Trent, head of the business formed by Josiah Spode, with whom his 
father was partner. 

1829. Henry^ Winchester. During his Mayoralty he refused to allow political 

meetings in Common Hall, and in consequence the customary vote of thanks by 
the Common Council at the end of his term of office was negatived. Shortly 
before his death he became insolvent and lost his reason. 

1830. Thomas Kelly. He was a well-known publisher. See Passages from the Life 

of Alderman Kelly, by R. C. Pell, also Curwen's HiUory of Booksellers. 
pp. 368-371. 

1832. "William Hughes Hughes. His original patronymic was Hewitt: he 

changed his name to Hughes in May, 1825. He wrote a preface and notes to 
an edition (1834) of De Lolme's Constitution of England. 

1833. James Harmer. The sou of a Spitalfields weaver. He was an attorney and 

proprietor of the ultra-Radical Weekly Dispatch. His connexion with that 
paper caused his rejection at the poll for Lord Mayor in 1810. Lord Broughton 
{Recollections of a Long Life, iv., 827), writes (December 4, 1833), 'Alderman 
Harmer, the attorney, who sits on the London bench to punish petty larceny 
gets £3,000 or £4,000 a year by being proprietor of the Weekh/ Dispatch, a 
paper which thrives on the worst of all crimes, the destruction of private and 
public character.' 



9. In the original edition of the Dictionary of National Biography appear the 
contradictory statements that he took his sons into partnership, and that he 
had no children. The latter is correct. ' Nephews ' has been substituted for 
sons in the later edition. 



Notes on the Aldermen, 1220-1912. 205 



1833. Thomas Johnson. Originally an oil merchant in Aldgate;, afterwards 

founded the banking firm of Johnson, Mann and Co., at Romford, the failure 
of which caused his resignation of the Aldermanry. He died a pensioner of 
the Charterhouse at the age of 86, in 1849. 

1834. Sir John Pirie. The Prince of Wales (afterwards King Edward VII.) was 

born on the day on which Pirie entered on office as Lord Mayor. He was 
Deputy-Chairman of the Peninsular and Oriental Steamship Company. 
1885. Thomas "Wood. A solicitor in the City. He was rejected by the Court of 
Aldermen when returned at the Common Hall at the elections for Lord Mayor 
in 1842, 1844, 1845 and 1846, and in 1843 was defeated at the poU. The 
opposition to him was due to the circumstances of his connexion with the 
Talaore Coal and Iron Company. He became bankrupt in December, 1847, and 
was afterwards provided for by being made Clerk to the Justices at Guildhall. 

1835. Sir David Salomons. He was the first Jew to be elected Alderman, Sheriff 

or Lord Mayor. He was one of the founders of the London and Westminster 
Bank. 

1835. John Humphery. Father of Sir William Henry Humphery, 1st Baronet 
(who married a daughter of William Cubitt, Lord Mayor 1860-62), and 
grandfather of John Humphrey (Alderman 1912- ). 

1835. James "White. He was a merchant in the China trade and after giving up 
his Aldermanry lived for some years in China. After his return he was a 
prominent member of the extreme Radical party in the House of Commons. 

1838. Sir William Magnay. Son of Christopher Magnay (Lord Mayor 1821-2). 
The present Royal Exchange was opened during his Mayoralty'. 

1838. Michael Gibhs. He was Churchwarden of St. Stephen's, Walbrook, and 

Treasurer of the Ward schools, and was in constant litigation with the 
parishioners with regard to the administration of the parochial funds in his 
hands. He was repeatedly attacked by Puvcli. 

1839. John Johnson. His father was the contractor for the Plymouth breakwater. 

1841. Thomas Farncomb. One of the few bachelor Lord Mayors. 

1842. Sir John Musgrove. He was the head of an eminent firm of auctioneers. 

Sir John Whittaker EUis, who succeeded him in his Aldermanry, became his 
partner. He was Lord Mayor during the year of the Great Exhibition in 1851. 

1844. Sir Francis Moon. Head of the print-publishing firm of Moon, Boys and 
Graves. His eldest son married a daughter of Thomas Sidney (Lord Mayor 
1853-4). 

1848. Thomas Quested Finnis. Brother of Colonel Pinnis, who was commander 
of the Station at Meerut and was killed by the Sepoys when the Indian 
Mutiny broke out in May, 1857, during the year of the Alderman's Mayoralty. 

1848. 'William La-wrence. Father of Sir William Lawrence (Lord Mayor 1863-4), 

Sir James Lawrence (Lord Mayor 1868-9) and Sir Edwin Durning Lawrence 
(one of the literary champions of the Anti-Shakspeareans in the controversy 
as to the authorship of Shakspeare's plays). He and his sons were Unitarians 
in religion. 

1849. Sir Robert "Walter Garden. . Grandson of John Walter, the founder of 

The Times. When he entered on his Mayoralty the customary water 
procession was discontinued. 

1851. David "Williams 'Wire. A solicitor of the firm of Wire and Child. He was 
seized with paralysis very shortly after entering on his year of office as Lord 
Mayor. 

1851. "William Cubitt. An eminent builder and contractor, younger brother of 
Thomas Cubitt, the builder of South Belgravia. He was re-elected to the 
Mayoralty at the close of his first year of office, partly as a consolation for his 
defeat in the contest for the parliamentary representation of the City on the 
retirement of Lord John Russell. He started the Mansion House Lancashire 
Relief Fund while Lord Mayor. His son-in-law, Sir William Humphery (son 
of John Humphery, Lord Mayor 1842-3) succeeded him as M.P. for Andover. 
His re-election to the Presidency of St. Bartholomew's Hospital after his 
resignation of his Aldermanry gave rise to litigation, which was not judicially 
decided till after his death, the ofSce having hitherto been regarded as tenable 
only by an Alderman of London, 
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1854. Eichard Hartley Kennedy. Was for many years a physician and surgeon in 

the Bombay army and wrote Notes on the Epidemic of Cholera at Calcutta, 
1827, and a Narrative of the Campaign of the Army of the Indus, also a tragedy 
and some poetical fragments. On his return to England he became Deputy 
Governor of the Royal British Bank, on the failure of which he, with other 
directors, was convicted of fraud and was sentenced to nine month's 
imprisonment. 

1855. Sir William Lawrence. Son of William Lawrence (Alderman, Sheriff 1849-50). 

He was the last Liberal representative of the City in parliament up to the 
present time. He was one of the bachelor Lord Mayors, as also was his 
brother. Sir James Lawrence, but, unlike him, he remained unmarried till his 
death. 

1856. "Warren Stormes Hale. Son-in-law of Richard Lea (Alderman 1803-8). He 

was the originator of the City of London School and Chairman of its Committee 
from its opening till his death . 

1857. Sir Benjamin Phillips. Father of Sir Georgs Faudel-Phillips (Lord Mayor 

1896-7), and father-in-law of Baron Henry de Worms, created Lord PirbrJght. 

1857. Sir Thomas G-abriel. Son-in-law of Charles Pearson (City Solicitor) and 

father-in-law of His Honour Judge Lumley Smith, Judge of the City of 
London Court. 

1858. William Feraeley Allen. His procession on Lord Mayor's Day was devoid 

of all attraction, even the State Coach not being used. This absence of the 
usual pageantry gave great dissatisfaction. He was the author of a work on 
the Corporation of London: its rights and privileges . 

18.58. John Joseph Mechi. Was in business as a cutler, and invented a well-known 
razor strop ; also devoted much attention to agricultural experiments at his 
model farm at Tiptree Heath. Author of How to Farm Profitably. 

1860. Sir James Clarke La-wrence. Son of William Lawrence (Alderman, Sheriff 
1849-50), and brother of Sir William Lawrence (Lord Mayor 1863-4). The 
Holborn Viaduct was opened during his Mayoralty. At the close of his 
term of office he was nominated for re-election but withdrew before the close 
of the poll. Like his brother, he was a bachelor when Chief Magistrate of the 
City, but later, when almost a septuagenarian, he married. 

1863. Sir Sydney Waterlow. Gave the land for the construction of Waterlow Park 
at Highgate. 

1863. Sir Andrew Lusk. He was a prominent advocate of retrenchment in the 

House of Commons and a rigid critic of the smallest details of the estimates. 
He was a Scotchman by birth. 

1864. David Henry Stone. A solicitor and the last Principal of Clifford's Inn. He 

was nephew of Thomas Farnoomb (Lord Mayor 1849-50). 

1866. Sir Richmond Cotton. The first Conservative Alderman who sat for the City 

in Parliament since 1880 (a period of 44 years). He, like Samuel Birch (Lord 
Mayor 1814-5), was a votary of the Muses and published a volume of Verse 
entitled Imagination and other Poems. 

1867. Sir Joseph Causton. Father of Lord Southwark. 

1871. Sir Thomas White. During his Mayoralty his daughter, who was acting as 
Lady Mayoress, was married in St. Paul's Cathedral, this being the first 
marriage there celebrated for 120 years. 

1871. Sir Francis Truscott. Father of his successor in the Aldermanry of Dowgate 

Sir George Truscott (Lord Mayor 1908-9). ' 

1872. Sir William M'Arthtir. Amassed a large fortune in the Australian export 

trade: was the leader of the movement for the annexation of Fiji and one 
of the founders of the London Chamber of Commerce. 

1872 Sir John Whittaker BUis. During his Mayoralty Epping Forest was formally 
opened to the public by Queen Victoria. He was the first Mayor of Richmond 
He was partner with his predecessor in the Aldermanry, Sir John Musgrove 
(Lord Mayor 1850-1), as an auctioneer and estate agent, and was afterwards 
head of the firm of Parebrother, Ellis and Co., having acquired the business 
formerly carried on by Charles Farebrother (Lord Mayor 1838-4). 

1874. Sir Henry Knight. He is now (October, 1912) the senior Alderman having 
represented Cnpplegate in the Court of Aldermen for over 38 years It is 
worthy of note that Cripplegate has had only three Aldermen in 105 years 
Sir Matthew Wood having served for 36 and Mr. Challis for nearly 31 years ' 
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1875, Simeon Charles Hadley. He was passed over by the Court of Aldermen in 
his turn for the Mayoralty, but as in the case of Sir Henry Muggeridge (1861), 
'subsequent events fully justified the course taken' (Mr. Welch's Modern 
History of the City of London, p. 362). 

1875. George Swan Nottage. The only Lord Mayor who died in his year of 

of&oe since William Beckford, 105 years previously. 

1876. Sir John Staples. Brother-in-law of Sir John Whittaker Ellis (Lord Mayor 

1881-2). He was the author of Notes on the Church of St. Botolph, Alderscjate. 

1877. Sir John Bennett. A native of Greenwich and brother of William Cox 

Bennett the song-writer, who claimed the merit of introducing Gladstone's 
name to the electors of that borough which he represented after his rejection 
by South Lancashire. Sir John was the proprietor of a much-advertised retail 
watch business in Cheapside, and was the last person elected an Alderman whom 
the Court rejected three times successively. 

1878. Sir Eobert Fo"wler. Partner in the banking firm of Dimsdale, Fowler, 

Barnard and Dimsdales, Cornhill. He was of Quaker parentage but joined the 
Established Church and exchanged the Liberal politics of his family for strong 
Toryism. He was a good classical scholar and quoted from the Iliad of Homer 
in the original Greek at his Mayoral banquet in 1883. His only son and 
successor in the Baronetcy was killed in the Boer war in 1902 : one of his 
daughters married Sir Alfred Pease, Bart. 

1880. Sir Reginald Hanson. Educated at Rugby and Trinity College, Cambridge. 
Father of Sir Francis Hanson, who succeeded him in the Aldermanry of 
Billingsgate. 

1882. Sir Polydore De Keyser. A native of Belgium, and the first Roman 
Catholic Lord Mayor of London since the 16th century. He was proprietor of 
De Keyser's Hotel, Victoria Embankment. 

1882. Herbert Jameson "Waterlow. Nephewof Sir Sydney Waterlow (Lord Mayor 

1872-3). 

1888. Sir Henry Isaacs. Uncle of Sir Rufus Isaacs, the eminent Counsel [now 
(1912) Attorney-General]. He published memoirs of his Slayoralty and a 
work on the teaching of the deaf and dumb. 

1883. Edward James Gray. He and his colleague Sir Alfred Newton (Lord 

Mayor 1899-1900) were the last Sherifis of London and Middlesex, the Local 
Government Act of 1888 taking away from the City the right of electing a 
Sherifi for the County. 

1885. Sir Stuart Knill. The second Roman Catholic Lord Mayor since the era of 
the Reformation. 

1887. Sir George Tyler During his Mayoralty the Tower Bridge was opened. 

1888. Sir George Fandel-PhiUips. Son of Sir Benjamin Phillips (Lord Mayor 

1865-6) and his successor in the Aldermanry of Farringdon Within. He 
married a sister of Lord Burnham. 

1889. Sir Horatio Davies. He was for some years the proprietor of Crosby Hall, 

then used as a restaurant. 

1890. Sir Alfred Ne"wton. The City Imperial Volunteers were raised during his 

Mayoralty. 

1891. Sir Frank Green. Son-in-law of Joseph Haydn, compiler of the Dictionary of 

Dates. 

1891. Sir Joseph Dimsdale. An Etonian, and a partner with Sir Robert Fowler 
(his predecessor in the Aldermanry of CornhilJ) in the banking firm of 
Dimsdale, Fowler, Barnard and Dimsdales. 
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1891. Sir Janaes Ritchie. Elder brother of the first Lord Ritchie of Dundee (Lord 

St. Aldwyn's sucoassor as Ohanoellor of the Exchequer). He and Sir Horatio 
Davies (Lord Mayor 1897-8) died on the same day and Sir J. Whittaker Ellis 
(Lord Mayor 1881-2) in the same week (September, 1912). 

1892. Sir Walter "Vaughan Morgan. One of the few bachelor Lord Mayors. 

1892. Sir ■William Treloar. Author of Ludgate Hill Past and Present. Known as 
' the (Jhildren's Alderman' from the part he has taken in organising the annual 
Gaildhall Christmas Entertainments for poor children. He founded the 
Cripples Hospital and College at Alton, which bears his name. 

1895. Sir George Truscott. Son of Sir Francis Truscott (Lord Mayor 1879-80) 
whom he succeeded in the Aldermanry of Dowgate, and brother-in-law of 
Sir Homewood Crawford, the City Solicitor. 

1897. Samuel G-reen. Son-in-law of James Figgins (Alderman, SheriS 1865-6). 

1897. Sir Jolin Knill. Son of Sir Stuart Knill (Lord Mayor 1892-3) ; the third 
Roman Catholic Lord Mayor of modern times. 

1897. Sir Vezey Strong. The first total-abstaining Lord Mayor on record, and was 

toasted as such at a complimentary dinner at the National Liberal Club. He 
is the third Lord Mayor admitted to the Privy Council in modern times, the 
others being Thomas Harley (1768) and Sir Joseph Dimsdale (1902). He is one 
of the leading promoters of ' Esperanto,' which has superseded the less 
euphoniously-named ' Volapiik ' as an attempt to provide a universal language. 

1898. Sir Thomas Crosby. The first practising medical naan who has filled the 

Mayoral Chair. 

1905. Sir Francis Hanson. Son of Sir Reginald Hanson (Lord Mayor 1886-7) and 
his successor in the Aldermanry of Billingsgate. 

1912. Sir John Baddeley. Author of Tha Guildhall of the City of London, The 
Church and Parish of St. Giles Without, Cripplegate, and The Aldermen of 
Cripplegate Ward, i" 

1912. John Humphery. Grandson of John Humphery (Lord Mayor 1842-3). 



10. The last-named work contains, in addition to the subject matter implied in the 
short title, ' some account of the office of Aldermen, Alderman's Deputy and 
Common Couucilmen of the City of London,' embodyiog many interesting and 
important extracts from the records of the City at Guildhall. Hence it has 
occasionally (and not inexcusably, though inaccurately) been referred to by the 
title of ' The Aldermen of London.' The present writer has already (preface to 
vol. I., p.?) given expression, which he desires, now to repeat, to his sense of the 
great value of Sir John Baddeley's work and of the encouragement which he has 
afforded him in the preparation of this record of the Aldermen of London, which, 
though planned on a more ambitious scale, proceeds entirely from his initiative and 
of which Sir John may justly be regarded as ' the only begetter,' though in no way 
responsible for its errors or other imperfections. 
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[The following additional notes on Aldermen are inserted here, having been 
inadvertently omitted from their places in the text in proper chronological 
sequence.^ 

1230. John "Viel. For the litigation oonsequont on the claim of his widow, 
Margaret Viel, to one-third of his goods in addition to her specified dower, 
see Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs (trans. Eiley), pp. 13-16 : Loftie History 
of London i., 133-136. 

1230. Jolm Travers. The four Franciscan friars, who were the first of their order 
to come to London, hired Travers' house in Oornhill soon after their arrival 
and built their cells there. 
C1232. "WiUiam Joynler. He was ejected from the Mayoralty by Henry III. because 
he refused to admit Simon fitz-Mary to the Shrievalty, who had obtained a, 
mandamus from the King enjoining the citizens to elect him. Joynier was 
an early patron of the Franciscan friars and built the choir of their church. 
Later Aldermen contributed liberally to the completion of the Church of the 
Grey Friars, the body of which was built by Henry le Waleys, Walter Poter 
contributing the chapter house, Gregory de Eokesle the dormitory, and 
Bartholomew de Oastell the refectory: Eichard Whittington later paid a 
large portion of the cost of their library. 
cl257. Simon fitz-Mary. He objected to the continuance of Nicholas Bat as 

[See vol. i.. Sheriff for a second year, declaring that 'the Mayor (M. Tovi), who favoured 
p. 405.] 'Bsit, would be a perjurer if he admitted him to ofiBoe again,'' and he temporarily 
resigned his Aldermanry but had it restored. Afterwards he supported 
Margaret Viel in her appeal against the judgment of the City Courts in her 
case, and was removed finally from his ^Idermanry for this and 'many 
other evil and detestable actions of which he had secretly been guilty against 
the City' (Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs, pp. 11, 16). 

1375. Jolin de Nortliampton. He is described by the chronicler Walsingham 

[Seeanfe, (ii., 65) as 'homo duri cordis et astutus.' The history of the civic struggle 

p. 162.] between the victualling and non-victualling trades, which continued during a 

considerable portion of Eichard II.'s reign and in which Brembre and 

Northampton were protagonists is admirably summarised by Dr. Sharpe in 

London and the Kingdom, vol. i., pp. 222-240. 

1379. Joiin Heende. He was elected Mayor for the second time in 1404 when he had 
ceased to be an Alderman, which office, however, he soon after resumed (see 
ante, p. 3). [Henry le Waleys also appears not to have been an Alderman of a 
Ward during his last tenure of the Mayoralty, 1298-9. See ante, Introduction, 
p.xxiii.] 

1392. Drew Barentyn. The clerks at Guildhall appear to have had some trouble 
with his somewhat unusual Christian name. On March 10, 1 400, he represented 
to the Mayor and his brother Aldermen that he had been enrolled in 'the 
red paper of redemptions of f reedmen and apprentices of the City ' as Andreas 
Barentyn on April 30, 1364, and afterwards in the 'black paper of redemptions 
of freedmen and apprentices ' was admitted a freeman by that name on 
October 26, 1870, and he requested to have ' Andreas ' (= Andrew) changed to 
'Drugo' (= Drew) [Letter Book I, fo. 16]. Apparently the writer of the 
indenture of apprenticeship to whom his name ' Drew ' was given in English, 
not being familiar with such a baptismal appellation, had understood him to 
mean ' Andrew ' and entered that name accordingly by its Latin equivalent. 
The petition was, of course, granted and the worthy Alderman was no longer 
saddled with a Christian name which he disclaimed. The incident irresistibly 
recalls Mr. Justice Stareleigh's inaccurate note of the prcenomen of Mr. 
Nathaniel Winkle. 

1456. Sir Tlionias Cook. In Fabyan's Chronicle (p. 660) he is described as ' a man 

[See ante, of great boldnesse in speech, and well spoken and syngulerly wytted and well 
p. 165] reasoned.' In Letter Book L (fo. 75b) his name appears in the list of 
Aldermen present on January 19, 11 Edw. IV. (1472) although he had been 
removed in 1471. This, however, is a clerical error. Stokton heads the same 
list as Mayor, which office he ceased to hold in October, 1471, and the entry 
itself stands between minutes of 12 and 13 July, 11 Edw. IV. (1461) and is 
therefore obviously misplaced. 

11. At the close of the Shrievalty of Walter de Winchester and Robert fltz-John (1229-30), ' all the 
Aldermen and principal men of the City ' had ' made oath that at no time would they allow any Sheriff to 
be admitted to the Sheriffwick for two consecutive years ' (Chronicles of Mayors and Sheriffs, trans. Eiley p. 6), 
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1460. Sir John Yonge. In Gregory's Chronicle [Collections of a London Citizen, 
[See ante, Camden Soo.] p. 233, it is recorded that ' menne callyd hym the good 
P- 165.] Mayre.' 

1515. Sir Thomas Seymour. I owe an apology — ^which debt I most willingly 
discharge— to the distinguished writer of the article in the D.N.B. on Thomas, 
Lord Seymour of Sudeley, for having commented [ante, p. 24, note 31) on his 
omitting to particularize a presumed relationship between the Alderman and 
his namesake, which I discovered to be erroneous too late for correction in the 
text. I take the opportunity of acknowledging gratefully much valuable 
assistance from Professor Pollard from time to time in the course of my 
historical researches in various directions. 

1524. Sir Stephen Pecooke. In 1531 he was fined £40 for bringing his ' iii. Clokes 
of Aldermanship ' into Court, saying that he would be no longer an Alderman, 
(He remained an Alderman till his death, and occupied the Chair in 1532-3.) 
Afterwards he was mulcted in the more modest sum of twenty shillings ' for 
that he hath disclosed the oounsayll of this house contrary to warnyng gyven.' 
[Rep. 9, fo. 48, quoted in Sir John Baddeley's Aldermen of Cripplegate Ward, 
p. 184.] 

1527. Paul Wy thypool. Noorthouek, in recording (History of London, p. 119) a vote 
of Common Council, according Wythypool the privilege of being present at all 
their meetings and debates (October 22, 1539), gives his name as ' Paul Wythyn 
Pool' and indexes him as ' Pool.' This appears to be an anticipation of Count 
Smorltork's entry of Mr. Pickwick's Jiame in his notebook as 'Peek Weeks,' 

1538. John Tolos. He married the widow of Thomas Huntlowe (Sheriff 1539-40). 

[See ante, p. 170.] 

1542. Sir Richard Dobbys. During his IVIayoralty he took an active part in the 
establishment of Christ's Hospital, thereby winning the heart of Bishop 
Ridley. See Ridley's letter to him from prison shortly before his death, in 
Dr. Sharpe's London and the Kingdom i., 450. He was one of the Aldermen 
who in conjunction with the Lord Mayor (Sir G. Barne) attested the Will of 
Edward VI., leaving the succession to the throne to Lady Jane Grey. With 
him were Aldermen Sir J. Gresham, Sir A. Judde and T. Offley. 

1546. Sir John Lyon. He married the widow of Augustine Hynde (Alderman 
1546-54). 

1548. David Woodrofife. Foxe, the martyrologist, writes of his long illness (he 
[See ante, being paralysed for nearly eight years before his death) as a judgment of God 
p. 171.1 fQj jjjg cruel treatment of the Protestant Martyrs, Rogers and Bradford, who 

were burned during his shrievalty: his ooUeague, Sir W. Chester, treated 

them with more humanity. 

1554. Henry Herdson. His widow married Sir Richard Champyon (Lord Mayor 
1565-6). 

1556. Sir Richard Malorye. Machyn (Diary of a London Citizen, p. 232) records 
[Seeaiite, the burial on April 24, 1560, of his wife, "the wyche she ded in chyld-bed 
''■ ■■' of xvii. children," — a statement which cannot be accurate in its literal 

interpretation and probably indicates that this prolific lady died in giving 

birth to her seventeenth child. 

1556. Sir Christopher Draper. He is said to have been the first to institute the 
'■^"iTz'i?' °'^°® °^ bellman, having appointed such a functionary to go round his 
P' •■'' Ward (Cordwainer) by night ringing his bell and exhorting the inhabitants in 
' an audible voice to take care of their fires and lights, to help the poor and to 
pray for the dead.' It is not recorded whether the responses of the inhabitants 
whose slumbers may have been broken by his beU ' and audible voice ' were of a 
pious or an imprecatory character.

1741. Sir "William Calvert. The head of the great brewery with which the name of 
his family was long associated. The original brewhouse is said by Stow (in 
whose time it was the property of Abraham Campion) to have been ' builded 
by one Pot ' — a suggestive and not inappropriate name. 

1751. Sir Samuel Fluclyer. He was a strong Tory and supporter of the policy of 
[See antf, George III. and as such obnoxious to the Wilkes party, whose poet, Churchill, 

P- 198-] satirized him as ' Dulman ' in The Ghost (iii., 993-998). 

' Our Dulman with a face was bless'd. 
Where no one passion was expressed ; 
His eye, in a fine stupour caught. 
Implied a plenteous lack of thought ; 
Nor was one line that whole face seen in. 
Which could be justly charged with meaning.' 

1752. "WiUiam Beckford. Lord Stanhope {History of England, vol. v., p. 174) says 
[See ante, that he was noted in the House of Commons for his loud tones and his faulty 

p. 198] Latin : a specimen of the latter ' omnium meum mecum porto ' is given in the 
Cavendish Debates (i., 489). 

1768. John Kirkman. He was nominally a Whig, but acted an independent and 
uncertain part in civic politics and at the election of 1780 received 
considerable support from the Court party. In reference to his ' wobbling ' 
tendencies, the compiler of the ' Mottoes for Aldermen 1772 ' (Guildhall 
MS. 200) suggests for him Virgil's ' Animo nunc hue, nunc fluctuat illuo.' 

1774. George Hayley. The Guildhall MS. 200 (Mottoes for Aldermen- Addenda 
1776), in reference to his submission to his wifee by whom he appears to have 
bean henpecked, suggests two quotations as applicable to him — Shakespeare's 
' How like a dog 
Looked Hercules thus to a distaff chained.' 
and Juvenal's ' Intolerabilius nihil est quam femina dives.' 

1775 'Willlain Lee. His parsimony when Sheriff, combined with his vehemence in 
opposition to the Court, led the compiler of the ' Mottoes for Aldermen ' 
Addenda 1776, preserved in Guildhall MS. 200, to apply to him Dryden's 
lines on Slingsby Bethel (Sheriff 1680-1)— 

' His Shrieval board 
The grossness of a City feast abhorred : 
His cooks with long disuse their trade forgot ; 
Cool was his kitchen, though his brains were hot.' 

1838 Sir "WiUiam Magnay. His resignation of his Aldermanry followed on the 
[See ante, appointment of a Committee to consider the circumstances under which he 
P-145] had been condemned in his absence by a Belgian Court of Justice (on the 
appeal of the State prosecutor from a verdict of acquittal in a lower Court) 
to fine and imprisonment for alleged fraud committed by him as a Director 
of the Great Luxembourg Railway. He challenged the fullest investigation 
into the facts, but the Committee being unable to compel attendance of 
foreign witnesses, he resigned his gown in a letter to the Lord Mayor which 
was at the same time dignified and pathetic, and the Committee was then 
dissolved without reporting.
